neck sport 13, like tntenag and tea,** immensely hokmy 
up m the British mart From Northumberland to Corn¬ 
wall and from Suffolk to Pembroke we read, in the Sport¬ 
ing prints, of nothing scarcely but Steeple-chasing It 
would occupy ea great deal too much dT your valuable 
space to enumerate a tythe of these belter skelter achieve¬ 
ments. In casting my eye hastily over them, I wa^ 
particularly struck with the multiplicity of moving 
accidents by flood and field ** There has scarcely been 
a single tpurt without a serious sptll* Barely hasja race 
been run without some horse sustaining severe injury. 
Whether all this arise from injudicious riding or<»the 
devil-may-carism of the exciting contest 1 leave the pio- 
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found to determine, but tint spills and spavins have been 
iiiordioatelj redundant, is a “ great fact,’^ that no out can 
deny Indeed it has bten so palpable, that seveial of the 
sedUte news papers have discoursed humanely upon the 
point, but such is the furor that, m the face of a smash'' 
irig “ leadei” m the Examinery the \iilful steeple-chaser 
(“ persuaded against his will,”) goes at it agiiuas though 
no snch stubborn truths had been piomulgited Like 
Ministerial Letter-opening and tht Mpyiiootli Grant, it is 
difficult to dcviSL an ilteis itivo 1\ tht Iloinr Secret uy 
be depiivtd of hib political pieiogative, mischievous 
Ma/7inis may “ traduce the State ” Put a stop to 
JStecple-chaaing, and tlu laige family of M isons and El- 
moreb will assuredly ^‘tuiii re.bLl when thou art Ling” 
Deal roughly with the Catholic cause at this ticklish 
crisis, and prepare forthwith fur Milesiin ‘ moustei meet¬ 
ings ” Tell the police to stop the bt Alban’s Steeple¬ 
chase and, mark me, “ ginger shall be hot m the mouth 
There is no gainsaying that Captain Becher rosie Gii- 
inaldi” to death, and every one remembers the honest 
axiom about riding a willing hoise to the feame locality , 
but hot blood is hot blood still, and will be hot blood to 
the*end of the chapter, so that Governments and Gover- 
nors-General will find it as diijicult to stop Steeple chasing 
as to stay the^bore on the Hoogiily, or to prohibit the 
Polka I 

'1 he challenge to the champion of England—a subject 
to which 1 believe I briefly reteried in i foimer letter— 
b IS aEo cieated some sensation since oui last dawk to 
C dcutta In limine, the bold cartel was thought to have 
been a htmapy and that, like the gre it majority of such 
buftpojicries, it would all have ended m smoke It appears, 
boweiti, that there is some foundation for the startling 
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announcement, and dtliough there is still the usual quan¬ 
tum of dilly-daU}iDg and humbug m arianging prelimina- 
iies, the nobs {and the snobs) of the P R aie beginning 
to be sanguine that the set-to will come off eventually. 
1 he brutal fight between Jordan and Sambo did much to 
disgust people with pugilistic exhibitions, but pugilism^ 
like bteepTe-chasing, has not yet “ had its dayand 
although I am no advocate for mertemry fistification, I 
cannot blind myseU to the fact that the lea. pugm main¬ 
tains a healthy aystefti of “ self defence** which I should 
giieve to find wholly extinct All the world knows that 
Gaunt 18 , at this piesent writing, the fistic champion of 
England Bearing his bygone deeds in mind, the ni ui 
must bt a bold one that would expose his “ human face 
divine’* to the hammeiing of such a Hercules Neverthe¬ 
less such a gladiator has proclaimed himself, and he re- 
joiceth m the ubiquitous namo of Thompson—tins 
“ Bendigo *’ As such momentous matters are nev cr 
negociat^d without a distinct gathering of the know¬ 
ing ones,” apufichayet wss foimally held at lom Spring*s 
to take the vital affair into consideration Although I have 


had the ledieiche honoi of eating oysters at the ex-cham- 
pion*s tavern in Ilolborn, I was not present on the occ i- 
sion in question, but the whole debate bears so business¬ 
like and an air that 1 nRist give you the 


outline from one of the weekly journals It appears that 


the challenged man w IS not present, and that Johnny 
Broome,’* who put forth the challenge, thought fit not to 


identify the challenger After going into a committee of

iQ eftectmg tins object, as from the cross purposes hitherto 
experienced the public had been led to believe the whole 
affair was merely a gag, got up with a view to benefit 
either Johnny Broome or Caunt All he could say was 
that Caunt had been ever ready to maintain his position 
on the terms proposed, but the truth was, as Champion oi 
Rngland, and being a publican, he considered that he was 
entitled not only to have the match made at his own 
house, but to chose the timre when Ue would attend the 
summons to the scratch Everybody knew the life he 
had been leading for the last two years, up all night, and 
in bed all day, and as full of the good things of this life 
as an egg was full of fact his weight was bet¬ 

ween 17st and 18st This monntam of flesh it would be 
necessary to reduce, and it was also requisite that he 
should make proper arrangements for the management 
of his business during the time be was m training Such 
a process could not be effected without time,'^ and as 
Caunt was desirous of maintamiiig his position, it was fit 
that he should enter tho ring in proper condition To 
efltct this the time mentioned was indispensable, and upon 
no other terms would lie make the match To show tiiat 
he was not belfish m his disposition, although he had de¬ 
termined not to (Alter into articles at Broome’s house, he 
had appointed the present meeting on neutral giound, 
and would hereafter have no objection to visit his fuend 
Broome as a brother pub ” Spring conclnded by 
f porting fais flimsies, and expressing a hope they would 
have no other cause for throwing suspicion on the inten¬ 
tions of Caunt or his ambitious customer 
Johnny Broomb said he appeared there on the part 
of genUemca who had placed XU00 m his hands for the 
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purpose of backing a man against Cannt He denied 
that he had any disincliiialion to make the match at 
Caunt’s, but as the latter had not thought proper to 
send him a note expressive of his wishes, he could only 
follow the directions of those whose instructions he had 
received He was happy, however, to meet at the housp 
of Tom Sirring, for whom every member of the Ring 
must entertain the highest respect, and towards whom, 
for one at least, hp felt sincere gratitude He was now 
prepared to make thd match, to come off on the 2d of 
August, and this was the specific direction of his eniplo}- 
ers, wlio, if the match were longer defened, would he 
engaged m the shooting season, and one of whom would, 
in fact, be abroad, and thereby prevented from seeing a 
trial of skill towards which be looked with considerable 
pleasuie He had himself no interest in the matter, or he 
should be happy to concur m the time proposed on be¬ 
half of Caunt, who he considered, however, ns Champion 
of England, ought to have kept htmself in readiness to 
Stater the lists on moderate notice

Si RING said Caiint's intentions were unalterable, and 
he thought if Broome’s friends were seiious their shoot¬ 
ing propensities might be sufficiently gratified by the 
middle of September to enable them to enjoy the plea¬

After a considerable pause Johnny Broom i* ngam 
rose, and sa id that he would waive the objection as ta 
time, and agree to make the match on Caunt’s own 

terms, namely, to fight in the month of September_a 

declaration which was received w itli warm approbation 
The all-important question as to who was “ the man’^ 
was then brought forward, and Spring requiied ter be 
mfoimed who was to have the honour of contending wilk 
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Cinnt foi the pob&esbion of the Champion^b Belt —Bioome 
^aid ht u a's not empowered to make this distlosuie, nor 
hid his friends yet dtleruiiutd who the man should he 
Cdiftit had challenged ill the world, and he considered 
it(]iiite sufficient for him to know who the man was on 
his entering the ring The Champion of England should 
ht indiflferent wiio he was called upon to meet, and the 
name could be a matter of little consequence 

S'^iiiNC said, he considered, that in d^z-aning up aitides, 
ictouhng to ill formei precedent, it*was cuotomary th it 
the names of the parties contracting should be included 
It w IS fit that a min should know who he was to meet 
hcc luse five or six persons might he put in training, and 
he would thus lose my ad\ uUage which he might denvt, 
from having a specific antagonist to deal with 

A good deal of declamation took place upon this point, 
but the ina)onty of the loom was in favour of abiding by 
ibe e^ablishtd lules Broome, however, declared that he 
redl^ could not mine the man , his friends wer^ m the 
furthest pait of Scotland, and before they made their 
lection they wished to have the opportunity of choosing 
the best 

Spring intimated that he could pretty well guess who 
the individual wa^, and who„he bad no doubt, had been 
takingcaie of hVhiself for two yeaiif, with «. view to this 
he had no objection, horever, to give Broome 
one month to name his man, but he would not undertake 
to match Cauiit on any other condition 

BuooMb said he could not comply with these terras, 
and this meeting, like that by which it had been preceded, 
was about to teiinmate without any satisfactory conclusion, 
wheuBroouK, ifter sundiy argumentations, agreed an 
bis» ouu losponsibihtj to name his man within a mouth 
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after the next deposit, and proposed that a meeting should 
take place at his house to draw up articles, ind a month 
fiom that day he would undertake to unlock his budget 
Spring urged Cauut’s objection to diaw up articles at 
Bioome’s, oud a new obsticle was r used, but, at la-^t, 
Spring, to avoid all turther disputation, said he would 
waive this*pomt, and igieed to meet at Broome’s It w is 
further agreed that the fight should oome ofi* the Tuesd ly 
before the Doncaster meeting £25 a side weie then de¬ 
posited I have said th it “ Bendigo” is to be ‘ the great 
unknown ” This assertion is based upon the shiewd sus¬ 
picion of Tom Spring to that efteet, coupled with the 
leceipt of a letter fiom the said “ Bendigo” addressed 
to Bellas Lift^ in which he says that tlieie has long^ been 
“ a difference’^ between Gaunt and himself, and that he 
now throws down the gauntlet to fight him foi £200 
and the Championship ot England, adding that should 
Gaunt decline the offer, I will fight any man th it walks 
on two legs, barring neither weight, eoloni noi couiitiy ” 
And so lests i\\i^ national event foi the present, but 
should further partic liars transpiie at the eleventh hour 
(i e previous to the closing of the Marseilles mail) you 
may lest assured they shall be duly ehionicled —Mein- 
while I cannot refrain from sending you the following 
letter addressell to one of the London jouinals as it jumps 
wholly with my ideas Of (soi di'iant ^)

Chess IS still m the ascendant By the mail of the 
•Ith of April you, doubtless, heard that i game was 
about to be played between Staunton and Walker through 
the novel agency of the Electric Telegraph The day 
after that mail left the game was played, but it 
was not a particularly smart contest, I refrain from 
giving it you in detail, especially as I have no doubt you 
Will have the whole affair in eztenso in some of the 
Oveiland Summaries, The Monthly Times will ver> like¬ 
ly give it as, I perceive, it regularly devotes some spate 
now a days to this highly popular and intellectual pastime 
I may here, however, briefly state that they played for 
nine hours, that the distance between them was 88 miles 
that (cogitating included) about five minutes ir tervened 
between each move and that they made it a diawn game 
at the finish, although, to my thinking they ought to have

worse foi the salute, ind lead us a long chase, and eveutu- 
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ally succeeded in out n mneuvnng' us by the artful dodwe 
of clambering up the mountain top and disappearing on 
the other sjde—discreet, though Bearish on his part 
(Alas' for our vows of yesterday) returning after this 
unsuccessful chase, bagg’d a very fine specimen of the 
‘ kankur’ or haiking deer, whilst in nimble flight through 
the brushwood A beautiful fellow with all his traits 
well defined, his tushes being singularly large,—it is woithy

From the 2l8t to the^ 24th did not meet with any such 
success as to require particular commentaiyy the game has 
become scarce in the Boon from the sporting tho* 
roughfure it has of late years become Tigers are scarce, 
and but occasionally seen The rod appears in a great 
measure to have taken precedence of the gun m this quar¬ 
ter, and many tales did we hear of the artful dodges put 
in play to entrap the finny inhabitants of the stieaip 
The schoolmaster has nevertheless been in these parts 
and the March of Intellect shows itself iti the increased 
cunning and roguery of the Sable Pisintry of the Boon 
Valley We i^ere out one day persj^ing “ the even tenor 
of our way,” the jungles being m a blaze all around us, 
(clearing for cultivation,) when we came upon a small spot 
" of dry grass, where we were told some hogs had taken up 
their abode, this we set fire to with success On returning 
to our tents in the evening, a moonshee made bis ap¬ 
pearance with a formal demand for the burnt grass, hav¬ 
ing learnt that some sahtb logue had been shooting on the 
f^t, we humored him to see how far his conception of 
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our credulity went, he at last lowered his demands to a 
modest request of fire rupees^^ for his trouble in liaviiif^ 
come to wait upon U8> with an lucipieot threat that other- 
wise^ he should be obliged to complain on the part of the 
poor ryots whose claims he represented None of them 
being present, and singular to relate, the key of the cash 
box having been unfortunately mislaid^ we were forced to 
dismiss, our wide awako^^ plaintiff with various geutle 
admonitions, and sundry significant gestures, which he had 
the good sense immediately to twig by discliarging 
himself of our company Memo A word to the wise,.

Finding the game so scarce, we took a run into the liilk 
fuL a few days, and on the 7th of March, found our¬

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to our extreme astonishment a tiger cub slowly passed her 
foie us at the distance of fifteen yards, we both (S having 
left us in the hills) fired togethei, and the little brute was 
rolled over perfectly dead , we now thought it more prur 
dent to mount onr elephant, and beat about for the 
mother, whom we felt assured could not be fai off We 
directed the heateib to i place of safety putting some of 
them on trees We went thiough two or tluee patches, 
without finding The elephant in being put into a spot 
of heavy gra«:s, suddenly tiumpeted, evmcing gieat uneasi- 
iitsSj we were now all in expectation, standing up in the 
hnwdah prepared, (I having taken the khowass,) by dint 
of a little peisuasion, the elephant was foiced in, and hid 
not gone fir, when we both lii^ard a low suppressed snarl, 
which caused the elepliant to swerve round, but the del ly 
■\vas only momentary, and being again brought up to the 
spot we saw the tigiess ste ilthily stealing away, we push¬ 
ed aftei her, and when withm about forty yards, we gai c 
her a salute which brought her do^in to the chaige roai- 
ing The having stopped the elephant, we were 

enabled to receive her with a steady aim, and when close 
upon the elephant two balls correctly delivered, laid her 
spijiwling,—we got off to look at our dead prize, so happili, 
though unexpectedly cenne across, and whilst expatiating 
on hei pioportioiH were suddenly electrified, led to find 
by the shouting out, tint there was another cub 

moving thiough the gra«s, we immediately mounted m 
hot pin suit and disco veied the cub stealing along thiough 
some thin grass, apparently not in the least alarmed, 
indeed when within forty or fafty jard the cub stopped and 
looked at us appro vchiiig A fired and broke its right 
fore-arm high up when in a confused manner it sciampled 
pfi^towards some heavy grass in front, and befoie reaching 
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it, received anoiber ball from B nbich fairly rolled it over, 
so much so, that A exclaimed, “ no use hrnig agam as it 
will only spoil the skin ” We had to descend a bank

tlip tigers, their cows being killed, we literally stumbled 
upon this happy chance by the sheerest good luck, and 
our “ little success go” ivith one elephant should teafth 
the spoitsman that it IS not a long fine of elephants that 
must necessairly ensure the smiles of Fortuq^ 

Wth —We shot homewards, without coming across any 
moie of the royal family, though we were veiy successful 
indeed with the spotted deer, of winch we shot a great 
number

SfA-DuCK SHOOTl^G 

{Tt anslaied from the French for the Bengal ISporltng Magazine ) 

1 he origin of the Sea-duck was long a mystery among 
naturalists On this subject they rashly wrote heajis 
of inarvcllons absurdities to fill up the gaps ot their 
sciLiice Indeed, until they extended then n sear dies 
to Greenland, whither these birda migrate and build then 
nests, the} were ignorant of their mode of iirciibalion, 
and Old} knew that, iiivaiiably, on the approach of winter, 
they assembled in immense flocks on the coasts of Scot¬ 
land, England, and France 

Ornithologists made fiuitless efforts to disro\tr tlitir 
eggs uid nests '1 hey even dissected the female of the 
sptcies, without discovering the remotest germ of geiieia- 
tioii To disguise then ignorance, they designated tins 
bird as out of the liw»cf nature, and ascnled its origin 
to a variety of superstitious causes Among others, 
Beotius, Scaliger, and Bartholin, asserted that the Sea- 
Duck was the offspring of a shell very common m the 
Northern Seas, and known among naturalists by the name 
of the anatiferous or duck shell The shape of this shell 
IS that of a mubhroorn It adheres to the hulls of ships^ 
to pieces of decayed timber found floating on the sea, and 
in preference to fii, from which circumstance the French 
salon have given it the name o^Sapmelle Bartholin 
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gravely asserts that he saw at Naples a bird like a duck 
in one of these shells , and Scaliger states, that one similar 
to it was presented to Francis the Fust Other learned 
mdividuais, such as Fulgose, Duke of Genoa, Cardinal 
Jacobus, Vincent de Beauvais, &c are of opinion, tint 
there is a miraculous tree m the Orcadei^, the fruit of 
which IS in the foim of a duck,—that this fruit when 
ripe, falls from the branches, and becomes fish, if it fall 
into water, and birds if they reach terrs. hrma ' Antonio 
de Terqnemada, a Spanish ecclesiast, quaintly observes 
with regard to this latter theoiy, that this astonishing 
tree can scarcely be the only one of its kind, taking into 
consideration the immense numbeis of these birds 
Beotius, who wrote towards the close of the fifteenth 
century, declares that he saw a log of wood found floating 
at sea, m the heart of which he found large colonies of 
worms, some of which were covered with featheis, and 
he inferred that from these the sea-duck orgmated * 
Kircherus was somewhat more reasonable Ht remarks 
that these birds lay their eggs on the extieme Northern 
Coasts, which eggs, driven to sea by the violence of storms, 
break, mix with the,ice, and thus adhering to trees and 
wrecks of vessels, generate these worms, from which the 
Sea-duck springs Tihuriiius, aga«n, speaks of an Irish 
priest of the name of Octavian, whd swore by the holy 
poker (sur TEvangile *) that he once saw and actually 
touched one of these birds which sprung from a mush¬ 
room, found on the decayed wreck of a ship Du Bartas, 
a French poet of the seventeenth century, who wrote an 
imitation of Ovid’s Metamopophoses, published a poem ou 
the subject of these supernatural transformations 

(Here follows au extract from the poem, which floors my 
Gallic hullum') 
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After Cl eating dire schism among the learned, thu 
innocent bird absolutely thiew the apple of discord into 
the bosom of Mother Church ' The erroneous idea that 
the blood of this bird like that of hsh was cold, induced 
seveial Bishops to introduce it as an article of food on 
fast days But the Pope, Innocent 111, in grand Council 
assembled, declared towards the close of the tivelfth cen¬ 
tury, that be the origin of the bird what it may, as uell is 
tlie temperature of itrs blood, it should not be considered 
justifiable food during the fast, when no Jlchh should be 
eaten > Now-a-days, however, this Sea-duck is frequently 
found on the tables of the faithful indiscriminately 
thioughout the year Indeed, the fishy flavour of its 
flesh (which is black and tough) serves as a salve to tho 
consciences of the sinful epicure ^ 

Aftei the 1 ipse of yens, truth tiiumphed, effacing these 
puerile cieations of the past fiom the page ofNatural His¬ 
tory A Dutch navigator of the name of Gerard de Veei, 
leturning Trom his third voyage to the Northern Seas, 
bought With him, to the utter astonishment of the savans, 
several of the eggs and nests of these Sea-ducks After 
laying hare the blunders of^ the naturalists, he thus speaks 
of his discovery —“ It is not surprising that, up to the 
present time, no one discovered the lesort of these birds 
during the breeding Reason, or knew that they hatthed. 
Mcir seeing tint mo one travelled so fir as the 

80th degree of Noith latitude ” Heie, then, m a coun¬ 
try covered with ice, these birds periodically migrate and 
build tlieir nests On the approach of winter, they sec(c 
moie temperate climes Their numbers are so great, that 
along the banks that afford them shelter, they form long 
black bands, which are visible several leagues off The size 
and shape of the Sea duck are very similar to those of 
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the commou domes*^ic species Its plumage is black ami 
so smooth and thick, that even after long immersion in 
water, it has not the appearance of h iving been at all 
wet Its legs aic black, and it is web-footed, the film 
between the toes being remarkably thin and delicate 
The male is distinguished by the deep colour of its plu 
mage, and by two small yellow tubercles on the upper beak, 
which is not so flit as that of the common du(k When 
the female bud is young, it is perfectly grey, ind foi this 
reason was considered of a piiticulai species, c died 
(from the Fiench word gribe), hut this eiioi has 
been rectified 

The bea-duck lives iipoii fish, and also upon a shell 
known by the name of vameau by the fisheimeii on the 
coasts of Picardy, wheie they ‘iboiiiid They will dive 
to a depth of fifty feet in search of food The moment 
one sets the example, the rest follow, and thioiigh this 
peculiaiity the hanks formed of these shells ire discovered 
When the ebb tide discloses them, the fislierineu spread 
large nets about two feet above these shell banks The 
leturn of the tide drives the Sca-ducks into the snare, 
when the great majority get entangled in the meshes, and 
the few th it rise to the surface aie gener dly t ikeii also 
Frequentl 3 ',so many as twelve hundicd aie siinult uieouslv 
captuied in this way 

Some of these Sea ducks ipptirently suffer more ih m 
others fiom intense cold, uid consequently seek shelter 
gainst the rigours of winter on the coasts of Provence, 
preferring ponds for then winter quarters A small village 
called Berte, ibout eight leagues horn Marseilles, is le- 
uonned as a sporting reudezious for bea-duck shoniing 
Oil the appioach of Christmas Heie the persecuted 
Bea Putsk has nothing to fear from the net foi there is no 
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tide, but the shooter ih as much to be dicadtd as the 
hshermen For this sport, a whole array ot gimneis is 
indispensable It a single boat attempt to appro icli 
them, they rise out of gun-shot, and, by bhoit flights, Ktt p 
a respectful distance from the enemy 

About the middle ot December, the municipal autlioii- 
ties of Bewe placard otfici il documents m the v irious 
districts adjacent to the mouths of the Rhone, specifying 
the day appointetl, for the general sport of Sea-duck 
shooting, it IS usually on the 25th of the month On 
the dawn of that day, ]ocund caravans of sportsmen may 
he seen flocking to the hamlet, from Marseilles, Aix, 
Arles, Salons, Lambese, and St Mary, some in elegant 
equipages, others m humule cars, and some who have 
journeyed ten or fifteen leagues to be at the trystiiig 
tiee Each is furnished with several fowling-pieces, iiid 
a laige supply of amumtioii Foi this quiet village, this 
18 a day of revel ly and not Its dull monotonous yleiice h 
this day ■broken for forty-eight houis in the year all is joy 
and jubilee All lU mils, all its piivate residences, all 
its stables, all its bains, are thrown open fortlie recep 
lion of its iiinumciable invaders All its sheep aic 
slain, all its poultiy slaughteicd, to appease ihe appetitis 
which travel h is sharpened Whilst the village is m 
a bustle, the sheet •of witer where the buds have flocked 
swarms with boats fiopj Martigne«i, Istrts, and St Chamas, 
preparing foi the grand battue of the following day On the 
previous night, the sportsmen dme pH higgledipiggled}, 
and those who h ive had the good luJi to stcuie a palkt, 
consider themselves particularly fortunate The remamdei 
iccommodate themselves nncomphmingly in the best way 
they can, contenting Ihemsehes with a chair, a (ouch, 
pliable, or some straw m a bam The night is quickly 
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passed, for the orgies are extended to a late hour in 
laughter, gaming, smoking, and singing, and all are up 
by dawn of day Nor is the short interreniug space 
always passed in the arms of 5omnus, for the curs of tlie 
ullage, little accustomed to this sm plus population, and 
surly in ceding then beds of straw to the new comers, 
wieak their vtngeanceoii them by howling n the most 
ttnsopoufic and dismal manner 

At length, to the delight of all, tire raoining breaks, 
the banks of the river are crowded with sportsmen, hasten¬ 
ing to the boats engaged on the previous day , these 
boats, called bettes, aie flat and narrow, they contain two 
roueis and foui sportsmen At the stern is hoisted a 
small tn colored flag, given by the municipal authorities 
on the payment of a small tribute When all are as¬ 
sembled, the fleet IS arranged in battle aira\ , the betka 
ire placed a, short distance from each other, and form a 
line The bells of the village then gi\e the signal of 
depaituie, and the fleet advance, in order, to the Black- 
Head Ci^ek, whence myiiads ofSea-Ducks are seen Hav¬ 
ing complttely hanked up the game, a few shots are fired 
to put it up Instead of seeking slieltei ishore, they 
approach tht boats, and strive to dive under then, but 
most of them find even this last resource unavailing 
Then flight js heavy and low, andViey have to lun tho 
gauntlet throug^i a wholt band qf muiderers Ten on 
fifteen shots are irequently fired at one lefugee, and then,

The boatmen low rapidly towards the dead bud, which 
floats on the surface cf the water , it is a point of honor 
^ with them to struggle tor the pri/ic, and often duiing the 
conflict, a boat slyly jUdes past the combatants, and

With the object of then litigation The moment the 
disputed game is taken possession of, the bobbery ceases, 
and each retakes his pi ice m the line Some few boats 
linger astern of the phalanx, and content themselves by 
picking up,the wounded bird«» 

After this battue, which lasts the whole morning, 
anothei comes off^in the creek of Marignaii, wheie the 
game that has escaped the first slaughtei, take refuge 
Those, again, that escape the lattei c image, disperse to 
various localities, and when the spring recalls them to their 
regions of ice, they repair their loss with countless victims

have taken precedence of this comparative minnow Mr 

Wakley, who has undertaken to bring the subject befoie 

the House, has postponed his motion, but there i^ no doubt 

thateie long it will be hotly mooted there, and you may 

rest assured (for my friend R, D M has promised to 

book me for the nonce on the speakei slist,) that “ I shall 

be there to see ” The following was the motion for 

vvhith the Honorable Member for Finsbury had given 
notice .— 
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Return foi the 3 ears 1842, 184S, and 1844, inclusivt, 
fiomthe counties England and Wales respective!}, 
ot the names, occupations, and ages of all peissons who 
have been charged before magibirates with the commission:

Albert pationised it in* so unsportsman-hke a manner it 
Stowe,) his been depiecated loucll}^ by the 01 9 roXXo?, and 
its condemnation has found a read} ie«iponse 111 the 
bitast of every thoiough spoilsman The maintenance 
of “monster presenes” has also been a bone of general 
contention, and I expect these two topics will supply 
much “ food for powder” among the aristociatic land¬ 
holders, aud the democratic decUimers of St Stephens 
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A sporting conespondent of “the greatest journal in the 
world,” expresses the following opinions upon these two 
points, and I subjoin them the more readily that they 
closely iccord with my own —Voyons^—The loud 
complaints of the farmers against game, and the fear¬ 
fully increasing evils of poaching, are owing mainly to 
the VICIOUS taste of the present day fOi wholesdle 
preserving and monstei battues, which are as different 
fiom legitimate sporting *is light fiom dark, and got 
up to gratify the morbid tastes of a set of exquisites, 
who know as much of the real pleasuies of sporting as I 
do of the man m the moon True sportsmen, Sir, have 
no share in such doings, which bring discredit on our fine 

m 

old English rural sports, and set landlords and tenants 
by the ears, who might jog on happily enough together, 
if each would only act up to the best rule of life, “ to do 
as they would be done by and this, depend on it, would 
lead to mutual confidence, matual good-fellowship, and 
mutual protection 

The respectable farmers of England, Sir, are no enemies 
to fair sporting , far from it, they encourage it , they 
know Its value as a stiong link of attachment between 
themselves and their*superiors lu lauL and wealth, and, 
if treated liberally, will never grudge gentlemen the propei 
epjoyment of their dogs and guns,^^d be a far better 
protection to their game than all tnne keepers and watchers 
such philosophers as Messrs Berkeley and friends could 
bring to the muster But these irrational battue doings, 
of which the farmers have a just light to complain, 
ns unsportsman-like and most oppressive, must be put 
an end to Every day pioves the insufficiency of keepers 
and their tools to prevent poaching , it goes on in the 
teeth of an array of them—the greater the lesistauce, 
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the moie determined the attacks—the harder the struggle, 
the greater the glory of victory, and so it will be as 
long as starvation stalks about m oui villages unheeded, 
and there is a leady maiket for the sale of plundered 
pioperty, put temptingly within its reach What, then, is 
to be done The remedy is obvious, Sir, let the baneful 
system of these monster preserves be broken up, let 
noblemen and gentlemen be modeiate and reasonable in 
then pleasures,—paohibit the sale of game without a 
qualification , let it be no longei worth the poachei’s 
while to poach , let landlords cultivate a cordial feeling 
of co'operation with their tenants , and, then, more than 
ill, let them both turn their earnest attention to the wants 
of the poor m their several districts, and, by alfordiiig 
woik and good wages to the unemployed, see if theie may 
not be better ways of dealing with the poacher than with 
blows and bloodshed, and consigning him to the county 
gaol Instead of lugging the youngster before “the 
justice” fcr setting wires, and sending him to prison, 
from whence he will return moie hardened than ever, 
let them try what fiicndly e\hortation and advice will do, 
with regular employment, and bunging him into con¬ 
tact with honest men ” 

Another wntei on the subject argues^ thus —“It is 
absurd to suppose^ttfat the institutors of the statutes 
for the protection of game ever intended to con¬ 
fer upon individuals the privilege of devastating their 
neighbouihoods with hoides of birds and beasts, which 
should lay waste the hope of the harvest they weie not 
flamed for the purpose of dealing with hares and pheasants 
as articles ot barter and commerce The existing move¬ 
ment against these laws is, no doubt, the effect of a 
tempoiaiy cause The extiemc piessuro to which the 
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agncultuial 4 )opHlation is now subjected, m consequence 
of d. bad season in lcS44, lias given rise to some lament ible 
ifTrays between game keepei-* ind poachers, which iii a 
time of plenty might not have occuued , but the fabhioii- 
able system of giowing a prodigility of game is nnwhole- 
gome—^unsafe , iiid the taste it caters for wholly opposed 
to English habits and sympathies Sporting js i n vtion il 
affair in this country populu because it is essentially 
popular in its spmt Such is not tljie ciniactei of the 
haltne y it is exclusive, and//leic/oie uiispoitsman like— 
and thcrefot e unpopulai ”

Was it hurruffed Cricket ^ No ’ Was it golf frap peed, 
as the Frenchidan would phrase it ^ No ' At last, uhat 
with the bungling of whoreson woodcuts, and the jargon 
of “ rinks,” and ‘ pat lids,” and tee-heads,” and hog 
scores,” 1 was fairly at a dead nonplus, when I stum¬ 
bled upon a lucid and interesting aiticle upon the subject 
m Chambeis^ delightful Edinburgh Journal As it is 
not altogether unlikely that many of the English and 
lush re itleis of the .Benya/ Magazine shaie in 
jny quondam^ (put that in italics please,) my quondam 
Ignorance, a page of that motley peiiodical will not per¬ 
haps be unprofitably devoted to an extract or two from 
the enlightening article iii question The writer, indeed, 
gives us on this side of the Tweed riedit for complete 
grtffinage with to the e\ciUiig game, for he says 

111 the very outset of lna eclaircissement, ‘ our English 
fiiends are, we believe, altogether unacquainted with a 
game practised amongst us under the name of curling 
It js comparatively local even amongst ourselves, for m 
many districts of Scotland it has never been introduced 
it may be said to leign chiefly iii the south-west and 
cential provinces, namely, the counties of Dumfries, 
Peebles, Edinbuigli, Fife, and Perth Comprehensivelv, 
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it IS hnwU played upon ue, bat vvith stoiiP®! wbicli slide 
instead of lolliiig, e icli being fitted with a handle whereby 
it 18 impelled ” 

In these few lines is this great enigma solved ' But 
see how the CEdipus warms upon the Chilly theme “ The 
ice of 1 ink thaws btfoie the sunny face of this gime 
priests, liw}cis, countiy gentlemen, may be ‘ffeen joining 
m it with the village shopkeepei andbhcksrnith-—and this 
IS no Young England novelty, but a matter of course, 
th it b IS been known in Scotland fiom ill time, and seems 
likely to know no end In fact, curling appears to have 
the powei of bunging all men back to the common stait- 
ing level of mere children, it fuses all hearts into one 
mass , and such bouncing and running—such sweeping 
and loniing—what shouts at great shots—what deiision 
at fuluies ' while the stones are every minute heard 
cracking against each othei, filling the glen as with pcils 
of thunder 

And, again, ipioting a passage from a post-smp/aw 
speech at i dinner of the Rojal Club in Januiry 1844 —^ 

‘ Well may the game of culling be designated the G ime 
of Games , for whilst it invigor ites oui bodies, it at the 
same time imp irts a delightful and imlescrib ible buoy¬ 
ancy to our spirits In proof of this, I need only quote 
the authority *of the poet Peiin}St\ck, who flourished 
ihout a century ind i half igo, and whose poetical effu¬ 
sions must speak to the heait ofeveiy true cuiler — 

1 0 curl on tke ice doth greatly please, 

Being a manly exercise , 

It clears the brain— stirs up the nitive heat— 

And gives a gallant appetite for meat 

Of all scenes upon eaith, fellow cullers, theie is none 
more inteiesting, none more fascinating, none moie ani¬ 
mating, thin on a fine still frosty moining, uhen the 
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sun 13 shining upon tlie snow-fleeced ice, the diamond- 
bespangled giound and the silver-tasselled trees, to behold 
groups of old Scotians sturdy sons hastening to the field ot 
contest—the glassy bosom of some sequestered glen oi 
romantic lake, \iitli then hearts beating high m the ex* 
pectatioii of carrying away victory’s well-contested palm, 

• Even aged men, 

Smit with the eagerness of youth, are there 
While love of conquest lights their beamless eyes. 

New nerves their arq^s, and makes them )out)g once more 

This is i mild mwiiet of one of the curling symposn, 
but, He wen save the mark, it appears that once upon 
a time these mad enthusiasts gave a hurrah khanah to 
Sir Peter Threiplaiid, Hart, seven hundred feet above the 
level of the sen, on the top of the hills overlooking the 
Carse of Gourie ' “The facetious chairman of this 
occasion,’^ says oiu author, “ seems to have had a peculiar 
knack of turning eveiy thing to account in favour of the 
g ime “ 111 toasting Piince Albert, for example, he alluded 
to a Pail of culling stones which had been presented to 
him when at Scone Palace in September 1842 “The last 
time 1 heard of these stones,^’ said he, “ they formed a 
p irt of the valuable ai tides which adorn one of the gal¬ 
leries 111 Wiudsoi Palace At that t\me some of the Eng¬ 
lish nobility and gentry, on observing them, wondeied 
greatly vrhat they we^ and expressed great anxiety to 
know uh it was the use of them The Palace at Windsoi 
may, foi anything I know, be a very good curling house, 
but 1 Mould ten times rather have heard of them being in 
a wee housie on the banks of the Serpentine, which would 
liave shown that the prince w is a chip of the light block, 
and a tiue son of the broom The Prinqe of Wales was 
thus adverted to “ He li is scarcely began hia education, 
but you vull all agree with me in maintaining, that if, in 
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the progress of that education, he is not made a ‘ keen, 
keen eurler’—if he is not thoroughly initiated into all the 
mysteries of that health-iestoring, 8trength*renovating, 
nerve>braLing game of curling-^his education will be 
entirely bungled ’’ 

We must follow this “facetious chairman’^ a little 
further m his jolly address seven hundred feet above the 
level of the sea, for he has a pehte surprise foi the special 
behoof of the Ducks, the Mulls, and the Qui Hj es * “ The 
curlers,” quoth he, “are a set of the most benevolent 
fellows on the face of the earth—their benevolence is of a 
very diffusive description, and 1 am going to carry your 
benevolence across the wide Atlantic to our brethren 
in Canada, where you will find the besom, and across the 
German Ocean, up to Petersburg, where you will fand the 
channelstane The Scotch games are beginning to spread 
far and wide over the face of the earth The other week, 
when I was at Montrose, Davidson, the club-maker, wis 
busy preparing to export golf clubs and balls, apd curling 
apparatus, to the Mauritius, the Cape of Good Hope, and 
to Bombay ” 

When [ read thus far, I must confess 1 was reminded 
of a ceitain rash speculator of the olden time, who invested 
his siccas in Skates for the Indian market ’ The “face¬ 
tious Chan min,” thought I, muy^^lnve had too much 
lali shrauh on the hill, or else a bee in his bonnet, when he 
talked of curling m Bombay and the Isle of Prance ' The 
devil a bit, he was no more drunk or daft than the Pre¬ 
mier t'other day when he discoursed sound doctrine m 
the Budget, foi he (the facetious Chairman to wit) thus 
explains the puzzling theory of curling in torrid climes — 
“ Jt is true that the noble game of curling cannot, m oidina- 
ry circumstances, be practised m these warmer regions, but 
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last Right 1 met with two young gentlemen who had the 
other day skated on artificial ice in Liverpool, which an¬ 
swered the purpose remarkably well It seems that this 
artificial ice is composed of rosin and salts From this 
a very good nuk could be formed, and might be m- 
tioduced into the East Indies with great effect ^ But 
should this be found not to answer the purpose, theie 
IS still another method by wh^ h curling >ight be enjoyed 
111 that country In the northern legion of India, our 
old fiiend John Frost possesses a large territory, and I am 
sure he would be delighted to afford some splendid rinks 
among the Himalaya mountains. The distance is trifling 
—ouly 1500 miles from Bombay I hope we shall, by 
and bv, see in some of the East India papers a para¬ 
graph to the following effect —‘ This morning a number 
of elephants, laden with curling stones, left Bombay for 
the HirnaHya mountains, to which place a large party 
of Scottish gentlemen are to proceed for the purpose 
of enjoying tor a few weeks their favourite game of cuil> 
mg * (Laughter and cheers ) 

This merry description of the game and the good feeds 
it engendeis, concludes with an ancient ballad, laudatory 
of its m itchless charms, and cramme4 with queer crackjaw 
epithets, utterly incomprehensible to yonr bumble servant 
For the benefit of t^pprfiearned, however, 1 ^uote the last 
verse, and shall feel obliged to Manackjee Cursetjee to 
render it into enphonious Guzaratee, for the Poet’s Corner 
of the Hurkaru newspaper — 

Our hinhand unrivalled at drawin’. 

Sends up a tee shot to a hair— 

Game, game, vu* loud cheers and huzsain'. 

While besoms play sough m the air I 
Thankin and roozing and a', 

Powm* o* bottles and a*, 

'i hen hey for a beef and green dinner. 

Wi’ jaws o' guid toddle and a’. 
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1 must add, that I have only given } on an outline sketch 
of this amusing paper on curling “ The entire chrysolite”

but the portions 1 have cited will perhaps serve to kill an 
hour, and dissipate any ignorance that may prevail in the 
East, touching ‘ Scotland’s am game of curling ”

to be properly appieciaied Still, pei contra^ after break¬ 
ing one’s bellows in running up iiilis, skinning the shins m 
sliding down precipices, and risking one’s life m a. variety of 
other romantic encounters with the magiiihcent scenery— 
to make a right down mull or a wrong cast of it must be 
backed by a. tolerable amount of the right sort of spirit, 
especially should it be the essayist’s first turn-out Just

once heard a north couiitryiudii give, when cabed on ior a 
song —“ Singing, is it 5^ I think I see myself a coming 
two hundred and foitymileto make a fool of myself’” 
Depend upon it, woithy stranger, if Wallace Mac Donncl 
don’t 60V as much of you, theie may be a slight suspicion 
of his thinking it, nevertheless

ta'»k is, that his opinions may meet eoriespoiiding ones 
among those m a similar standing in society to himself, he 
that standing what it may 

When Mr Heicules set himself about cleansing ceitain 
Augean stables (not kept quite as stables ire now a-d lys), 
it will be illowed he undeitook a tonghisb job but as 
he was a toughish sort of gentleman, it only reqimed time 
on his part to ensuie its completion, and hiving com¬ 
pleted it, he was certain ot commendation for his pains 
not so the poor wight who attempts describing the gentle¬ 
man he IS sttie of the labor, also suie of the reprchi nsiim 
of some one, but as foK the commend ition, he is foitun ile 
if he gets it fiom anyone 1 do wish Master Hercules h i# 
undertaken this ]ob—many may they wish so too, 
and may also think I should have been better cmplojed 
shovelling away while he wiote—but as he did not, 1

requisites of a gentleman, and by so doing save himself 
the mortification ot lepulse when lie attempts to step with¬ 
in that magic circle that eiicompasse^aristociacy Superior 
talent and superior woith may cause his being toleiated, 
nay invited within its pi escribed limits, but iieitliei gives 
the Tight to enter there These limits aie not like those of 
the rainbow, so softened down that they can hardly be as¬ 
certained , but are cle<ir and definite, however much per¬ 
sonal vanity may mislead people Weie it otherwise, dis-

Singular as may appear the assertion, it is nevertheless 
a correct one, that I have rarely met a regular country 
Gentlem in, whose only pursuit (so far as his horses are 
concerned) is hunting, who possessed the niceties of judg¬ 
ment m horses I laiely met such a. man even knowing 
whether a horse is sound or unsound and again, so 
fir as relates to condition, their hoises are seldom up to 
the mark and fit to go till about January During Octo- 
bei they are seen scraping the lather fioni their horse with 
their whip, and deluging the cambiic or Bandana with 
the exudation fiom tjieir own blows Now, bj country 
Gentlemen, I beg to be undeistood as meaning the fine 
old or young English Gentleman keeping thiee or four 
hunters at most Such men as I have mentioned cross¬ 
ing Leicestershire aie another guess matter they are m 
a different condition (m life), and faith so are then nags 
Many of these really fine fellows, I regret to say, I know 
aie not xn condition to go the pace they do, but 1 
must pay them the compliment of saying their horses are, 
Such country Gentlemen as I allude to, while (as they 
call It) “ sticking to the Port,” d— all racing and the 
income tax, both from what they consider a sufficient 
reason, namely, they don’t like either , m which the 
correctness of their judgment IS shewn m about the same 
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light as in legaid to their horses They happen to over¬ 
look the factj that to iicing we are mdeoted for the splen¬

w lilts to buy, fiorn nliicli thousands of our suffering 
poolei biethren aie now reaping the comfoit So, m my 
humble conception, he is anathematising a spoit that has 
biought oui hoise pursuits to the highest state of peifec- 
tion, and an Act that, with its accompaniments, must be 
considered one of the most just, considei ate, md humane 
ideas that evei emanated fiom tlie brain of a great States- 
imn 

Hiving in the last few hues got a long wij out of 
line of countiy, the best thing I can do is, not txactly to

It may be said, it lacing can be supposed to have pro¬

littL ones than good big ones Jt is very likely there 
should bt, for theie are ten times as many little liiiriting- 
like horsis to pick from as theie aie of big ones &omo 
\erv little hoises are no doubt wondeis, and cm go with 
ain thing uid anywheie , but if it was found, lu selecting 
two bundled horses *all of the same hli ipe, mike, and 
bleeding, the one hundied small,^the othei luge, that 
the small hoises could do what the laigei can, the little 
hoises would no loiigci be wondeis I theiefoie must 
think, th it tliouffli theie being more good little th m big 
bojses may leilJy be taken au pied de lalettte, theie 
being x( Lu dly more of them, if there were as many 1 irge 
hoises of the same quality to be got, thesajiiig would be 
disioutmued We very propeily expect less of a little 
horse tlnn i large one, and aie theiefoie suiprised wheu 
we find him crossing the «:dme fences and the same country 
at the ^ame pace as one fiom whom we have a light to 
expect great perfoimances When I sfveak o^hig horse'*, 
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I u«ie the teim iii prefeience to large^ for i horse mav I 
conceive, he i large horse, and yet not what I im in by i 
big one By bigness, I allude to big muscle, big loins, 
big joints, thighs, ind sinews Now a horse mav very 
pioperly be turned a laige one wanting ill these 1 haic 
often seen what I in hoise laiigu ige term i big little one 
or as Sni irt says, “ as long and as big as a boat ” If 
be w IS not tins, 1 iievei sivv i little one a wonder Quite 
ag mist iny«)udguacnt, but fiom long habit, I prefer iiding

on it they were made to cairy them, but not to bieik

There are other advantages we deine from having 
made racing one of our puisuits It gives a close fiini 
seat , te idles us to hold our horse together , and, above 
ill, nothing so much instincts iii the ftehng of when a 
horse is tiling it teaches tiie necessity of taking a pull 
at him in propei time , in all of which things, as f ii as I 
can judge, oiii anccstois weie very deficient Pace his 
taught the ibsolute necessity of pi ictiMug them I have 
heaid veiy old Sportsmen say they h iidiy cvii knew i m m 
who was accustomed to riding ovei the fiat iide well ovei 
a country This shews that the hunting or racing men 
of those davs ,were not mixed up w^th c ich othei as they 
now are But besides this, in those' davs i icing iideis, 
when standing in then stirxups, could only be compired 
to a man standing on his leit with a Newluuiidland dog 
between hialegs, thus leaving room for ai oidiiiary pointci 
between the seat and the saddle No in in with sueii 
a seat could cross a country, and no jockey with such 
a one should evei have crossed a race hoise but now 
our hunting wen are not seen with the old loose swaggmg 
seat of foimer fox hunters, nor aie jocks seen with thiii 
kness up to then chins when sitting down on their saddle, 
except old Tommy Lye, but then he rides so well tint 
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it i«i fju lo let him iidt as he likes In one 'nay I woiiUI 
jievei wish to see a ni in ride like him , m another, I 
must pay him the ]ust cornphnaeiit ofsijmj^ leiy few 
can Now all these hints we ma}', and now do, take 
fioni racinji^, eithei by practite or observation Though 
of com he they cannot make a, man specifically less 
than his actual standing weight, the\ iieso advintagcoiis 
to the hoise, that whether we d^nlnl^h that weight, or so 
husband his powers as to give him more abilit}' to fairy 
it, it imoun*ls to the same thing Without con*>idei itioti, 
i man may say, it our forefithers did not poshess these 
idvantages, how (Jid thev get dong'’ Whv \eiy well 
80 did thf Old Blue from the Siracen s Head, Snow Hill, 
that, when I was i good boy five and thiitv aeirs ago, 
took me to Bath in seventeen hours ind a hdf I hive 
gone hottei though hy Fhe Aqe to Hugh ton since, and 
we go bitter in the held at ill events w( go 'Ihe 

old short whcelei>* reins did vei}- well fui six miles in 
houi , bnt we should get in a mess if we used them going 
sometimes fouiteen over a hilly country Ji icing pace 
c dls for r icing pi letices , and hoiscs. to go with hounds 
now must all hut i ice with peihaps 14st on them 
Though I cannot in general advocate steeple ncaig is 
it IS clined on, I am quite free to allow it his it least 
one greafc item in its favor it is the very best possible 
school for teaching i m in to ride across country I do 
not consider that it is in any w ly nece>s iry tor i m m to 
he a steeple chase rider to enable Iiiin to iide to hounds, if, 
as forinerlv, men hunted tiomalovi ot hunting The time 
was when men lode in oidei to see honiuls they now 
see hounds in order to nde , ind'that being the case, 
lacmg knowledge and racing habits become indispen- 
feahle If gieater eifertions ire now reqmied fxorn men 
and horses, means must be adopted to meet the exigence® 
of the case and ceitainly since hunting wis first 
followed, there never was a period that could produce 
such 1 number of fine rideis in the field ns the present 
But I am quite clear this is not a time lor welter weight® 
to shine, or even to hold their own, independent 
of Nim hod’s ideas of heavy weights breaking their 
way thiough fences I have certainly heard the 
lemark, and have made it, that the gieater pio- 
poiLion of our best Sportsmen best and nioat forwaiii 
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riders, were heavy men , but it certainly is not their 
weight that tells in thtir favoi that i>, it is not then 
weight tint gets them ilong , but I trust I can point out 
wh it does do it, mmely, what gets Ciptam Peel ilong 
—head awtX resolution He did not get eitliei iii the 
riding school , nor v\ouId he or any other man hive ever 
learned to ride a font mile steeple lace b\ practising be¬ 
tween tour walls His head was given him before he saw 
the school, end I daic say the resolution too if not, he 
hrs t iken care to get i pietty good share of it somcwhcie 
dse 

But in allusion to heavy men riding well m the first 
place, it a III in is heavy, unless be w is* eiithusiastie in the 
pursuit, lu most piobiblv would nevei ii ive attt mpted to 
hunt at ill, blit if he does, aware ot the impediment his 
weight must be, he knows he shall require everj aid that 
c ui be got to mike some amentls for it 1 his indmes 
him to make him'^elf a*fiist-iate hoiseman IJo knows 
that i pirfect knowledge of hounds and hunting js an 
incdleulible advantage to a man riding with them , so he 
becomes i Sportsman ind fox huntei lie knows it uill 
not do toi him to be picking and choosing the safest places, 
oi turning fu out of his way to find them If begets 
behind, he is probably behind foi the di^, or cert only 
for the burst Few lioisea lightly weighted c^n catch 
hounds with impunity what could they then do with a 
heavy weight on them ? The tonsciousness of this m ikes 
heavy men ride strlight, as evtry mm should do ds neiily 
as he can 1 know heavy leaps t ike a good dc il out 
ot a iiorse , but heavy ground takes more, ptiticulaily if 
weaie foiced to inciei e speed over it in ordei to in ike 
«p for going out of the way The heavy man knows he 
cinnot take liberties with his horse, but,^on the contraiv, 
must nurse him at eveiy opportunity, uid that he must 
not throw one chance away The lOst men are apt to 
think they raaj, and thus otten find out their mistake , at 
least they fi id their hoises beat I will ventuie to say, 
let two horses be going together, the one with I4st on 
him, the other with 9sl, and supposing them both all hut 
beat, let the heavy weight, as most piobably he would, 
hold his horse well together, take care to put him on the 
firmest },,round, and take him along a fin even pace, he 
will get him perhaps well through his difficulty Let the 
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light weight have his horse’s head loose, clap the spurs to 
him, and not select his ground, he will stop him m two 
fields, or probably in a less distance A hoise sinking can¬ 
not beai mi reased exertion, however light the weight 
way be, no not if he was turned loose 

As fai as long observation serves me, I think I have 
stated the gi eat secret of heavy men astonishing us, as 
many iinqueslnonably have done, and now do, with hounds 
Such men, iidiiig precisely as they do, which is the system 
upon which feather weights should ride> would of course 
be able to ride still forwarder take ist away fioni them t 
for even doing as they do 1 alwa}S hear them curse 
their cumbiouB weight” as heaitily as horses have reason 
to do some liglit ones If we wanted any proof of what 
judgment and horsemanship will do, we need go no f ir- 
ther thill to see Colonel Wyndham ride a chase he 
shoves his horse along most awfully certainly , but 
depend on it he saves him whenever he can, though he 
risks his and his own neck the next minute at feucingi 
What makes him do this arises from the same cause that 
actuates his every action in life—his heart is where eveiy 
heart should be, and where so few are, in the right 
place ^ 

In some pioof of my assertion (I should say opinion) 
that even weight will not tell like pace, 1 will mention an 
iiiecdote it does not speak much in favoi of my own 
judgment on the occasion , but no matter , if it eluci¬ 
dates inything that will save horses it will answei a much 
better purpos»e I went to get a couple of days’ hunting 
with a fiiend of mine, an 18st man, and sent a couple of 
hoists for the put pose ^ but my friend insusteS on mount¬ 
ing me, and paid me the compliment of putting me upon 
his favoiite hoise Beggarmaii, a very fine horse certaiiilv, 
and a peifect hunter, foi a certain pace I eyed the nag 
rather suspiciously I own , for it struck me we should 
diffei widely in our ideas of going along However, the 
compliment could not be refused Pug was at home, and 
away we went, I on my geiieial plan, it not going perhaps 
as well as many others, but at all events as well as I can, 
as straight as 1 can, and as long as I can. Beggermau 
certainly went very well fora quarter of an hour, took 
his fences admirably , bat I felt nothing of las being 
* Vather inclined to pull a bit” (which the groom had 
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warned me of), for the fact was (though 1 did not at the 
time know it), he was going bia very fastest, so did not 
of couise pull to try to go faster I soon found him 
hesitate on seeing a leap before him, and thought he was 
sulking a little however, I persuaded him to go straight 
tor a iew fields fuithti, but then perceived s>niptoiiis 
1 could not mistake the stietching out the head, the 
occasional widening of my kiiee«<, and a t5ob, told the 
tale Beggarman was beat Now I trust I nevei lode 
a horse iiiifaiily m my life, and ceitaiiily I did not do 
so in the piesent case Still 1 was wrong 1 hul been 
used to sail away on tboiough-bitds I could ceitainlv 
say I rode him as I should have done my own , but tins 
was the very thing that I should not have done How¬ 
ever, I stopped in time, got out of the way not to disgiace 
my friend's crack, maSe a lucky cast, got well in again, 
saw our fox killed, kept my own counsel, and on mv 
friend asking me how 1 liked my horse, I said, like old 
Dick Knight, “was never so earned’* Notwithstand¬ 
ing this I took care to mount myself the next day 

1 may be asked, if this said horse, with fair riding and 
only list on him, could not live with hounds in a com¬ 
monly fan run, how did he get on with ^ 1 will 

endeavour to account for this, for get on with his master 
he certainly always did, and was there or thereabout at 
the finish A man of gieat weight may see a great deil 
of a run, enough, if he is really fond of hunting, to be 
about how the hounds behaved than half tiie Field who 
care nothing about them He may be always near 
enough for^this , but he must not expect to be at all 
times with them Harkaway, if he was a Luntei, could 
not carry the weight and be always there My fiiend 
knew every held and covert in the couiitiy , consequently 
he rode at times (as greyhounds sometimes get to run) 
cunning, and if he knew a fox’s point, with his weight 
It was quite fair in him to avail himself of that knowledge, 
and ride a little wide of hounds , and if by this he could, 
as he did often, save his horse a held or two, some heavy 
fencing, and heavy ground, he was right for when I 
say 1 consider the men who go straightest with hounds 
on an average distress their horse the least, I only mean 
it to apply to fencing, and m comparison with those who 
Jose time in going round to avoid leaps they may not 
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like Go stranfht for ever , that is, do not go round 
but if, without losing anything of the sigbt of the hunt¬ 
ing, you can save distance, I see nothing unsportsman¬ 
like in doing «(o even for a light weight, for he may be 
too heavy before he has done So I say, go like a good 
'nil as long as you can 1 do not of course mean till your 
nag IS regularly sewed up, without an effort to 8a\e him 
I mean, go as long as the bellows last in short, till they 
begin to squeak , but we must not burst a bole in the 
leither, or what the deuce shall we do to light the fire 
ag iin ? Wmd is stjrength , and the want of it pro tern 
prostrates the powers of the pioudest and the best The 
roft, that most beastly of locomotive conveyances foi 
an\ thing but a sack of gram, would beat Bee^swjiig if the 
puff was taken out of her Light weights, remember this, 
and be not surpr sed when at times you find even SOst 
iriving jou the “go by * While the wind lasts, weight 
does not make so great a diffeience in pace (I mean hunt¬ 
ing pace) as people may suppose I believe it has been 
prettv well ascertained that the difference between the 
j>ace in a charge of our Household Tioops, or that oS^the 
7th Hnssiis IS very trifling indeed, but make that 
charge a mile, weight would tell, not that perhaps the 
horses wtuld be in one mile positively tiied and leg- 
weaiy , but the exertion would act on the lungs and 
when they become weary, it is weary woik indeed It 
matters not whether inciease of pace or increase of 
weight produces the effect, the effect produced reduces 
the horse to the same state of inability Let two men ot 
about equal weight and pretensionk in running make a 
Match to run fifty yaids, the one to carr^ a man of 
moderate weight, saj^ fist, on his back, the other to run 
unloaded, but to give the weighted m in 25 yards , the 
loaded man would invariably beat the other, perhaps 
many yards Let them make it one hundred, the weight- 
earner to be allowed 50 yards, frequent experience has 
taught us that with men equal in lunning and stiength 
the man carrying the weight will always win But make 
it one bundled and fifty yard«, and still allow the sanre 
propoi lion of law to the loaded man, he would then in 
turn be always beaten and why ? because the supporting 
muscles and joints would be tired and the wind exhausted, 
'fhis shews why the heaviest men will and can go a short 
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burst TTith the first flight , but the pace continued must 
beat them , th it is, if it is a fast one It is not entiiely the 
weight that does it, but the weight at the pace weight 
and pate no horse breathing can <itand long Stili 1 
maintain pace is the real killer We could scarcely find 

man under whom a good and well bred horse will not 
go at areally hunting pace for a couple of mile**, but we 
may easily find a pace at which no horse ^ould go the 
distance under Derby weight 

I conceive, that from what I have slid *is yet, I hive 
in some degree borne out the sssiition I made at the 
commencement of these pages, th it the effect of weiglit 
on hoibes is not quite easy to comprehend when placed 
in comparison with speed, and with good ind bad judg¬ 
ment and horsemanship, uoi do I flitter myself with 
the hope of Leiiigableto produce anything like a clear 
definition of the subject In my own delence I must be 
allowed to leraind my Headers, I neither promised iioi 
even insinuated that I would I confess theie is a mys¬ 
tery about weight I cannot quite understand, nor haie 
1 evfsr found the mgn who did* And again, tiie extraordi¬ 
nary pqwersofsome horses, when put iii competition with 
others, will beat all calculation on the subject I may, 
however, be quite wrong in this conclusion, but4 veutuie 
to go on 

A friend of mine, who knew a good deal more than I 
ever did of sporting matters, though I could not but 
think sometimes he was a little wild in his opinions, used 
to say, “ If 71b is e^ual to a distance iii a race, what 
must it be in a day’s hunting?” Now, taking hisfiist 
propounder qs a data, his i>equ\tur may be quite ap¬ 
propriate and just 1 do not pietend to sa_y he was 
wrong in his first statement, but I certainly do say I 
doubt in a general way the fact I can conceive two 
horses, running m together at a certain weight, might 
afterwards be so weighted as the 71b to be equal to a 
distance, but I doubt its being so at the weights and 
lengths of ordinary racing But we cannot make any 
c)ose analogy between weight telling in racing and hunt- 
ing, for i horse extended as a race-horse is at speed 
];nakes weight tell awfully on him We will, however, 
consider this by and by I am now only considering 
punters m speaking of weignt « 
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I believe it is quite aii allowed fact by heavy weights, 
that a horse which has earned them one season well will 
(supposing him to continue well and sound) carry them the 
next season better This is easily accounted for The 
power of cirrying heavy bill dens 18 \erv tiinch iiiiiei'jed 
by being accustomed to do it those paits of the frame, 
whether belonging to min or quidruped, that ire most 
c died upon under weiglit, acqniie additional strength fiorn 
prictice, IS the arm of the smith does by using his sledge¬ 
hammer but, independent of this, the hoise leinis by e\- 
peiience tint stvle of going which enables him to get along 
with the most ease to himself It mav ippear to some pei- 
suns asingulir isseition on mv pirt that nuiibeis of hoises 
go (paiticuhrlv on the loid) much safer undei aveiy heavy 
mm th 111 under a light one it is niveitheless the fast, 
audiseisily explained A hor'^e, to go sifely on the lotd, 
should step shoit and quick, foi m so doing, supposing 
him to make a false step, the succeeding leg comes so 
quickly to Ills suppoit that he is right agiiii in a mo 
iiieiit , but if he walks with the long lounging stride of the 
lace lioise, and makes i mistake, or treads on the sUnit 
he rolls forward on his head betoie he can bring the otht t 
leg 111 a place to ict as a piup to his body mdepeiideiit 
of which# dwelling so long i tune oiieich leg fitigues both 
muscles and smews Let any person tiy the truth of this 
by measuring only half a mile by stiidiiig it in vaids he 
will be more fitigued than by wilking four timea the 
dist nice at model ate short steps Coinpaiatively speik- 
iiig, race-horses tire veiy soon inwilkmg Set one to 
walk from heie to Edinburgh by (he side of i butcher’s 
hack y why little Cutlets would wear hini, out, and the 
chances are the Leger or Derby n ig w ould h ive been on 
his nose half a dozen times during the jouiiiey No horse 
with a long stiide either in his walk or gallop cm carry 
weight 1 never saw even that louid If any peisoii 
doubts this, 1 can assuie them a hoise does not (attei he 
has earned weight a few limes), and will be found in a 
yeiy shoit time to iltei his gait Desue a man to walk 
fifty yaids, and observe his way of walking , then clap a 
sack of oats on his back , 1 will answer for his taking 
three steps wheie before he only took two bo it is with 
2V hoise with 8st on him he walks lazily and loungingly 
•along , he can do so, put ISst on him, he, like the man, 
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Mill sliorten hi9 steps will make fewer blunders, in 
consequence of so doingf He must do tin same thing in 
Ins gallop befoie he can live under great weight he has 
sense enough to learn this* tnd many other wavs of saving 
himself, and this is the great reason wliv, when put to 
ca-ry weight, he does it better the'^second season than the 
fust If I had a hack tint w is clever in every vviy hut 
jn taking long stiides iii his walk, I would lend liim to in 
18st ni in I will answei for it he Cures him of that fault 
at all events * 

It IS self-evident that phjsical stiength is necessiiy 
to cairy great huithens , but there is also (if I may he 
illoued the teim) a ceitain knack in doing it 4 smith, 
as I have said, acquires the arm of a Hercules, and c iii 
wield his enoimous hammer for houis m a div A 
iuillei*^8 man could not do this, or anything bordering on 
it , but he will chuck a ^ck of floui ihout and ciriy it a 
distance, tint would make our son of Vulcan’s loins and 
shouldeis crack again, though the latter might be the big¬ 
ger and in a geiieial way the stronger man , but he lias 
not learned to cairv sacks of flom on liis shouldeis, and 
till he has, the little one will beat him at that paiticulir 
game A macliiner, that m point of strength is (in load 
phiase) “a side of a coach by himself,” and wiy twist a 
loaded coach of three tons about, would probibly be 4iied 
to death cairying a very heavy man , and %nce veisa, a 
tioop lioise tliat has cairied petliaps 22st oi 23st with 
apparent ease to himself, if brought for i coicli is beat in 
a ten-inile stage Like the millei and the smith, they both 
had learned to do their '■iwn work, hut, not knowing how 
to do the othei’b with the most ease to themselves, it tires 
them ‘ ‘ 

If I was to purchase a horse to make a hunter for in 
18st man, 1 would mucii piefer a hoise tli it had been 
very little hunted to one that had been some time at it 
carrying a light weight, and 1 should do soon the same 
punciple that a groom or a post-boy alwavs give more 
trouble in a riding soHool tb in a tailor In the hrst place, 
they are conceited , but, worse than that (foi the riding- 
school has taken tlie conceit out of many a poor fellow) 
they have acquired a particular seat and mode of riding , 
so they have not only to learn a new one, but to be broke 
of the old one Isow the tailor has no scat, it ill, except-^ 
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iiifif a cross-legofed one, and that he never practi«;eil ou 
liursehack , so one seat h <is natnral to him as mother 
u hen on a horse God knons, the poor devil finds anv 
iiiicoinfortable enough , hut he is willing to learn, and 
ha\ing nothing to unlearn, he has the ad\antage of the 
others, as then knowledge is against them Snip is equal 
if not superior to tlie others in another paiticular—his 
stern is as ^/ard as a lhlllo(elos’^ hide 

Hut to return to the hoise that liisnot and the one 
that has been hunted The first has probibU oidmaiv 
action in his walk •and gallop now put this hoiseinto 
a iidiiig school under a manage rider for three months, oi 
on the other hand put him in ti lining and uiidei a riding 
exeicise 1 id lor the same period, he will in eithei case

instinct makes him alter his gait as soon as former habits 
will allow him to do so ''The next best thing to getting 
a horse accustomed to carry weight is to get one th it

ciny weight, oi tint he uas not iiituraliy a strong hoise 
though he looked one, 1 cannot saj, hut it shews* tint if 
he wis a we ik one we must not ]udge stiength always by 
si/e, as I have before stited ind it he was a strong one, it 
proves what I have also said, the being accustomed to 
tairy weight is iiece^saiy to einble a hoiae to do so I am 
inclined to think this, and knoning how to carry it has 
even more to do in the mitter thui physical strength , m 
corioboration of which opinion this person told me he 
never found a hoise that could bear his weight on him loi 
any length ot time till he had iidden him iieaily twelve 
months, and was then not as he could aflerwirds do it 
when moie accustomed to such a burthen 

So fully was he aw ue of this that he had rather a curi¬ 
ous (and I believe novel) way of ipitiating his new pur- 
clmses into the art of weight carrying He used to put 
them on the pillar reins, and let them stand with then 
saddle loaded with two hundred and a quaitei of sheets of 
lead he there kept them for a couple of hours, moie oi 
less Thank God * ra^ weight never occasioned ray prac¬ 
tising this (to me) new mode of training , but I suppose 
It answered , at all events, he was always well earned, 
and his horses always looked well 

1 have several friends who ride great weights thev 
frequently pay me the compliment of asking my opinion 
of hoiseK, and furtlier ask whether I think such a horse 
till cany them If he happens to be a kmd of half 
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bred beast, alias a coo, that is a quadruped all flesh aud 
hair, I merely say I should think the wretch could not 
cany anythiog but a pair of paniiieis, and those^badly ; 
)f, on the contrarv, it is an active well-bred one, 1 say, 
I have no intuitive faculty of discerning strength , get 
np and try ’’ and this is the only sure way of testing a 
horse’s powers 

I am never (among my various follies) so arrogant or 
BO weak as to expect any one to be guided by my opinions, 
unless I can back them by some proofs of their coiTecU 
ness m particulai cases Now I do fearlessly give it as 
an opinion, that, allowing a proper latitude for the appro¬ 
priateness of it, we can never positively ]udge a hoise’s 
powers till we try them, and I shall trouble my Readers 
with more than one proof of this 1 could produce many. 

In a town wheie I lived some four years since, namelj, 
the same where oiu great agricnltuial fiiend was trying 
the dealer’s nag, I observed another heavy weight, but 
comparatively a feather., tor he was not more than about 
i78t I constantly saw him riding a light thorough¬ 
bred looking male, one of that sort that we should say 
had not timber to carry her body it uould be more in 
charactef to siy her body was too big for her legs In 
lact, though, as I ascertained, she was thorough-bred, 
her back, loins, and thighs were equal to 20st, but her 
legs to look at n ere tobacco pipes They reminded roe 
of a beautifully poetic description of two ponies I once 
saw under a print ac the Stag and Hounds on Binfield 
Common, a “ meet” of Her Ma)e8ty’s hounds The 
print possible hangs there still if so, miny, who like 
me on that occasion have met the hounds there, may 
have seen it The ponies were drawing m a phaetou a 
Lady and Gentleman , I forget the costume of either, 
but J conclude it was the Gentleman in a lightish blue 
coat, fully displayed gilt buttons, canary colored panta¬ 
loons, and Hessian boots, the Lady, a crimson riding 
habit, large bouquet, hat and feathers But for the eulogy

in the Isle of Wight, in which theie is not a tree, is not 
the only English elsample still lemaining of the view heie 
taken of this old medning of the word When the soil 
Mas iich, such a tiact of country, so appropiiated, natu¬ 
rally became woodland, and in tins «ay the oritrinal mean¬ 
ing of the word have again become applicaole From 
this ciuse, the forests long appiopnated in Scotland as a 
range for red-deer, may h ive some woods about their 
lowei out-skirts, as that of Bi lemar, and some others , 
but, in general, they are altogether devoid of trees, or 
even bushes, the defences of the stag consisting in the 
wild nature of the ground—its bareness winch allows him 
to see stiange objects at the distance of several miles fr^m 
the spot wheie he and IiTs hinds may be feeding—iiid in 
the strongholds of the steep and loftv mount nns, in the 
seamed parts of winch are found tho^e large hollows slop¬ 
ing outwards, surrounded on these sides hy high and fie- 
quently inaccessible and often shivered precipices, called, 
in deer-stalking language, by their Gaelic name of comes, 
in whioh the deer delight to dwell, and from which they 
issue to hound upwards to the breez;^ ridges of tl^e inonn- 
tains for better outlook, or to follow the rills that issue 
from them downwards to better pasture below He «ho, 
in painting an ideal picture of a Highland forest, theiefoie, 
should select a portion of the noble oak scenery of the 
New Forests, or of Windsor, for his study from nature, 
would commit a most lamentable error 

The forest of Glenartney has, on its north and western 
borders, the high mountains of Stucx-i-chrom, Beiivoir- 
licli, and their associates, rising out of the southern side of 
Locherne The deei have it thus in their power to occupy 
some lofty positions, and the intricacies produced by the 
lower supports of these mountains are such as to give them 
great advantage The forest abounds in streams, having 
rich vegetation on their banks, and its whole suiface is 
naturally good deer pasture In the words of old Donald 
Cameron, Lord Willoughby^s head torester, who has now 
been in Glenartney upwards of forty years, ‘ The nature 
of the ground is good and healthy, mterspeised with heath 
and rasheSi and natural grass, and is beautiful to the eie 
of d travafier*—that is^ to the eye of a travelled who, like 
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Donald, has all his hfe been looking after deer—or to the 
eye of the enthnsia^itic traveller, who loves to look upon 
nature in some of her wildest forms, but for the eje tiiat 
loves the deep repose of nature, beneath the giant limbs of 
oaks, whose thick-set tops, spreading ovei roods of giound 
pioduce an ever enduring shide throughout the whole of 
the grand aisles of that leafy edifice, snppoited by their 
huge and knitted steins, save where atrinsient sunbeam 
may break through some accidental opening abo\e to 
chequer the solemn ground—such a scene as Glenaitney 
would be absolute barrenness 

It bad been announced by Lord Willoughby that Mr 
Campbell, of Monzie, one of the most active deer stalkers 
in fecotl iiid and one who is well acquainted with every 
foot of the foiest of Glenaitnev, shouhl accompany Prince 
Albeit to the foiest, for the put pose of taking him up to a 
deer The prince and Lord VVxlloiighbv set out in in 
open carnage and four for the lodge of Dalclatliick, at six 
o’clock in the morning, attended by his roval higline^s’s 
jager The distance to the lodge is ten miles, and, on 
reaching it at seven o’clock, tliev found Mr Campbell, of 
Mon/ie, and Donald Cameron, faithful to tyyst 

'1 he moment the open cariiige stopped, the prince laid 
his hand o^i its side, iiid vaulted lightly out upon the 
ground Advancing tovi ude> Monzie with the utmo-t 
affability, he said. Mi Campbell, I undeistand vou aie 
to show me the forest, and how to kill a deer^’ Monzie 
replied he had been informed that be was to have that 
honoi He tiustcd tint the prince nould excuse that 
freemasonry ubich nas essential in deei stalking, as it 
was hopeless to attempt to succeed uithout* it, mil tint 
for himself he nas not one of the court, couitly, and would 
require the indulgence of his royal highness The piince 
assured him that he uould place lain‘.elf eiitiiely under his 
guidance, and that he nouid follow it implicitly He then 
put some questions about the weather—asked whether it 
was favourable for the sport, and inquired whether his 
dress, which was a giay Glengarry bonnet, with a sboot- 
iiig-coat and trouoeis ot the same colour, would do for 
deer-stalkiug , and on Monzie assuiing him that it was in 
all respects perfect, he proposed staiting immediately for 
the mountains of the forest, which were seen raising m 
bftge and lofty masses at some miles’ distance towards the

unsteady, and shifted so often during that day, that the 
deer were wilder, and much more difficult to approach, 
than Monzie, oi even old Donald himself, had ever befoie 
seen them But throughout all the vicissitudes of the 
spoit to which the piince was exposed, whilst he was 
quite as eager as any other young deer-stalker, he exhi¬

hags, sinking deep into their black chaos, now unseen, 
and then again appearing, until at length, when he had 
bet 11 iur some time out of sight, the smoke of his rifle 
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curled up from behind a kboIl> its smart crack was heard, 
and although it turned out that the dCet hnd gone off, it 
was afterwards retrieved 

The party then proceeded to the stron-nam-breidhleag, 
or Cranberry Snout Just before reaching It, the piihce 
bred at a deer and broke its leg It has already been said 
that they bad no deer-bonnds with tlrem , but one of the 
under foresters having joined them a little before ibis, 
they left bim to look after and watch the movements of

When the hill-fort of Nunidydroog, in the Madras 
presideucyt was a military station, which it has ceased to 
be for many year«!, its sole attraction consisted in the fund 
of amiisements which its mountains, woods, and plains 
afford^ to the Etist Indian sportsman Tiiere h a con¬ 
stant plenitude of game, from the tusky a ild-hog, larding 
itself with saccharine fat from its sugar-cane banquet, to 
the timid Asiatic hare, so^mucb more dimmutiFe and less 
]atcy than its European namesake^ The lulls abounded in 
partiidges, black and brown, the former so peculiar from 
their screaming attiibutes The leopard ind panther 
occasionally drew hunting parties to attack them in the 
ravines Tjie plains-«tho8e long, dreary savaunahs co 
veied with thick and prickly apeargrass, through which 
the sportsman has liteialiy to uade^ with stockings ofl, or 
booted to the knee, to prevent the unbearable irritation 
occasioned by its bristly awns which slick iii sock and 
stocking excoriating the whole skin,—the plains were rife 
in foxfs for a chase , or for the pedestrian, litres, bus¬ 
tards, and flonkios, lurking mid grey stones, or among the 
scoria of chasmy gravel pits, while quails sprang up at 
every fqotfall Amidst the sboit narrow* valleys that 
disparted the hills might now and then be seen a stretch 
of^Aee/, or marsh, in which, at proper seasons, there was 
no difijculty in coming upon wild duck, teal, and widgeon , 
while the paddy-grounds, or rice-fields, at that period when 
from the process ot irrigation the plants were covered with 
water up to the embryo ear, abounded in delicious snipes 
|o the adjoining inngles the peacock and the porcnpine 
shares the rich solitude with Jess innocent denizens We 
bad certainly no foiests of teak to harbour elephantine 
prey Rumours of tigers were rare, floating about but at 
remote intervals , nor were there bison, elk, or neelglui, 
our woods , but we had all the game 1 ha\e named at 
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our disposal, with ibis one draw<back-—a brooding malaria 
that soon afterwards led to the evacnatioa of the place as 
a mihtarj post ^ 

Nundydroog is, as 1 have said, a strong hiIl>fort in the 
Mysore Hajah’s dominions , sitnated on the very summit 
of a mountain which has been accounted 1700 teet high, 
and inaccessible throughout three fourths of its circumfer¬ 
ence, it ranked as one of the principal strongholds of the 
Mahiattas, &om whom it was taken by Hyder Ah, after a 
tedious blockade of no less than three years , an equal 
number of weeks sufficed to place it m the bands of Uie 
British in 1791, wl*en it was captured by storm after an 
obstinate defence In the year 1817, ours was the only 
battalion cantoned there, and the recurrences I am about 
to relate took place in that season when Madras is at its 
hottest, and winds, finding no dews nor waters to cool 
them, waft airs around that seem like the exhalations of a 
hellted oven It was about the end of March that 1 be- 
cime the prime mover of a jest played off upon a young

CRICKETING AT MADR4S 


TO IHE EDITOR OF THE BENGAL SPORTING MAGAZINE 

Dfar Sir, —I send you a short account and the score 
of a Cricket Match, which came off here on the 20tli 
and 2iNt ultimo, between H M 84th Regiment, now 
quarteied in Fort St George, and eleven gentlemen of 
Madras, which I should feel obliged by your inserting m 
your sporting columns, should you have a spare sheet in 
your next iiuinbei 'Ilu 84)th having won the toss, put 
in their opponents, who went to work m right good 
oarnest, and on the lost wicket being lowered, the score 
amounted to 116 runs The batting of Mr Preiidergast 
and Lt Moidre in this Innings, was highly admired , in 
short, I have rarely seen a finer or a moie slashing hitter 
than the fbrraer gentleman, and in his style reminded me 
a good deal of the once renowned Redgate ” The 
bowling of Sergeant Walstenholme and Private Jenner of 
the 84th was good and steady The 84th then totik the 
bat and continued to play until ^ to 9, when, the sun 
getting rathei powerful, the Umpires by mutual consent 
diew the stumps, the score at that time being 64, 
with four wickets down At 4 o’clock in the afternoon the 
play w IS resumed, and they succeeded m heading their 
adveisaries by 30,—their total amounting to 146, Thp 
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battiiijif of Lieuts Smith iiid Jones ind Privates Jenner, 
Arnold, and Davison, was extremely good, and some splen¬ 
did hits to leg were made by some of them The bowling

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TTTT? meERMUL jungle 
By Verderfr 

Every one who has marched from Ilydrabad to Nagpoor has of 
course cither seen or heard of the Ncermul Jungle In the hot 
weather it is healthy enough, but at other times troops are not 
allowed to pass through it on account of a deadly kmd of fever 
which IS then \ery pievalent I myself marched to Nagpoor a 
few years ago, but had to come round by Ilmgolee, as I moved m 
the month of Di.ccnibcr I heard very glowing accounts, however, 
of this splendid jungle from more persons than one tigers as 
thick as blackberries—tappal runners earned oflP on the shortest 
conceivable notice—bison gracing like village bullocks—no march¬ 
ing by night—awful destruction of horns and tom toirs—and as 
foi spotted deer, sambur &c &c , why a cart load of skins was to 
be procured m about a couple of day v ’ Joking apart, however, it 
was evidently a first rate country for large game, and more6<?r 
possessed one very great advantage in Jbeiug almost totally unex¬ 
plored by the European sportsman It is beyond the reach of 
parties from either HyJrabad or Nagpoor, and is for the most 
part uninhabited This latter circumstance alone deters most peo¬ 
ple irom entering it, foi, “ What’s the use of going where there 
are no supplies to be had is a elencher that I ve often received 
for wishing to go beyond some old beaten track, or dive into 
some comparatively unknown jungle But I was always fond of 
poking into out of-thc-way places, and exploring spots that others 
avoided, and going (as poor Longworth of the 9th used to say) 
“ where no European had evei been before’ ' I knew the va- 
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lue of leave, however, too well to throw away a month in looking 
game , so in March the “ sporting Maty” turned pioneer and 
went in advance, not however to “ ax his way to glory,” but to 
find out the whereabouts of the bison, as they were the animals I 
was most anxious to get at On his return he ga\e a favorable re¬ 
port of the place, and stated that he had seen bison stveral times 
I accordingly made up my mmd to go, and on the *2d of May the 
great Mr Best, and his brother (whom we will designate as 
Tharawaddle, on account of his arduous and impoitant services m 
Burmah) accompanied by your humble servant, made a start of it 
from Hingolee, and rode out to Sewnee on the Paun Gunga This 
place was not our direct road to the Neermul jungle, but Mr 
Best was particularly anxious that the campaign should open in an 
auspicious manner, and as we had intelligence of a tiger at Sewnee, 
we determined on making it our first stage We were doomed, 
however, to be disappointed, and, “ hela ne mam" were the words 
that greeted us as we dismounted at the tents after a hot ride of 
aixteen miles, dunng which, with our usual luck, we of course lost 
the road Nothing remained for it but a stroll with our guns for 
small game in the evening, and then a bathe in the river, which 
just here is very deep We had only one single elephant for our 
tnp—all those m the Nizam’s Commissariat being perpetually in 
the jungle for charu ' This being the case, we were unable to 
borrow any, and ouf^half-tailed female which delights in the title 
of Luchmee, was the only animal we could muster to share our 
fortunes ,—a decided case this of, “ Three in a gig—Pray, which 
•way 18 the fight. Sir Whenever we bathe in this nver, the 
elephant always accompanies us she does to keep off the alli¬ 
gators, and play tncks with On the present occasion we wit¬ 
nessed some aquatic feats of the deepest interest, and the somer¬ 
set of Tharawaddie from Luchmee’s head into the deep water 
below elicited marked, and well-merited, applause Mr Best’s 
celebrated tnck of eadeavounng to get astride of a bheesty’s 
inflated mushuk, displayed an energy and a decision of character 
for which that umversal gemus is so pre-eminently remarkable 
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Ills imitation of a sportive grampus ivas perfection itself, and 
the mode m which he overtook thp elephant in water 15 feet deep, 
and clung on by the stump of her tail, can never be forgotten by 
those who have once had the good fortune to witness it 

3rd —Moved 5 miles up the nver to Ganjapoor, the place of 
all others I would recommend as a sure find for a tiger One 
of the buffaloes .we had picketed for us had been earned off du- 
nng the night, and after breakfast we sallied out to see what 
could be done Tharawaddie and myself were in the howdah, 
and Mr Best took up a position on a tree The tiger was m an 
awkward place to beat—two nullahs rimiung parallel with one 
ano lier, and a high bank between them It was by no means 
extensive, however, but the bushes grew entirely over one of the 
nullahs, and were interlaced with strong creepers to such a de 
gree that the elephant was unable to force a passage Down the 
other one we could beat easily enough After pottering about 
for a considerable time, I got an indistinct view of the tiger lying 
on the bank in the centre with its back towards us, I could only 
distinguish half its body and the tail I fired, and the ball went 
clean through it, not breaking its back, however, as I was in hopes 
it would have done The tiger disappeared over the bank mto 
the other nullah, and we tried for about two hours without being 
able to put it up again As I saw some dry grass growing m one 
or two places, as well as here and there a patch of dead reeds, 1 
ordered the people to set fire to them at one end of the cover, and 
the wind being rather higl^ at the time, they buijpt pretty well 
We crossed over in the elephant and remained on the bank of the 
nullah into which I last saw the tiger go, keeping aliead of the 
fire and watching it as it came down towards us When it had 
burnt about half way through, up got the tiger The brute 
didn’t move until the flames actually touched him or her rather, 
as it proved to be a female l^he was on the bank m the centre, 
but close to the bottom of it, and she jumped mto the nullah, 
but ran back instead of coming towards tbe el^hant as 1 hoped 
she would have dpne I fired as she made off, and fancy tbe Mr 
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cond ball must ha\e struck her, as she quickened her pace 
with a roar and dashed down the nullah and disappeared 
Immediately afterwards she came out of it lower down, and 
made straight for a large dead and leafless tree on which 
an unfortunate \illager was posted As soon as she reached 
it I thought to have seen her standing on her hind legs 
tearing at the trunk with her teeth, or perhaps Iqpking up at the 
man above and snatching the baik off with her daws, or playing 
any other little tricks of that kind which tigi rs now and then de¬ 
light m when smarting from a wound Judge then of my sur¬ 
prise and hoiror when I actually saw her commentt climbing the 
tree* The poor wretch up above screamed out as the distance 
between them became lesser every moment, but his cues only 
served to increase her eveitions, and in a very few seconds she 
was close upon him I was never more astonished in m;^ life, 
expecting of course every moment to see her fall to the ground 
On she went however higher and higher, and at last the poor fel 
low’s leg was in her jaws’ She bit right thiough it above the 
knee—the bone providentially escaping—but immediately lost her 
balance and fell to the eaith* She then cantered back to the 
nullah—^not more than twenty yards off—ran up to a fresh patch 
of jungle, and apparently none the worse for her fall 1 in 
stantly took the elephant up to the tree to assist the wounded 
man, who still held on by the branches and kept his place, but 
he was so very much aljpve me (even when I stood up in the 
howdah) that I was forced to call several of the villageis, who 
immediately climbed up and gently assisted him down He bled 
very much, but we bound bis leg, placed him on my poney, and 
he rode quietly into Gaujapoor, a man on each side supporting 
him 111 the saddle 

Now, allow me for a moment a few words on this most extra¬ 
ordinary feat, for extraordinary 1 doubt not it will appear to your 
tiger-shooting readers It is notorious that a panther can climb 
to the summit of almost any tree it pleases I have seen one 
that would run up trees like a cat, and fetch down in its mouth 
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an antelope s skin as many times as you chose to throw it up 
It would not only climb the trunk of a tree, but would also walk 
alonj^ the branches, and I never once saw it make a mistake or 
fall * Now, the hunting leopard or cheetah (Fehs Jvbafa) 
could not do this on account of its non-retractile claws , but why 
a small, actne, corky, tigress, should be also incapable of per¬ 
forming the same feat I must confess I am at a loss to imagine 
She is gifted with the same claws and superior strength , and in 
shape, make, and action, she bears a dost resemblance to the 
panther Why then should she be incapable of tlimbing a tree 
with equal facility'^ On a former occasion I ga\t an account of a 
si ika ce having been taken off a branch by a tigicss at this ^eiy 
plite, b it then he was only eight feet from the ground, and the 
trunk of the tree was more like a ladder or a staircase tb in any 
thing else Tins ont, howcier, was perpendicular and hard to 
climb, and I know lery well I never could have got half way up 
it Now, leader, the branch on whuh the villager was standing 
was 20 feet 7 i/ic/ie* from the giound* Tins must be so ver^ 
unusual an occurrence, that I am glad I liav e the testimony of 
Mr Best to the truth of it, as well ns that of his biotin r It 
was also witnessed by the “ Spoiling Matv,” thi Mahout, and 
about forty or fifty villagers I nn} as will add that I have since 
had the tre^ cut down and brought into llingolce and it now 
stands upright in my compound with the marks of the tigicss s 
claws plainly visible on the bark It is theiefore ojien, “ for the 
inspection of the curious,’ •as the county jiapers stty in Lngland 
when a robin lays three eggs m a mustard pot * Let me now 
return to the tigress, whieli bad gone on a long way up the nullah, 
and stopped in some cov er ahead of us W e colleeted our scat- 
teied forces, and placed several matchlockmcn m the trees at the 
farther end of it We then beat up towards them, and present 
ly saw her walking slowly along the bottom of a narrow nullah 
She was plastered with mud, as she had hew lying m a shallow 

♦ In some districts I have been as'^ured the panthers are far more destnictive 
than the tigers for at night they climb the machauns with the greatest fad 
litv and carry ofFtlie people who aie watching the grain 
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dirty pool ol water to cool her wounds and quench her thirst 
riiarawaddie hred jiast me from the kuwassy and she was up the 
opposite bank m a moment We went round, and I saw her lying 
under a bush I could only distinguish her head and a very 
small part of her body , nevertheless I was on the point of taking 
an mglorioub “pot’ which I fully expected would have finished 
her when out she came, roaring to the charge * She looked so 
awfully bent on mischiet that the elephant didn’t at all admire it, 
and wheeled suddenly round, hy which ^ of course lost my shot 
On s' e came, however, with phnty of music, the noise ol which 
set Mistress Luchmee off, wlicii Tharawaddie fired and turned the 
tigiess lie thought perhaps of the tollowiiig hues from Prior, 
and hoped to run and kill at the same time 

' So when the Parthiafn turned his steed 
And horn the hostile camj) withdrew, 

With cruel skill the backwaid reed 
He sent, and au ht fled he dew 

The tigress ran back into the jungle again, and we beat till near 
sunset without finding her, and it was evident she had retraced 
her steps to the cover in which we first found her We there 
fore gav e her up for to day, wound up the evening with aquatic 
evolutions of a superioi dcscnption, and the jealousy of Mr Best 
was highly excited when he saw the elephant standing in the 
water go clean head over heels— bum super caput as we say m the 
classics It was certainly an amusmg feat, and it looked so truly 
absurd that we all three laughed most heartily First of all down 
went her hea3. m the mud (for at the*time she was alone, on the 
opposite side where there were no stones), then over rolled he 
back, and at the same time up went her two hind legs winch 
stuck upright m the air for some seconds like a couple of black 
posts, and then fell forward with a “ flop” and disappeared—a 
most ndicuious sight 

4th —After breakfast Mr Best and Tharawaddie went out to 
look for the tigress, and I remained behind They returned in 
about three hours bringing her on the elephant with them They 
found her in the place we started her from yesterday, and Mr 
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IB put a ball through one of her thighs She went but a ver} 
short distance, and when he next saw her she was lying down 
with her head between her paws watching the elephant He 
fired, and put a ball through her brain and finished her She 
had two wounds in her, which she received yesterday—one 
through the body (my first shot at her) and the other through 
the fleshy part*of one of her fore legs , the latter wound was 
already festering, and was probably a present from the deadly 
bore of Tharawaddie Out in the eieniug for small game, and 
bagged a few peafowl and a brace of hares 

5th —Marched 10 miles to Baplee, and G more m the evening 
to Tulnee Nothing to be done at this place, which is m an open 
country There are three or four tanks here, but with the cxcep 
tion of one of them, they were all dry We saw nothing but a 
solitary teal and some attenuated spoonbills—I shot the former 
Just as we had sat down to dmiier the most awful dust storm ’ 
came on I think I ever saw For some moments it was almost 
impossible to open one s eyes, and when we could see, we found 
the table cloth, dishes, &c one mass of black dust ’ Our heads, 
ears, and necks were m a most cliarming state of grittniess, and 
we very philosophically went without our dinner, and amused 
ourselves with writing our names on the table cloth Mr Best s 
animated sketch of a chaigiug tiger, drawn with his tore finger 
on the bottom of a soup plate, was much, and deservedly, admii- 
ed We had enough black pepper and to6th powder to last us 
for many a day • • 

6th —Marched 12 miles to Oomerkair On our way I floored 
a couple of black bucks Oomerkair is a large town m the per- 
gu inah of the same name, and is to be found in every map, 
which by the bye Hmgolee is not Messrs P'lrbu^ 3 ^ Allen and 
Co are evidently not aware of the important characters to be 
found here, or they would certainly not be guilty of so gross an 
omission—the head quarters of a Division too ’ They might 
as well leave out Calcutta ’ The cholera was ragmg in Oomerkair 
when we amved and the corpse of a Jemadar of some of the 
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Irregular Horse from Hydrabad, was carried close past our tents 
as we \sert sitting down to breakfast—a grand incentive to one’s 
appetite this' 

7th —Moved on this morning 11 miles to Dhanky Here 
too the cholera was carrying off the people at a fnghtful rate , 
in fact, it was all ovei this part of the country, and the villagers 
were dying like sheep in all directions We had some capital fuii 
with a bear on the niaicli I say “ capital fun,’ though I was 
never so nearly shot in all my life It happened thus Just 
before sumiscas wt were riding along the road I saw, along way 
oft, a black object moving slowly towards us, which I knew at 
once uas a btar He was coming from our right, and oii our left 
was a range of steep stony hills for which of course he was mak¬ 
ing Mr Best, 1 haravv addiP, and three or fo ir amateui shika¬ 
rees in thi shape of sepoys we had with us, ran along the road 
and posted themselves ncai some ptass bushes on the line he was 
taking I rode off, got behind the bear, and drove him towards 
them He cantered gently on straight for the bushes, and when 
he reached them he pulled up evidently alarmed I was close 
behind and could have had a beautiful shot at him, hut was afraid 
to fire as he was between the sepoys and myself I called out to 
them not to shoot me if they could help it, and as I spoke, the 
bear ran on The moment he was clear of the bushes he found 
himself within a few paces of the men This sent him on his 
hind legs, and his iSellowing made the Jacks blaze away with 
their eyes Shut without any aim vtliatever Two halls whuzed 
close past me, one of them m particular most unpleasantly near 
Bruin’s blood was now up, and he made aftei one of the fellows in 
a moment It was evident, however, this gent hadn’t been in the 
Light Company for nothing The “ 41arm” had sounded, and 
down went his musket and away he ran The bear did nt pursue 
him far, but seeing the coast clear he went straight on. Mi Best 
doing a little ball practice on him from the back of his two pago¬ 
da chesnut tattoo He had’nt run above forty yards or so when 
his pace was reduced to a walk, and he pulled up under the first 
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In <an< to I dibuiounteil and hrcd baircU at liim, 
A\lieii he inovt I slowh out on the other side, but in such a sleepy 
tortoisi like iriaimcr tint it was easy to see he was’iit a nglar 
ihishnan ^ I mounled ai;am, and went afier him with a single 
gun one of my people had which happtm d to be loaded with 
No () shot I almost touthed him with the muzzle of the gun 
and I bhw xn hole in his side which rolled him over, when 
i poki from tliL litth Amxchellum put him out ot his miserj 
Oil ivamii ition mvc found the poor bruti had only one c} e ’ I 
had got the blind side ol^ him evidently He was also very old, 
and sixeril paits ot him xvtri turning grey, especially just above 
his loit paws h lettbtoonere iirv much broken, and some 
ol them win quitt worn awa> We left a couple of men to get 
a cart and bring him on xid we mounted our horses and rode 
tow uus Dhankx When withm a short distance of it I stopped 
tor a lew moimnts m a beautiful tope where several people from 
1 xillagi close at hand were drawing water liom a large stone 
bowl} As usual I pulled up and asked the old question \i7 
it there wire any tigers in the neighborhood, and when the last 
cow or buftaloe had been kilk d 

' Oh, there were no tigers heic how could then be ^ not a 
drop of watc i m au> of the nullahs 

“Well, was there no tiger anywhere else 

“No_not nearir than Wurronah or Kailah—there was that 

tiger 

‘ That tiger’ why what do you meaii^ Is there any thing 
wonderful about him 

What, haven’t you heard People have been carried off for 
the last two months ' 

‘ The deuce they have ’ How far is Karlah ^ 

‘ Panch Ko^s 

Do they know all about it at Dhanky f 

‘Knowtl’ Wh> ev"r\ bid) knows it the people arc de 

serting tin villages 
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It’ 3 not a tiger”—said an old Ghoosein, whose hut and flag 
were within a few yards of the well—“ so it’s no use your trying 
to ‘^hot it “We Ghooseins made it—a man turned into a tiger 
It has escaped for so long, how art you to kill it now f What can 
youi goleea do against it 

“ Why, rr see by and by,” said I, riding off, leaving the old 
sinner grinning mcrcdulouslj at me, as much as to say, “ only 
try and shoot that tiger, and I flatter myself j ou 11 find you v e 
‘ caught a Tartar,* Master FeniightL 

Dhanky is the last v ilHge at which supplies and gram can be 
procured in the direction of the Neermul Jungle, so that our ser 
vants were busy all day, laying in a stock of wlieat, chenna, &c 
which was to last us for several daj s 

On enquiring about the “ Samee tigtr ’ (as the Sporting Matj 
designated it) we were told that he was in a ceitaiii nullah, ten 
miles distant, where he had been for many months, and that thcie 
he was sure of remaining till the commencement of the nms 
He roamed np and down this nullah, confining his boat to a spacf 
of two or three miles, and visited every now and then three oi 
four villages in the vicinity, at one time carr} mg off a person 
from one, and the next day perhaps from another, in quite an 
opposite direction No one, however, had been killed vciy lately, 
as the people had deserted two of the villages which were nearest 
to the nullah, and the others entirely avoided it, sindingalso then 

cattle to graze in a different place altogether 

• • 

Under all the circumstances of the case we thought we might 
safely leave this tiger “/or future adjustment'^ as your Calcutta 
Gazette says of the Ensigns’ commissions , so we resolved to 
push on at once m the Neermul Jungle, and pay him a visit on 
oui return 

All three out in the afternoon when we killed a few head of 
small game Mr Best also bagged a goat antelope—alias, chikara 
_alias, ravine deer—alias, about half a dozen other names 

8th —^We had ram nearly the whole night A tiger killed i 
laigt female buffalo in a field of low sugar cane adjoining me 
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village He had eaten very near’ly a ihird of the carcas^, and 
from the size of his footmarks must. liaTe been a fine tiger I 
should say The villagers didn’t know where we could heat with 
any chance of tindmg him, as tl lere was no hkely cover within 
two miles of the place We sadi y wanted a decent hand at pvg 
gmg —nothing would have saved the tiger then, especially after 
the ram that fliad fallen 

In the t veiling we made a short march of 5 miles, and pitched 
m the jungle on the banks of a small stream, near the ruined 
walls of a village which once gloried in the euphonious title of 
Tummurnndurrah ’ 

We took a stroll close to camp just before sunset, and came 
all at once on the hah eaten remains of an unfortunate neel-gae 

9th —Marched 9 miles through the jungle to Diggree This 
1 illage IS on the banks of our old fnend the Payn Gunga, and 
IS merely a collection of a few huts inhabited by Ghonds These 
men were to be our guides through the jungle, and their head 
man was a plain likeness of a monkey We moved on 4 miles 
m the evening, and pitched near the river Nothing m front of 
us now but one vast evpanse of jungle, and not a human being 
to be met with for thirty or foity miles wood and water m 
abundance We saw several herds of spotted deer on the road, 
but by the advice of the Ghonds didn’t fire at them, as they 
weie afraid the report of our guns would alarm the bison whose 
haunts we were now approaching 

10th —Moved on 5 nflles deeper into the jungle, the Ghonds 
having gone on in advance before daylight to endeavour to mark 
down some bison for us One or two of them remained with us 
as guides, or we should soon have lost ourselves, as there are no 
roads here The spotted deer are more plentiful about here tbat^ 
m any other place I know of I never saw such large herds of 
them before We saw so many, and some of them so very close, 
that at last we determined to try and bring down one of the huge 
bucks whose ponderous horns looked very tempting indeed We 
jiad fired a shot or two, with very little success, however, and were 
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iiotU pursnmf; *1 largo htrdol ill s/ts. win n on( f»f m poiip’ 
who had icioTiipanied the Ghonds vcn <tiih m the rnorninw^ 
ranio running up out ot breath tfliing uS that thcA had inirkrd 
down a solitary bull bison in a patch of high reeds not v on tliaii 
half a mile oif^ Our spare guns weie t uetulh lo'dcd lud aw i\ 
we went as quietly as possible Mi Best h iding tin w iv iin od 
with a jLiieiiile si\ pounder in the shape of an uiornious dm k 
gun with a iifle sight attached—a most munkious weapon indc ii 
We found the Ghonds watching tlu plate which was sirapK i 
patch of reeds in the form cf i wtccgc on the h vnlv ot a biord 
and wet nullah Our ariangenients were soon made the stpo^" 
flanked the side next the nullah —Ihaiawaddic si itioned hti sih 
up a tree at the peaked end of it—1 m the eentie at the foot ofu, 
tree about twenty yards fiom the reeds, aud Mi Best some wav 
off to my left up a tree, not icr} fai from the bioad end of the 
patch The Ghonds were bejond him, and weic to endemoiu 
to diivc the bison down towards us At a gi en sigi al when we 
were all read>, tluy commenced shouting aud ^tiling in grand 
style, but nothing stiricd Ihey heat the leeds with thtir sticks 
advanced a little way into them wheie llicic liippened to he one 
or two large trees growing, hammeied iv\a\ at their trunks, and 
made the most diabolical noises imaginable but all to no pur 
pose, foi with the exception of «heu own yelling, all was silent 
as the grave They were of toiiise all aid to advance farlhei 
neither did we wish them to do so, as the leeds were mer then 
heads, and these solitary bulls aie not always to be trifled with 
I must confess I thought the Ghonds weie at fault, and that the 
bison had stolen away unpen cived hcfoic wc came up The\ 
were positive, however, as to his being thcie, anrl sure enough tlic\ 
at last put hmi up As they heaid Inm stall in front of them 
they redoubled their shouting to let us know lie was on feof and 
immediately afterwards the booming of the six pounder nidiratccl 
he was passing in fiont of Mi Best Presently I heard the leitls 
trashing to my left, and out mslied tin huge lirute maddeiitd 
with pain fiom a ghastly wound m Ins light side He ktjif tlost 
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(o th( L(lj 2 :t oj he Iff (lb and |)abb((i iielit aii /ifi t < f n t oin (1 
til gn ulest siglits 1 (Tfr swv I fiicd both b dl& of a dof bii

Tool ilni iwaddif hid the consolation ot ^etiiig him walk undir 
hi^ vtn nosf (so lame th it he could scaieelt' get along) ind was 
foufd to content himself wntli looking at him, is he had left his 
powTlcr fl is^ bf In id and was unable to if lo id J he hisf ii, when 
mthciffds Wtis ohhgfd teen now and then to sto]), and wf 
(Oiild hen him breathing \ct\ liaid indfed \\( all thuf saw 
dn eeti> that he would nt\tr Ine to tome out again so wi went to 
the side when the sopo\ s weie and one of them h\ ehmbing a 
high tret could distmgiiisli his black hidi thiongli the iff els 
We told him to hie md he did so anti shoith after the nohh 
hiute fell to tlu £j;iouud It was sometmu howeicr betou wi 
tould approach him, as lu made tlu most vioknt effoils to got 
upwheneierhe siw ns comtng near him, and on onh oi two ot 
fusions lu so ncirl> sutueded that wc wtie foieed to an igno 
mmious fliglit At length Mr Best volimteeif d to put him out 
of his miser-v hi shooting him thiough the sjnne but I giicae to 
repoit tint the spine of tins hisoii must have been a paiticulaily 
callous one, as aftoi each bill that went into it he seemed as live 
Iv as iver' It was i hno surbt to see Ins (^c glajrmg at ns is 
pfCialK when wt tom lied limi with oui toot oi laid hold ot his 
hoins Imui sxw lagi iuok sfrongK elepiitid m nn Ide and 
li^lu roiiA/Imt b ui ’•ot up iLiiii I II ill\ bilitif lu would hnie 
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knocked some of us into the middle of ne\t\veek The skin on 
his neck was so excessively thick, that our shikar knives made 
but ^ery little impression on it, but aided by a spear, we at 
last managed to pierce his wind-pipe, and he shortly afterwards 
gaie up the ghost Mr Best and Tharawaddie carefully took 
his dimensions, while I noted them down with pen and ink, which 
I immediately sent for from the tents, which were not a quarter 
of a mile off He was a i cry old animal, and had lost almost all 
his front teeth the Ghonds said he was about twenty We had 
him skinned and cut up where he lay, as there was no mo^^ng 
such a mountain of flesh as this We tried some of the beef in 
the ening at dinner, but it was much too strong to be called 
good, and was moreover as tough as a latket shoe The heart 
was palatable enough, and of very large size 

11th —Moved on 3 mdes deeper into the jungle tins morning, 
and pitched at a place called Bellorah, where m former days, there 
was once a small village We saw plenty of spotted deei on the road, 
and Mr Best broke the hind leg of one of them, but could’nt 
succeed m getting it We marched purposely ahead of our traps, 
in order that our people might nt fiighten every thing awav, and 
when we reached Bellorah, we waited till they came up undei the 
shade of a fine banian tree, which was growing theie Ftehng 
rather thirsty, I dispatched a boy I had with me, with Mr Best’s 
tumbler, (to wit, a powder canister with the top knocked off) to 
get some water from the nver which was close at hand He was 
returning towards us, and not more than eighty yards off, when I 
saw a solitary male bison coming down from the opjiosite dircc 
tion m a canter towards him' The animal at first did not per 
ceive him, but the moment he caught sight of him, he altered his 
course, and quickening his pace, charged slap at him I shouted 
out as loud as I could, and the boy ran his very fastest towards 
us On seeing us, and hearing the noise, the bison turned off 
again , but in the meantime there was a general rush for our 
rifles Mr Best in the scramble seized an empty double gun of 
mine, and pulled both bayieh at him ’ 1 had two shots with my 
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iiflc, but it was then too late, as he was making oif at best pate 
through some high grass near tne village Had the boy been 
alone, the brute would most certainly have killed him, as the noise 
we made, and his seeing all at once, six or seven of us, turned him 
off We were wondering wliere the bison could haie come from 
so late ill the morning, and what could have made him m such a 
desperate hurry, wlien a Ghond and one of our shikaries made 
their appearance in the quarter from whence I saw him running 
They had been on his Jrail e\er since daylight, cndeaiounng to 
mark him down, but he must ha\c caught sight of them I fancy, 
IS he was evidently alarmed We had observed a very extensive 
patch of reeds m the direction he had taken, and as it was then 
10 o’clock, and the sun was exceedingly pow'erful, we had an idea 
that he would probably remain there , we accorchngly sent the 
Ghond and shikaree to see whether he had done so or not 
They returned m less than an hour, and reported that he was 
there, as well as a second one, which had come from another 
side lhanks to a slight shower, their tracks were plainly dis 
cernibk, and the old Ghond was in high glee, and imagined they 
were already converted into beet When our people were all 
(ollected, we sallied out to the attack, taking the elephant with a 
pad on her, thinking she would be useful to beat the reeds The 
place was more extensive than the cover of yesterday, but was 
bounded on three sides by water, forming iii fact a v ery fair na¬ 
tural trap It was on the bank of the Payn Gunga, into which 
lan a nullah, whose windings flanked two sides of it We post¬ 
ed ourselves on trees commanding the open side, while the se¬ 
poys stationed themselves on the opposite bank of the nullah, 
near those places, where the water was shallowest, and where the 
bison would have had to cross m the event of their breaking m 
that direction The elephant went to the further end and com¬ 
menced beating through the reeds towards us All at once we 
heard a grand rush, followed by a loud trumpeting, and the ma¬ 
hout called out, that one of the bison was close to him, clmrging 
the elephant whenever she went near him He tned again and

fired from the distance of six md seven yards > lie scorned to 

turn back, howpvei, but pushed gallantly on, gamed the bank 
and then, of eourse, there was a geneial scud for it, and ‘ Aawwe 
qm pevt was the order of the day A sepoy fired just as he 
ascended the bank, and the bison was after him like hgbtmng 
He threw away his musket, and made for the nearest tree 
with the bison close at his heels Fortunately the tree was one of 
the easiest to climb I ever saw, having large branches coming out 
of the trunk, but a very few feet from the ground Just as the 
man had sprung on the * lowest and stoutest of these, the horn of 
the wounded* brute drove deep mt^ the bark, and ploughed a 
furrow upwards of half way round it nearly an inch m depth 
It was a last expiring effort, for he staggered off about thirty 
or forty yards, when he fell to the ground, and a shot through 
his head finished him 

“ Voilk la pi 6 ce finie, allons souper as Megret said at Fredc- 
nckshall so we descended from our trees, and toddled homi 

_not however till we had taken accurate measurements 

of both the bisons Ihe first was an enormous ont, and was 
still alive when wi forced our wav through the reeds to look at 
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him He struggled hard on seeing us, and at last rolled down 
the edge of a nullah, near the bank of which he had fallen 
Here Tharawaddie terminated his sufferings, by putting a ball 
through his brain Ihe other one was much smaller, and his 
horns were as sharp as needles, while those of the other two 
were \ery much rounded at the tips, jagged, broken, and worn 
away The Ghonds computed his age at 8 years only, while 
the other one they said was nearer eighteen It is certainly a 
very long time before theSe animals attain their lull growth I 
subjoin a table of the dimensions of the three we killed, thinking 
it may, perhaps, prove acceptable to many of your readers No 
1, is the quarry of yesterday, and No 3 the small one of to-day

peared The length of ** Girth behind shoulder” is smaller I 


suspect in the month of May than at any other time of the year, 
the grass (on which they principally subsist) being for the most 
part burnt up, or in so dry a state that there is but httle nourish¬ 
ment in it 

12th —AU three of us out early this mommg for spotted deer 
Tharawaddie broke the hind leg of a noble buck, but did'nt site- 
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teed lu bagging him I killed a doe We found several herds 
of them, but were ^ery unlucky, or, if I say we shot badly, I 
shall perhaps be nearer the mark 

Mr Best wandered off m pursuit of a herd which led hiin a 
long dance into some thick and suspicious looking jungle on the 
side of a hill He had nearly reached the middle of it, with the 
deer not \ery far ahead of him, when all at once one of them be¬ 
gan to call ^ erj loud and quick indeed, and at the same moment 
a large blatk-faced monkey,’*' which was on a tree overlooking the 
spot where they were, commenced shaking the branches, looking 
down and chattermg at some object, which he was evidently 
afraid of, btlow Presently, the herd came rushiug past Mr Best, 
and swept down the hill bark again at full speed I doubt not 
they haul fallen in with a tiger, and as Mr B would have had 
but little chance with him m cover like that, he returned to the 
tents We did not all get back till very late—sun awfully hot 
Wound up with a bathe in the nver in the evening, and nearly 
broke some of our shins up against sunken rocks for our pains 
13th —I started alone very early this morning and ascended a 
range of hills which runs close to Belloorah There is table land 
on the top, but it is very stony, and here and there are to be 
found long grass and trees Bison tracks were very numerous, 
but ah of them many months old, and made during the rains As 
soon as the young grass springs up they ascend the hills, but in 
the hot weather are always to be found below I saw se\eral 
sambur out feeding, but could not manage to get a shot at them 
they were over the brow of the hill directly I attempted to ap¬ 
proach, and were soon lost in the steep korrahs below 

I didn’t get back to the tents to breakfast tdl past 10, and at 
4 Mr Best and Tharawaddie left me on their return to Hmgo- 
lee, the former having to wend his weary way to Hydra- 
bad, and the latter to renew his acquaintance with the classic 
purlieus of Palaveram Ye Gods, what cruelty ’ forced to leave 

^ Semnopithtcwfi 'Edtclltis—very rdmtnon indeed in this part of the Nizam’s 
country , in fart the only monkey we have hereabouts 
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so lovely a spot as the Neermul Jungle, for a place but two de 
grees better than Vepery to pursue the wary dove instead o f 
the lordly bison—to shoot the Lusign telling kite instead of the 
brindled monaich of the forest ^ Ye shades of speared pariahs, 
departed bloodsuckers, and Aiw^-besmeared jackalls, has it indeed 
come to this ' The Killarney Echo replies, “ It has, and no 
mistake” ^ Mr Best and I live in hopes that we may one day 
renew our acquaintance with this splendid jungle, and, associated 
with so good a sportsman, I have no doubt our bag would prove 
a heavy one 

No sooner had my two fiiends left me than I made an onward 
movement of 4 miles, and pitched at a ruined village called Kur 
bee , four small crumbling mud walls are all that remain of i(, 
and in another j-ear oi two they will have entirely disappeared 
Here I was joined bj two of the Ghonds, who had gone on m 
advance yesterday to explore They reported that they had 
eome on innumerable tracks of bison, very fiesh indeed, at a 
place 6 miles off, and that as they were examining them, two 
bulls had made their appearance, charged them, and dnven them 
up trees ’ These were the only ones they saw, but they had 
no doubt a very large herd was m the neighbourhood, as the 
footmarks weie so numerous and of all sizes 

They had had quite enough exploring, however, for one daj, 
and as soon as the bison moved off, they descended irom the 
trees, and joined me as soon as possible . 

14th—At daylight this ^morning, I was on m\ wav to the 
place, some Ghonds having gone on m the dark so as to arrive 
theie about a couple of hours before me One of my shikarees 
who had accompanied them, met me a short distance on this side 
of it, and reported that a herd of no less than tw‘enty-one bison 
were grazing within half a mile of us, and that the ghonds were 
watching them from the top of a large tree ’ He said there were 
two bulls among them, (no doubt the same ones of yesterdaj,) 
and the remainder were all cows and calves of various sizes I 
thought It best to go after them at once, so we pushed on for the 
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spot, but on our amTal we found the ghonds had decamped, 
and that all the cows and calves had disappeared The two bulls, 
however, remained behind, and I fortunately caught sight of them 
lymg down about 300 yards off The country here was exces¬ 
sively beautiful—the ground undulating with gentle slopes, dot¬ 
ted here and there with trees, which gave it a very “ park like 
appearance” as the grandiloquent George Robins says when 
describing a small lawn twenty feet square graced by the presence 
of two dusty poplars ^ 

Some way to the left of the bison ran a large nullah, and as 
the cover on its banks was heavy, I thought they would probably 
make for it as soon as they were disturbed I accordingly went 
a long way round, crept quietly down it, and posted mj self in 
the part which was nearest them The sporting Maty, in the 
meantime, went with one or two others on the further side of 
them, and then advanced m an extended hne so as to drive them 
down towards me In the meantime, however, a rascally sepoy 
spoilt all he made for a tree almost between the bison and my¬ 
self, and the noise he made m climbing up it, started both of 
them, and they got up and began walking quietly away in the 
very direction the beaters were coming The parties soon met, 
and there was a general rush for trees The bison stopped, and 
after a short pause one of them came on, and then stood within 
thirty yards of a plaas tree on which were the Maty, a Ghond, 
and one of my shikarees A brass ball of eleven to the pound 
, caused the hela (as the ghonds here call a male bison) to sheer 
off, and away he went a long way dff to my left, and the other 
one with him I got my horse as soon as I could, and, accompa¬ 
nied by three of my own people and a Ghond, I made for the di¬ 
rection I saw the bison disappear in, found their tracks, and fol¬ 
lowed them up as qmckly as possible One had made a cruel 
stumble, and must have fallen almost on his nose it was caused, 
however, by his having put his foot in a hole and not by the 
severity of bis wound, for one drop of blood on a small stone was 
all I could discover 1 went on and on till I was quite tired of 
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it, fell in with sambur twice, but wouldn’t fire, and at last I de¬ 
termined to gne it up The tracks, however, turning somewhat 
towards home, I thought I might as well follow them a little 
further, and I traced them to the commencement of a broad and 
straggling sind-bund Here one of the bison w as lying under tl e 
shelter of a large clump of bushes ’ He rose before an> of us 
could see him, and when we were about sixty yards off He trot¬ 
ted straight on, dived with his head down under some trees of the 
same kind whith were close ahead of him, and was out of sight 
in a moment The Ghonds seem to have a great dread of these 
males, and no sooner did the bison show himself in front of us, 
than down went mv leathern ckagul of water, and my monkey¬ 
faced friend was up a tree in no time IIis agility would have 
put many a squirrel to the blush I jumped off my horse, seized 
mv gun, had a pull at the retiring stem of the brute, but in all 
probability I missed him, as I had only a mojnentary glimpse of 
him, and was a little too late Some time after this, when on my 
way home, I saw him an immense distance off, and he really seem 
ed more like an elephant than anything else he had crossed over 
a very tolerable mcidan, and he finally made for some heavy jun¬ 
gle and disappeared Did nt reach the tents till sunset, rather 
** frappS dehout” as the panting young lady said to the French 
dancing-master The Ghonds who had followed the herd ever 
since morning, had endeavoured, though unsuccessfully, to mark 
them down They had watched them for many miles, but they 
had taken the alarm and moved off to a distant part of the 
jungle • • 

15th —My friends, the Ghonds, were as usual on the alert this 
morning at daybreak, and shortly after sunrise, intimation was 
brought me that a solitary bull had been marked down iii some 
reeds on the bank of the nver, not so much as a mile from where 
1 was pitched I was off in about ten minutes, taking the ele¬ 
phant with me to beat The place was close to Kunnote, former 
ly the chief town ol the pergunnah of the same name, but 
now a heap of rums, and not a human being to be found within. 
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miles and miles of it I know not what led to the depopulation 
of this part of the country, but the people say that bands of 
armed plunderers used every now and then to \isit it, loot the 
Tillages, and sweep off the whole ot the cattle In many places 
it must have been highly cultivated the boundaries of the fields 
ire still distmctly Msible, and the soil appears remarkably good 
You will find Kunnote m most maps it hes to the left of the 
high road from Ilydrabad to Nagpoor, and is about an equal dis¬ 
tance from each It is suirounded now with ^cgctatlon and jun 
gle, the bison undisturbed roam at will over the ci umbling interior 
of the fort, and long reeds, usurping the place of the wavmg 
joowaree, give it an air of desolation which (whate\eritmay be to 
others) is far fiom disagreeable to the e^e of a Sportsman One 
can t exactly say, 

“ Siges est ubi Troja fiut, 

but for begps lead llurroo, and it will do pretty well Commend 
me to sport befoie cultivation, say I One has often to abuse the 
latter, as the huntsman did the “ d—d stinking violets” when 
his hounds threw up the scent’ Janwurs befoic joowaree any 
day in the week, and who wouldn’t piefer sambur to sugar¬ 
cane, cheetahs to cholum,* tigers to turnips, or bison to brm- 
jalls'^ 

Just on the other side of Kmmote we came on a large herd of 
spotted deer lying in the open under the shade of some fine trees , 
and for the moment I could scarcely help fancying them fallow 
deer in one of the parks at home The sepoys were particularly 
anxious for a little ball-practice on them, but, we were much too 
near the bison to think of it for a moment Behind a clump of 
rocks shaded by a large tree, wc found several Ghonds watching 
the reeds, which were not more than eighty yards off The 
elephant was sent to one end of them, and I was recom¬ 
mended to post myself on a tree which grew some ten or 
twelve paces inside the reeds It was very near the spot

where the hibon was said to be, and I told the old Ghond jiutel 
that in all probability I should disturb the animal as I made my 
way to ray post, for it is impossible to pass through reeds an«l 
over dry leaves and sticks quite as silently as a snake ’ The old 
ftllow insisted, however, on my going there, and at the same time 
g ivc a peculiar grin which rather plainly intimated that he fan¬ 
cied I didn’t half like it This was enough I shouldered mv 
nfle, and away I v> tnt I reached the reeds, and was makmg my 
n ay towards the tree as quietly and as cautiously as I could, 
when all at once I heard a rush close in front of me, and by the 
noise that accompanied it I knew the bison had started I 
thought at first he was coming at me, but he went off in the other 
direction, crossed the river (which was here fordable) and disap¬ 
peared I was up the tree in a moment, hoping I might be able 
to see him o\erthe reeds, but he was out of sight In the mean 
time the sporting Maty on the pad had gone to the other end, 
and was now beating down towards me Presently I heard lum 
lire, and immediately afterwards saw the elephant makmg for the 
open out she came, and not twenty yards behind her was a 
wounded bull' He made after her at a trot—tail on end—a noble 
sTght, and although she was going at a very respectable pace in¬ 
deed, he was soon up with her Although lus nose was certainly 
within a few inches of her tail, he did’nt gore her with his horns 
as I was afraid every moment he would have done, but pulled up 
and stared at her for some time, quite lost'm amazement at seeing 
in his native jungles a bigger brute than himself *As he stood 
gazing at her m the open, a sepoy who was on a solitary plass 
not forty yards off, fired, and put a ball behind his shoulder I 
thought at first he had missed him, but directly after, 1 observed 
him sta^r, then sink upon his knees, and roll over on his side 
Here he, 

“ While death’s strong pangs distend his labouring side, 

His bulk enormous on the Held displays , 

His heaving heart beats thick, as ebbmg life decays ” 

He was dead before I could get up to him 1 didn’t take his 

dimensions, but should say he was the third m size of the four 
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that had fallen up to this date A matchlock ball of about 
thirty to the pound was found sticking under the skin of his 
neck, the nigger who fired it might as well have tried a pea¬ 
shooter while he was about it 

On our way home, beat for spotted deer on foot One of the 
sepoys killed a doe I broke the fore-leg of a buck as he was 
crossing me at speed, then mounted my horse, and rode him, as 
the ground was pretty open I was so close to him once or 
twice tliat I could easily ha\e finished him if I had had a spear 
As it was, I put a second ball into him, and twice he was forced 
to he down in front of me no sooner, however, did he see me dis¬ 
mount to ipproach him than he got up and made off, and I 
finally lost him in some long grass on the banks of a wet nullah 
I gave him up for to-day, but looked upon him as \eiiison ne¬ 
vertheless , for I saw by the way he ran that it would soon be all 
over with him, and that the moment I left off pursuing him he 
would he down, and there remain till he died 

16th —liemamed qmet in the tent till about 10 o’clock to see 
if the Ghonds had. succeeded m marking down any more bison 
Finding, however, they had not, I went after the spotted deer We 
soon came o i his carcass A panther had killed him m the 
night close to where 1 last saw him, and had eaten away one of 
bis hind quarters 1 also bagged another buck, and likewise a 
full grown doe the latt&r when crossmg me at full speed up¬ 
wards of one hundred yards off « 

17th —Did something m the Popjoy way this-moming, and 
fished in a clear nullah, which even at this time of the year was 
nmmng, and but a short distance from my tent Palled up two 
or three diminutive specimens of itchthyology, which from their 
size, must have been very closely allied to the tittlebat family * 

In the evening made a retrograde movement, and pitched at a 
place called Takree two miles off, to the great dehght of servants, 
coohes, Ac, who for some days past have been luxunatmg on 
quarter rations and jungle fruits, the flavour of which has been

m Aar ions dneitions not affoidnig suthcicnt com foi stalking 
Wt were eonsideimg win/ Aias best to be done, and I had just ^ 
made up my mmd, that tin mo'^t prudent plan wag to wait pati¬ 
ently till they moved off to mothei spot, and lay down for tin 
daj, when a Ghond came and lutormed ng they had takan the 
alarm and bolted over the tahle-land, down the eppoilite aule of 
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ihe hill, and were making across the jungle below for n second 
TWge ol*hills three or four miles distant 
We all went to the edge, at tlie jilaOe they had gone down, 
hut they were already out of sight One laige bull how vcric 
mamed m the rear, and followed slowlv in the direct ion the hr^d 
had taken E^^oiv now and then he stopped to hsttu, and oota 
Sitmally looked hack to sec whether he was being pui ml W c 
mo'ied down the hill as fast as we could, an 1 were altn hir di 
rectly though as soon is \i t reached* tin low f un 1, w i oi

land aho'te I sent two of the sepojs lound imincdiUdy 
to ascend the hill and guaid the i iiiuc, foi if the bison wcit still 
helow I felt certain that when drnen up, that was the load they 
would take 1 then dispatched a coupk of Ghonds to sei whe 
thei they had gone ovoi ot not, and (hey ictiirrud m ahont half 
an horn, and uported that thei had done so the whoh luid as 
well as the bull that brpught up the rear I now niadt for lu) 
tents which weic a long way liehmd us, as I (onsidtrcd it useless 
following thorn any mou, and wc wtie all of us pi city well knock 
trl up The heat was intense and one or two of the people were 
railing loudly for water, so we made foi a nullah with a sandy 
bed to it and in a bpot the Glionds pointed oiif, aftei digging 
down a little way, a foleriblc supply wis specdil} obtai icd \Vt 
thin pushed ou for the tents, which we didu t rcath, howeier, till 
pen sunset, as the Ghonds lost their waj, and were forced (vciy 
now aid then tDchmh tip higll trees to sec m which direction our 
cmamjuneat hy "VTc'^assed soipe beautiftil paUlics of reeds on 
the banks of the Payn and some animal had lately killed 
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an unfortunate lungoory which a few adjutants wern disposing of 
with rather piomising appetites When we reached the tents, we 
found that the two sepoys whotn I had sent up the hiU to guard 
th*wooded raimc had not yet am\ed * Just as it was dark, how- 
e\ Cl, and 1 liad^inadc up my mmd to fire a shot or two for them 
to hiai lu Uuy came, both of them qmte done up Judge of 
iiy di^^ust Avlu a they told me the whole herd had rushed up the 
1 nine, jn jocd tlos( m fiont of them, and gone osier the table 
laud beyond* 'lluy both fired into the midst of them, a full 
)L,rowa cow fti* iiuJ mot her, the j -lud, went off badly wounded 
1 his \y lutanly annoMiig, and I had been out the whole day 
fioiTi suunsi till siiisct without filing a snigle shot the heat 
was iwfiil and I dida t f/iufp fancy I was at the North Pole 

Dimng the d j, I put u]) a luge sohtary boar, and saw two deer 
which weie quit( new tome '1 hey were about is large as the 
spoiled d(tr but of a palish jillow, and apparently without spot 
or stiipi*—^ueithci of tlum hid any horns 

19 th At day-light this morning my tiaps went three miles 
farther back, and the Ghonds some sepoys, and myself, started 
off fur the spot where the cow was killed yesterday, and where she 
was yet lying As wt went along, I wandered off to the right 
some one or two bundled yuds away from the others, thinking I 
might pcihapsfi'll m with a jaiiwur of some 1 md or othei, and 
sure enough I did do so, and was most luipicasantly reminded of 
Hood's laughable sket(*h entitled, “Meeting a Settler*’ I was 
riding gently along on the fRcctious tat, and had just leiched the 
edge of a small patch of dry grass and tiees, m wlucli one would 
hardly expect to find e\en a hare, when all at once I heard a low 
growl or two m front of me, and a tigiess and cub bounded off 
from almost under my very nose * 1 beat an inglorious retreat, and 
collected my people as quickly as I could I then posted them 
on trees ui aarious directions aiound, and sent a man back with 
orders to bring up the elephant as fast as ever she could go In 
the mean time, bowear t, the tigress had quitted the cover tod gone 
into another one, which lomed the first by a narrow stnp of dry 
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grass, and n*^ three of tlic men a ere climbing iii> trees which 
grew between the two, •ihe made her appearance, came giowling 
towards them, and was evjdwitly in a bad hurhour at their being 
so close to her tubs The elephant came la about half an hoi||p 
and I ceitamly hncied I was about to do a little exerulion, bat 
the tigresses hi ait failed her, and she pro’ied a cowaul and lan foi 
It I hid a n^jUlar chase after her foi upwards ol lull a imlc 
tliroiigh some tree jungh, with \ery little underwood ni it, but 
she went olf at a canter, and hejit it up J Was nn ibh to t,et on 
tennis with her, and finally lost hei ui i mass of hi d \ 1 lu 1 h id 
about as much chaine of finding hir as von vvonld, fiitnd I ihtor 
in looking for a piece of Spanish Inpioriu in i co iJ holt' I killi d 
one of the cubs wlnrh was about as luiri i'' i pointu niolha 
one 1 saw sendihig over the open like igi<v bmi ul md ulmd 
was repoilcd to have msde his cutbifoii flu ehphul ‘uiiud 
Ilad the\ killed anv animal and goig^d (lumschis md h|^ I 
fallen m wutli them m the middle of the dsy instead ot thl^ morn 
ing, I suspect the retmu of ki’icd and wounded would have been 
rather heavier, though in i jungle like this, with one solitii> 
elephant, I should think mj'tlf b iky in bagging i tiger at my 
time 

As It was now loo late to go to thi place where the dead hi sou 
lay, T sent a few Gbonds to bung m hei skin and honi,, and 
made the best of mv wav to the tents, which [ found undci a 
lovclj ban an tree a mile or tvo distant 

iOtli Alai died five miles this motnmg, ind passing through 
Bdloorah, pitched at a place called Vnjee, lumed of course, undei 
just suqh another tree as that of j i sterd iv in fai t without a tree 
of some kind or othci, tlie heat in a small bill tent at this time of 
thi vcai would be shglitlv^ unphasant—an oven would he mi ico

The Thames, ’ savs Mr Wilson m the Rod aad Gm ‘from 
Putney upwards, pioduces quantities of large barbel, hut ar 
cording to Mi Yarull, thc^ aie held in little estimation except 
for sport They fi equent the weed) poi tmns of the i n ^ r during 
the summer, but seek th dicper whtn the weeds dciij they 
then also shelter tKemsehes near piles, loel s, and budges till the 
ensuing spring Thejy me so numerous near Shepperton and 
Walton that HOlbs weight has been taken in fi\e hours and or 
one occasion 280lbs weighs of largf sized barbel wis i iptmtd la 
a single daj Tlie largest Bntisli specimen recoukd wiighcd 
Mr Jesse has ficquently taught barbel while spinning 
for large Thames tiout with bleak or minnow The bnbcl feeds 
on sings, worms, and fishes, and its spawning season occurs m 
May and June The ova, amounting to 7,000 or 8,000, ate de¬ 
posited on the gravel, and covered o\er by the parents” Mr 
Daniel sa}$, “one caution m angling will bear repetition—never 
throw in the bait farther than can be done a gentle cast of the 
rod, letting the plnmh fall into the watei with the least possible 
noise It is an eiror to think that large fish aie m the middle of 
the nvtr, experience teaches the fallacy of this opinion, they 
naturally seek* their food ncai the hanks and amtating the waters

them away ” I have been more diffuse than is mj wont about

In tTic southern portions of* the Unite cl States, but especially 
in Lonisiain, the nild cat is found m abundance The dense 
.namps that bolder on the Mississippi, protect this vicious spe¬ 
cies of game liom evtermnntion, and foster their increase, and, 
although every >ear vast numbers are killed, they yemam seem¬ 
ingly as plentiful as they ever were “ in the raemoi^y of the oldest 
mb ibitnut The wild cat seeks the most solitary retreats, m 
Tthiili to icai its j'oung, wlicie m some natural hole m tjie 
ground, or some hollow tiee, it finds protection for itself aid its 
kittens, fiom the destructive hand of man At night, or at early 
mom, it conics abroad, stealing over the dried leaves, m search 
ot prev^ as quietly as a itph;^r, or ascending the forest tree with 
almost tlie ease of * bud The nest on the tree, and the burrow 
in the gtound, are alike invaded , while the poultry yaid of the 
farmer, and his sheep fold, arc drawn libeially upon to sup¬ 
ply the cat With food It hunts down the rabbit, coon, and 
possum, springing from some elevated bough, upon the bird 
perched beneath, catching la its mouth its victim, and doing 
this while descending like an arrow in speed, and vvith t’lc 
softness of a feather to the ground Nothng can e\ceed lU 
beauty of motion when in pursuit of game, or sporting m play 
No leap seems too formidable, no attitude is ungraceful It runs, ^ 
flies, leaps, skips, and is at ease in an instant of time, every iiair 
of Its body seems redolent witli life Its disposition is ufntame- 
able, It seems insensible to kindness, a mere mass of itt nature, 
having no sympathies with any, not even of its own kind* It is 
for this reason, no doubt, that it is so recklessly pursued, its paw 
being, like the Jslimaehtes, against every man and it moat in- 
dubj^tably follows, that every man's dogs, atMcs/ and gutts, are 
a^iinst It The hounds themselves, tltat ^smt equally well the 
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eat and fox, puibue the former with a clamorous joy, and kill it 
with a zest, that they do not chsphv ulicti fimshing off a fine run 
after Eeynaid Irt f^Ot, muxx aa raal of sport, the cat m maiy 
respects is pieferahle to t^e fo\, its ^rail is alwajs uarmer, and it 
shows, more sagacity in eluding us cneinies 

In Lomsmua, the sportsman starts out m the morning pro¬ 
fessedly for a fovcha^ip, and iii turns c-* ,' and often both cat 
and tox are killed, after a short but luiru moining s work The 
chase IS varied, and is oftm full of amnsi ig incident, for the cat, 
as iti'glit be evpe ted, takes often to the “tree” to avoid pursuit, 
and this habit of the animal allows the sportsman t * meet it on 
^uite famiUm terms, if the tree is a tall one, the excitable crev 
tuie manages to have its face obsemed by tbt distance, but if it 
takes to a dead limbless trunk, where the blight will peimit its 
head to he faiily seen, ns it looks down upon the pack that are

pdke with 4 stick when at bay, will cause it to desert its airy 
abode, when it no sooner touches the gromid, than it breaks off

Ueside treeing,” the cat will take advantage of some hole m 
the grouil<^ and disappear whep it meets with those hiding places, 
as suddenly as ghosts at copk crowing* The hounds come up to 
4ic hiding plafce, a«d « fight epfues The first head intruded 
into the cat’s hole is sure to meet with a warm reception, claws 
and teeth do their work, still the staunch hound heeds it not, and 
either he gets -it hold hwHsclf, or acts as a bait tp dfaw the cat 
^rom has burrow^, thus fastened, the dog, being i^e m^afc po^rful 
strength, baclfs out, dragging his enemy tdong With him, apd 
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no sooner is the cat's, head seen b) the rest of the pack, than (hey

a huge cat intruded into a holt so small, tliat an ordinaulv large 
hound could not follow A httl** stunted but c\ctl1eiit hound, re- 
joif'ing m the name of Ringwood, irom his dnninutiveness, suc- 
teedtd in forcing his way ui tlu holt after the tat, m an instant a 
faint scream was heard, and the htth fJlow showed symptoms of 
huMng caught *i taitai, One of the party present, stooped down, 
and running his aim under the dog s body, pressed it forwardi 
untd he could fttl that the cat had tlie do^ fifuily clawed by each 
shouldei with its nose in the cufs mouth, m this situation, by 
prcssi ig tilt dog firmly under the chest, the two were drawn from 
the hole lac tat hung on until lie discovered that Ins victim 
was suuomidtd by numeious friends, when he let go his cruel 
hold, the more vigorously tO defend himself Kingtood, though 
covered with jetting blood, jump<-i upon the cat and i^’iook away 
as if unharmed m the confest 

Sportsmen m hunting the cat, provide themselves generally with 
pistols, not foi the purpose of killing the cat, but to annoy it, so 
that it Will desert from the tree, when it has taken to one, some¬ 
times these infantile shooting irons are left at home, and the cat 
gets Safely lodged out of the reach of stitks, or whatever other 
missile may be convenient This is a most^provokmg affair, dogs 
and Sportsmen lose all patience, and as no expedient suggests 
itself, the cat escapes for the time I one© knew of a cat thu® 
perch d out of reach, that was brought to terms in a veiy singular 
manlier The tree on which the amm^l was lodged being aveiy 
high one, secure from mtirniption it looked down upon its pn^v. 
surts with the most provoking complac'^ncy, every tQ <ibs- 
lodgc it had failed, and the hunt was about to be abfthdoned tti 
despair, when one of the sportsmen discovered a grape vine that 
passed directly over tht cat s body, and by nmnmg his eye along 
“ Its circumyolutiotis, traced it down to the ground, afjuelKdcwa jerk 
at thu vine touched tho cat on the rump, tlna was joutexpeot- 
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ed, and xt instan^ leaped to the ground, fnSm A height of over 
fortj feet, striking on its fore paws, thronriog a sort of rough 
somerset, and then starting olf as sound in liiitib and wind as if it 
bed leaped off of a “ huckclbeitj?” hush 

The hunter of the wild turkey, while ** calling,” in imitation of 
the hen, to allure the gobble within reach of the nfle, \m 11 some¬ 
times be annoyed by the appearance of the wild cat, stealing up 
to the place fiom whence the sounds proreccl The greatest cau¬ 
tion on sttch occasions is %i iblc, the cat advancing bv the slowest 
possible movements, stealing along hke a soipent The hunter 
knows that the intruder has spoiled his turkey s[)ort for the 
morning, and his Only revenge is to wa*t patiently and gne the 
oat the contents of his gun, then, minus all gamt, ho goes home, 
anathematizing the whole race of cats, for thus inteifenng with 
his sport, and liis dinner 

Of the peculiarities of the cat, its nntameable and quarrelsome 
disposition IS Its most marked characteristic The western hun¬ 
ter, when he wishes to clap the climax of bragadocio with respect 
to his own prowess, says, ^ he can whip his own wei^t m wild 
cats ” This is saying all that can he said, for it would Seem, 
considering its size, that the cat in a fight can bite fiercer. Scratch 
harder, and live longer, than any other animal whatever ** I am 
a roanng earthquake in a fight,” sang out One ot the halt horse 
and half-alligator species of fellows, a real snorter of the uni 
verse f I cauF strike as hard as fourtk proof lightning, and keep it 
up rodgh, fl^d tumble as brig as a wild cat ” These high cneo- 
mmmsunthechAraoter of the pugnacity of the cat aie lieyond 
question " 4 singed cat,” is an excellent provcib lUuatrating that 
a person may he smarter than he looks A nnpd wild cat^ as 
Sttch an tllukration, would be sublime There is no half way 
mark, no exertion, no occasional moment of good nature, star- 
vation and a surfeit, blows and kind words, kicks, cuffs, and 
fiesh meat, reach not the sympathies of 'the wild cat He 
^ has the greediness of the pawn-broker, the jll nature of an 
old usurer, the meanness of a pettvbgging hn^yer, the Blind 
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rage of the Iwg, and the apparent msonbibihty to pam of the 
tartle, like a woman, the wild cat v> incoraparahlc with any thing 
hutitseh In expression of face, the wild cat singularly resem¬ 
bles* the rattle stmkc Tlu sknlla of these two ” varmints’* have 
the same venomous expression, the same dt-monstration of fangs, 
and probably no two cieaturts. Uimg attack each other wUhtnorc 
(badly ferout^^ and In ^rtuy mil stare at taeh other with eyes 
filled with defiance, and buuuiig with fire, one hissing and the 
otbir snarling, presenting a most tenible pulurc of the male¬ 
volence of passion The serpent in its ittitude is all giacc, the cat 
allactmty, the serpent mous with the quickness of lightning, 
while m-'kiag Die attack, the cat defends itself with motions 
eq lally quick, hounding from side to sid^, stuking with its paws, 
both ai e often victors, foi they sildom separate until death blows 
hdic been luflicted on either side The Indians, who, in their 
notions and traditions, amalwa\s picturesque and beautiful, ima¬ 
gine tint the rattle snake, to live, must bre uhe the poisonous air 
of the swamps, and the exhalations of dee lycd animal matter, 
while the cat has the attribute of gloating over tlit meaner dis¬ 
play of evil passions of a quarrelsome person, or, speaking of a 
quaitelsorae family, they sij, “ the lodge contammg thtn/aiiens 
the wild eat

highway ycleped Daln iCARoocK, on the 1 'gh road from I din 
burgh to Inverness Presently appealed a vehicle drawn by four 
horses, and waggoned (for I cannot saj duveii) hy a huge, red 
faced admee, habi(ed in a scarlet coat with flowing bimistone 
collar, the guard was clad ui the same hvery, a id sported a

Dalwhinnv, not g man, and scaicely a hut m eight miles , liow- 
ever that not being much in my line, I found ample amusemeut 
in witnessing Jarvey'3 mode of manecuvrmg his team, and here 
I wish I could use a penml, for my pen cannot convey an ade> 
quatc dcscriptioji of this amphibious animal M on Ins bench 
as though he were sifting on something eUo, and held the reins 
m both handSft l^anmg forward sornething after the fashion of a 
Jockey giviiig his horse a hft dead on the post, and after nearly 
pulling their heads off by his violent tvgs, he sat to work sermm^ 
tmg to 'em m terms wheiem bad English* and high flown Gachc 
were beautifully blended’ "Wislimg to trot out my hearty, I 
remaikcd that ho seemed tp be badly horsed for such severe 
giound, to which he made this exceedingly modest reply the 
horses are sma’, bpt ye sec a*depends on the way they’re guided, 
and I alwngf gmde mtne properlgi ye understand '** « 
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Shade of J'o'hn Besfordi and E\.etcr Defiance Haynes, this was 
fod much of a ^ood thing ’ and I troubled inv “ mahonty* as my 
friend happily naihsed him, no more I shall merelj ohseue 
tint he put me in mtiid of Nitntod’s anecdote of the little boy in 
Piccadilly some years ago, who, seeing one of these wonld-be’s 
completely at sea On his box, roared out, I sa>, John, who looks 
aftei the pigs when you le from home I must say the coach¬ 
ing I liaie as vet seei^m Scotland is dead slow, for which there 
should be no etcuse, a^ the roads, (barring those m the tnt&'ior 
of the WtsUm IIighkud'>) far, lery far supenorto 

any I evei tri^elled mer in England I am told, however, that 
Captain Bat clay s “■ X)cfiancc,’^ from Pei'th to Aberdeen, is n shp- 
vp coiiccin I saw them coming into Perth the other dav, but 
lemarked “ nothing pcculnr * about them, either dray or cattle, 
though coachman and guard weie conspicuous enough in all rea¬ 
son, being topped out in blazing red coats with tawdry jellow 
collais, the acme of bad taste in these diis —Imt I digress 
At Pitmam the mOdest waggoner quitted us, and growled ex¬ 
ceedingly at receiving a shilhugfiom his outsidcii Ilowltfirf

IS due to the ptq^nctor. Mi , Mac Donald, for his spirited under¬ 
taking, and I, for one, cordially wish him success, 

Inverness is a small town, {Scottid, city) hut clean—-aide 
** Brookes’s Gazetteer,** for further description We went the 
following day some twenty miles into the interior, a fine country, 
* abounding With Frasers—as Argyleshire is the great nursery of 
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the Ctiiiipbells So is it with Invernesshire iii respect to the 
Frnseis I counted no less titan ught gentlemen’s seats within a 
ring fence of three or four miles, and on enqhity found they all 
helonged to “ Mr Fraser ” We went through the dommn of the 
chief of the clan, Lord Lo\at, ind a \cry fine property it i$—wo 
encountered the worthy owner, riding on a rnt of a pony, no straps 
to his (asmy poor friend, little Phillips, used to call pan¬ 

taloon ties,) and ont spear ’—verily I took him for a w'*althj g)a- 
tier* Alwajs hool^ing a character when I tame acioss one, let

said I to a spoi ting disc iple of Galea, ” this Inn mess must b< a 
capital place An gentlemtn of your cloth, for almost r\civ other 
man I meet has crape lound his hat ” Oh, said my friendy 
one half of them do it to pieserve them 1”—Not a bad idea at all 
Bidding adieu to Inveiness (at the Christian hour of half past 
four A M ) we were hooked in the steamer “ Roh Rov,” our des¬ 
tination being Oban. Nothing of jfwy moment occurred that I re¬ 
member, saic that there was as veritable a sample of the genus 
Coebp^y ou board as L^wonld wish to sec in a 'summer’s daj 
Afbsf qUactly trotting him ohf, and eliciting'his tdeas relative to 
th0 conntiT we were passing tbrongh, he asked me if I had been 
through the pass Pf Mlecrankie, and on my repljmg m the 
negatuc, ^*4hen.

my cMt-fiom the world in a more glorious cause llu fdhug 
altogether—^for I rtmembir it will, was »ot ovei dcughtful at the 
moment The shots of ocy* attacking party in tins jun^ks wck 
whisthVig over our heads, and between us and tliim were in 
nifiinatcd and wounded herd of eh phants, crashing tlirough tjio

tulate myself, from a suspension of the noise that the animaL 
had made a dignified ntieat, a last tiash suetteded, md out ihej 
came on ns , about thirty in number Uu \ halted at^sl sight 
and then one and all, as if by common consent, moue a most 
superh charge ou cur hms ^‘^Bont hrv, foi licneens siki * 
said my nearest support Cl on tl w. left, ‘ if you do, we shill not 
haic one, vhn mewUhuif^ j >j(ndh of you Haze awatf 
X had just ( 0 \<ri d i fellow s forehead, and was going to give him 
the contents of my bail els at about tbnty paces distuice As 
foi the siv yards—it was VCly good advice doubtless, but I did 
not relish it at all By the time hf liadct ased speaking, however, 
the thirty yards wore ieduced to a mere nothing the biutes 
appearing to be upon us, when a rattling volley took effeit turn¬ 
ing back to the jungle the whole charging herd, with the excep¬ 
tion of four who had fallen nevei to rise again It was a beauti¬ 
ful sigtt—no charge of (hsciphncd troops could have been moic 
skilfully conducted, or inore steadily and determiiiately met and 
lepulscd fhai^ were the denizens of the forest On arrmtig at 
the jungle m then retreat, however, they were met again by the 
party who had hr$t driven them towards u^again they received 
a volley, and Ml, or wheeled round to our party Their fnght, 
howevta', had now put an end to all order—their natural instinct 
appeared to hiive fbrsalten them, and they crawled together, 
endeavouriug mpeh ns possible to hidp themselves behind the 
carcasses of their neighbours , whilst, itrmn the effect of some 
twenty barrels, they were falling festtd the earth, some dead and 
some ueiely stunned. These latter fellows are awkward cus 
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tomers, and from leatmg a stuimed ammal for dead, many Tcty 
narrotr escapes have happened to the sportsman, as, while he is 
in the act of loading, the dead gentleman roifains his legs* and 
recommences the attack, nor wul he quit it until hO is either shot 

dead or kills his adversary ' 

As yet I had not had the satisfaction of hating met with a 
\ictim to my own particular aim, my balls might hate taken effect* 
hat I rather expect that the defunct beasts had fallen hitherto by 
more experienced hands than mine Having lamented my ill luck 
to one of tlie pa» t>, I was not long Without an opportunity, for we 
had no soonei got a short distance apait from the body of the 
party, than we were marked out by an immense fellow for a charge 
all to ourstlvcs D termmed not to lose my prey by being too 
precipitate, 1 waited until bt was within about eight yards of me, 
teeling secure that if I missed him, the unening ball of my sup¬ 
porter nould bung him down to the eaith Fortune favoured me, 
however, for on the explosion of my gun, I saw the immense brute 
sink suddenly to the earth It was not a/sr// with a crash that 
shook the earth, as one would naturally suppose to be occasioned 
by these mountains of flesh tn tlieir overthrow, but a silent sud¬ 
den sinking—-a turn on the side—and all was still I now felt 
my power, and fiom that moment I gave myself up entirely to 
elephant shooting, leaving parades, dnils, goose steps and Tor«» 
reus* to othei s who preferred them The following da^, liowexer, 

I expellenced rather a damper on my enthusiasm, but though 
neither killed nor mjHied, (mdetd it^onld be difficult to have 
been one without the other), t went through all the not very- 
delectahlc feelmgs of oxpectmg momentarily tp undergo that pro¬ 
cess in no very agreeable manner*'^which I will narratd presently. 
While we waited to take breathing time, the natnes were eageXly 
employing thdmselves in cutting off the extremities of the ifead ^ 
animals’ tails, at least from such as had any, for a aery commotl 
disease amongst them fVeqjently the n to lose part or ^ 
whole ot that appendage, those that possess them, however, billi 
Immediately stepped ol them wheh killed, as It i^nhs the tro^y 
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<Sf the riayetj m the satne manner as does a scKip from that of the 
Indian warnor The tads resemble those of cons, reaching down 
to the heels, with a thick tuft of hrialles at the extremity—these 
bristles are bhek as jet, and take a beautiful polish, ui conse- 
quence of which, some ingenious sports on in has put them to the 
purpose of making ladies’ bracelets, and \ciy ht dutiful ornaments, 
when set m gold, do they make Could they speak under such 
circumstances, they might e\tUim, m contradiction to Hamlet, 
“To what gay nses do ne come at Horatio ” 

Whilst this opeiatbn was being pe’-foitned, we re*^umed folooU 
into the kraal where all the animals had by this time been las 
tened together, and weie beginning to tak#* the thing more (ooily 
and philosophically , but neitrtlv'less were -very fai Ironi being 
at their ease Amongst all the elephants entrapped and killed, 
not one w th tusks was mcludcd—they are \ery scat coin Cejloa, 
people differ as to the propoition of tuskers to the tuskless but 
from my own exper ence, I should say, they wei^ about one lu 
two thousand, the tusksy however, are useful, but to get them in 
IS meeessarj to wait until the head falls to pieces from decay, they 
arc then converted into handles for desert km es, smff boxes, 
and innumeiable kmek-knacks, but a pair of ta^ks will fmnisli a 
man with a sixty guinea fowling piece S They are considered by 
the amm ds themselves us a great beauty, should a tusker be m 
a herd, and any danger apprehended by tliem, he is instantly 
placed m the ftnfre, wud surrounded, the others iCiMng as body 
guards, until they arc feach%tid all shot down, with a dete-nma* 
tion and fidelity that Cl ea men might take a lesson fiom On 
the presepytj 0 ca »ioa of *'^ka\mg off work,” we found om selves 
in the possession of about ninety capuves in the ki ml—twenty* 
seven hid fallen on the battle-field, and the number ot wounded 
was miknotm, it must, however, have been teiuble, for I find 
about thirty rounds m>«eh, and I do pot thinK I am a sufficiently 
bad shot to mi&s an elephant enhjf^Iy 
The eleph^mts had liow become too sOidtered to 'Cxpeot any 
more sport that dav , and m there were other herdi» in the neigh 





teaurhood, w® suspended ho&tilitiea watil tKe re 

turned to tlie village, where the Adigar had billeted us, aud fourid 
amagmdeeut ^*spretd/* according to Cingalese notions, aswati 
mg us AVe hid, hoi^ever, brought ©ur own oommissamt, and 
it was fo.tunate we did so, lor I hardly think the old gentleman’s 
fait ot bananas, pine ipph s, cocoa i iits, and new milk, would Ime 
been quite substantial enough lor such appetites as ours 

Ihe lolluwnig inoinnig was as fine as its picdtt^or j and 
having hud a moi< comfortable bed than a stall in^ stable* and 
not so no tomloi table a compamon as a tattoo pony, we sallied 
toi til m better spirits, and in hopes of mighty shughter Thu 
lad es ind a few of the gontknnn who weic latigued with the 
txtjrtio i of the day before, sta}mg at home to attuid to the cuh 
narf department or pick up leaves and catch butterflies to keep 
as Temnnscences ol their two di}s’ sojourn in the Jungle of 
M thawclii ganga 

Our ijarty on tins occasion was composed of fifteen, and even 
that was too laige to be agreeable—four being the most oudabiC 
number, being enough tor each other’s protection, an 1 not liable 
to get into each otheiS way The Ik aters, who had been sent out 
to watch the aminais, met us si^ttmg out and told us of their 
when abouts, so no time was lost in searthnig for them Tht plan 
ot attack was to be pitcisely similar to that of the day bitou, one

soon put into execution, aud on tlie first? volky from tht flank¬ 
ing paity, they came at us fail tilt I was on tins t) cation also 
waiting for them on the plain with seven or eight otheis The 
enemy mustered about forty stiong, and, having paused a 
moment to take breath, thev charged us beautifirily At the 
usual distance, abmt iwehe yareh^ lliey took pur fire, and stdl on 
they came There was no turning them this time Th#y remem¬ 
bered where they Tceiived their first fire, anid were det^rmmed apt 
to hazard it again "Down on your tosftt urn?©, orypu^e 
killed ” shouted out the most pxppnpnoed ampngat us, and down

senses Not one of the party, wouduful to relate, was inj ired in 
any degree, although It unneived. a w for further operation I 
doubt if I codd have held rav gnu bufBcieitly steidy tun to h t 

an elephant a^tr it for some rmnuf» s 4 t ii ist thuly bintes had 
passed over our bodies, a> we lay sc itteied on the earth , and I 

can attribute our preservation to nothiiig else than the fact 
that the eieplnnt bung well known to he verv bind when 
charging, must na\t just setn us sufficiently to have Tnist»ken 
for logs of wood, winch they would naturally endeavour to step 
over Our critical situation was perceived by the other paitv, but 
they could do uotLing to assist us The danger once over,

TO TUr LDITOR OF THE BENGAL SPORTINC MACAyu^F 

Sir, —In the account of some ruts at Dicea publi«'hefl in the 
Jias/ern iS/ffr of the 20th November the tirre of t sneepstakcs 
run by Maitleu Arabs on the Ht dav is gwen as tullows 

“ Half mile s«.oonti'» R C 2 m S'! scs-oinl h-ilt mile *1 mmutp'< ' 

On reierring to the Sporting \lmunc and to othtr authouties 
for the kni,th ol the Dicti Course, I find it is one mile and a 
half, Me hiindred and tlwhj two yaid^, so that, assuming 

the eorrectntas of the above statement, the winner must hive 
run one hundrtd ind thirty two vards in jiee seconds or at tlie 
rate ot a mile m one rmnute and ^even seconds a pirlonuauce I 
mav afiirin witliunt tiar of contradiction not only without paralltl 
in th 3 countrv but a]»proacbmg very nearly to the gintralK con- 
sidtred iabuluus fi it ot Vhjmg Chdden, who is sud to have nm 
on one occasion af the rate of a mile in a minute ^ 

The average rite ot a good Arab in getting over the above

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TIGER HUNT 

TO TUE 1 mTOH OJ IHI BENGAL. SPORTING MAGAZINE 

Mr Ejoitor, —Although I must refer to a distant and byegone 
period, it may not prove uninteresting to several of your readers, 
it 1 1 ccount one of the most splendid encounters with a tiger that 
perhaps e\er occuiied—more real game was never displayedm any 
—nor do I recollect in all the narratives which adorn the pages of 
Maga, one more deserving of commemoration The actors in the 
scene have passed away , but as it was my chance to be residing la 
the neighbourhood, and as (actually saw the brute when dispatch^ 
ed, I can pretty well affirm, that the details I am about to render 
are substantially correct In tlie y ear 1822, one ot the regiments 
cantoned at Saugor contained the ceitamly most justly celebrated 
shot of his day m India—and to this regiment *a young Officer 
was appointed, whose anxiety to witness the death of a tiger la 
fair combat was of the deepest To gratify his mclmation, the 
sportsman alluded to promised he would initiate Ins young friend 
into the mysteries, and, leave being accoidmgly obtained between 
musters, the pair started off for Bhopal, that province abounding 
in the description of game of which they were in quest It so 
turned out, however, that the mouth rolled by without mtelhgence 
of any feline monstcis m the vicinage, and, perforce, our gentle¬ 
men were obliged to content them'^elves with the less noble pur¬ 
suit of angling,—the rivers of the Bhopal district affordmg a fine 
field for the dexterous use of the fishing rod So utterly did 
€\ery chance of then especial object ippear lost to our two 
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friends that the} actually stnt ofl the best part of their shoot¬ 
ing apparatus, together with their sporting elephants, towards 
cantonments, wlicreto it was their intention to follow on the ne\t 
day (it was now the 3lst ot the month) in order to be present at 
the ensuing muster Nothing hut the haggngt tattle remained, 
and e\eii these were m a state of preparation for dtpaituu, when 
infoimation was brought of a large tiger having destroyed a man 
and taken possession of a spot a few milts distant down the 
river, and close to a much fitquented ferrv Our gentry were 
far too spirited to give up such an opportunity, only because the 
best of their vniieriel was no longer available They had }et 
three guns at then disposal, and therefore set their wits to work 
to compose two temporary howdahs, strung together “ somehow 
and any how’^ but su^cjcutl) to mute men so keen to the destined 
irena of conflict Ihe howdahs had a kind ot kewasi attuclud 
m rude fashion, into one of which vveie snugly ensconced the 
Culashie and elephant coolie of the more experienced sportsman 
Onward they proceeded despite a broiling sun, (for it was midday) 
guided by the villager who rtported the presence of the feioiious 
devil with whom they had to deal Nor were they long m finding 
their mark—foi just where he wis stated to have taken up his 
quarters—there they perceived the ro}al gourmand retreshmg 
himself on the mangled remiuns of Ins unhappv \iCtim To dost 
and attack him was the work of an instant, but the first pro- 
eeeduigs of their (antagonist gave but feeble indication of the 
gallantry he subsequently displajed firing together, it became 
evident the animal was hit, for using, with a roar that bespoke 
inmgled agony and fur}, he dropped suddenly and lay foi a 
moment or two quite motionless On receiving a fiesh salute, 
he rushed fiom lus lair, and with a magnificent leap cleared the 
short mteiveiling space between Ills resting place and the bank 
of the n\tr, down vihicli he rushed with precipitation and every 
apparent inaik of a cowardly runaway As he rose on the opposite 
bank, he pi evented a fair mark for another sdvo, which seemed 
to have no other efftet than to make him move his scrapers with 
mcreased celeiit}—-till he obtained a patch of nearly impervious 
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jUDgle, somewhat removed from the spot wheic lie took up hr 
position, with ill actompin>mg symptoms of a beaten and dis¬ 
pirited enemy The elephants were soon upon his track, and 
Che mahout of the one which hoie our veteran sportsman, on 
taking ms charge to the place, exclaimed, “ I see him. Sir, there 
he lies, and dead be} oud all possibility of doubt Let me carry you 
dost, and we will soon nave hmi on the elephant’s hack ” These 
last words weie prophetic—for notwithstanding an admonition 
to be wary, so impressed was the mahout with a conviction that 
“ Jack” had breathed his last, that he literally crammed his 
beast into the i cry hush, much in the way that }Our English 
1 idcr crams n regulai buliumh Like lightning the tiger sprung 
up, not adnimng oo iciy intimate m acquaintance and, making 
a ladder of the trunk w is f-’stened on the thidi of the mahout 
before he could well imagine thcie was time enough for the brute 
to have thought aliout it A few shakes, by wav ot a coidial 
gieeting,‘iitishcd honest Johnny that “mahout” would bear a 
lasting token of the acquaiutancoslup, and he passed on to higher 
game in the shape of his master The elephant, with its torn 
and hletding pioboscis, partly maddened by pain, and partly 
made desperate b\ fear, was at this, peiiod roUmg violently m a 
vain cndtavoui to got rid of its unwelcome visitoi Bearmg down 
at length on one side,as if the next tune would be “ of cr and tmder 
done for a ducat” the gent thought an inside passage no longer 
conducive to health or comfort, and therefore got out and 
stood upon the upper side of his unsteady vehicle, much m the 
manner m which a man stands on tlie side of a ship when she is 
lav mg on her beam ends In his hand was one gun, while the 
otl er lay in a corner of the liowdah,—but with every likelihood 
of speedy ejection,—the property of a friend m cantonments 
Presence of mmd grows with one’s becoming accustomed to dan¬ 
ger, and what I have now to relate marks what I think, Mr 
Editor, you will allow to be no insignificant example of its exis¬ 
tence under circumstances however ticklish or trymg to the ner¬ 
vous system Apprehensive of accident and of loss to his friend, 
our veteran coolly returned ins own—the fate of which was inevita- 
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able—and supplied its* place by the seizure of the other, although 
at this moment the chm ot the tiger, which had struggled on and 
had got entangled m the howdah gear, was resting on his knee,but 
in such a position that he could not directly make play with the 
formidable tushes hia open jaws disclosed The younger sports¬ 
man was so situated that he dared not Are for fear of wounding 
Ins comrade, and thus for an instant, but only for an instant, were 
the whole party at a dead lock, like the good folks m the " School 
for Scandal” when the removal of the screen shews what has 
been transacting behind it The practised hand of the ould 
one” was both too quick, and too deadly, to permit matters to 
remain long in this state, for with the gun in his left hand—^his 
right gripping the howdah to preserve his equilibrium—he placed 
the muzzle on the shoulder of the beast and literally blew him 
off from his hold While this was going on, the culashie,—long 
time a follower of his master, and having almost as sharp an ap¬ 
petite as himself for the fun—crept inside the howdah to get 
hold of the remaining gun and cartridge pouch The poor 
coolie, in a similar attempt, slipped and came to the ground 
Scarcely was the tiger prostrated, than up m arms” he towered 
again, and the unfortunate attendant, who had been floored as 
mentioned, came in for his first and fatal blow of vengeance One 
single stroke of the paw laid open the whole abdominal cavity 
after breaking and dislocating the vertebrae of the back Again 
was the gallant brute on the quarters of the elephant, and this 
time upon more equal terms—for gun, (except the one in hand) 
culashie, and ammunition bad all disappeared, and the combat 
was, if it may so be termed, fairly hand to hand—the hutt of the 
fowlmg piece m hand standing for use instead of the muzzle 
Scratched and bruised sadly, but not seriously injured—stood the 
Victor of an hundred (tiger) fights,” a smart rap on the pencra 
mum of Jonathan” having had the effect of puzzling liis senses, 
and making him see more suns m the heaven, than he well knew 
how to count He abandoned the field, and slunk off confessedly 
somewhat the worse for wear,” having no less than fifteen balls 
either thiough, or m him, dunng the whole affray Of course, the

first care of the friends was the wounded coohe, whose condition 
however was so hopeless that he died belore reaching the nearest 
village—from which a charpoy had been brought for liis con¬ 
veyance On sending the poor man oft, the sportsmen, animated 
to revenge by the disastrous nature of the fight, and glorying m 
the courage and staunchness of their prej—immediately repaired 
the almost dismantled howdali, and started once more to put tlic 
last hand to their day’s exciting labor Trudging but a short wav, 
they “ found,” and a view holloa told each other that all went 
merry as a village bell ’ But the cautious Johnny had taken 
care to make approach as difficult as possible lie was in the 
centre of a bush so thoroughly wienterahle (I love to com a word, 
Mr Editor, now and then) that the only mode of moving him 
was by setting fire to the high surput grass which surrounded, or 
nearly surrounded, the position Crackling and flaring, the flame 
spread rapidly towards the spot, while the grumbling and groan 
ing of the animal told how \ery uneasj his bed was becoming 
Out at length he crawled and received two shots tor doing so , but 
he contrived to get into another patch notwithstanding, and there 
he lav awaiting that fate which could not now be much longer 
averted I should have said that when the ammunition pouch 
was cast out all the balls m the guns were expended, and it was 
just by good fortune that the aforesaid culashie found five which 
were divided between the two guns, and of which we have seen 
that two were alieady expended in driving John to his last retreat 
The sands of hi8 life, however, were numbered—the da^s of hia 
glory had flitted Silent, chap fallen and subdued, he was per¬ 
ceived m the concealment he had sought, a single shot aroused

water flies, at this ptiiod of the year are in general very gaudy, 
but they will not he found to do tho mischief even m their sea¬ 
son thqld^ie quaktr hued ones of the spring did However, since 
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there is no doing without them, I must describe two or three ot 
them here All the flies I recommended for the latter end of 
June will kill up to this time, and the following will kill now and 
far into August 

riies called ant flies are, perhaps, the most generally killing at 
this season of the \ ear They must not be used either early or 
late, bnt rather in the middle of the day, when the weather is 
waim and overcast Here are two dressed after the fashion of 
Mr Bowness — 

Largp Blvck Ant rL\ —Wings A cleai sk} blue feather 
fiom the seagull, pigeon, or tom tit’s tail, with a very fine glossy 
fibre Body Black ostrich heil, dressed thick at the thorax or 
chest, then very thin, and again thick behind Legs a deep 
brown hackle tariud round two turns only, close to the wings 
Ilqok, No 7 or 8 

Laugf Ri » Ant i-lv —Wings A starling or snijie s wing 
Body Of amber coloured mohai-, or hopper coloured peacock’s 
hen, dressed as the preceding, a ginger hackle of two turns only 
behind the wings Hook, No 7 or 8 

If these flies be dressed two or three sizes larger, they will be 
found excellent flies for chub 

I shall now gne our readers a few other flics The mode of 
dressing them is that recommended in the “ Fly fisher’s Lntomo- 

lo^y ’• 

July Dun —This fly come« from a water nympha and affords 
a great treat to the trout and grayling and lasts until the August 
dun takes its place, m the beginning of Aug ist Tie it on thus — 

Body Mole’s fur and pale yellow mohair, mixed and spun on 
yellow silk , tail, two or three whisks of a darTi dun hatkle , 
wings, dark part of a feather from the starling’s, stained darker 
m strong onion dye, legs, dark dun hackle 

I am confident that the following fly will kill well Mr 
Ronalds calls it the “gold eye gauze dun,” and says it is rather 
a scarce insect upon some waters, but where it is found, affords 
great sport on windy days Dress it thus wise Body, \ery 
pale yellowish green floss silk, tied on with silk thread of the 
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same colour, v^ings and legs, the palest blue dun hackle that can 
be procured 

The following fly 1 recompftend at the beginning of these 
sketches as a general fly, but the way 1 told mv readers then to 
dress it rendered it more a spring than a summer fly It is called 
the Wren tail, and of it Mr Ronalds with propriety observes, 

" There are many varieties of this msect, the pale brown, the 
dark brown, and the greenish blue are the most common It is 
very busy on hot days hopping about and taking flights of about 
20 yards, and this is the time to use it, for it sometimes drops 
short and falls upon the water ” Tie it on thus —Body Gin¬ 
ger coloured fur, ribbed with gold twist wings and legs, feather

from rf wren’b tad The following fly is to be used m showery 
weather, it will last until September, killing up to that time both 
trout and grayhng Body Black ostrich herl tied with black 
silk, and dressed off, wings, feather from the wing of acock 
hi ickbird, legs, small black cock's hackle, horns, grey feather 
of the mallard 

As the water now is low, and as, with the blessing of God (I 
am looking to an abundant harvest) it will continue so generally 
for some weeks, I must recommend the little “ Blue-blow,” which 
IS dressed thus —Wings, any smaU fine fibred blue feather, as 
of the tom tit's tad, a rump feather of a blue pigeon, &c to stand 
erect, body, a smalj mass of dark blue or purple mohair or fur, 
the legs to be picked out of the dubbiug or fur, with two fine 
hairs ior a fork, hook, No 10 Of this fly, or rather midge, 
Mr Blame remarks, “ It is first met with m Julj, but not in 
i erv great (juantities , by degrees, however, the numbers augment 
until the water is covered with them towards noon, during the hot 
days of August When the water is so fine and low that hardly 
any other description can tempt the wary trout, the blue-blow will 
succeed if used alone, at othei times it is best used as a dropper 

I think, now that I am on the subject of artificial flies, I may 
as well name all those that will bo necessaiy for the fly-fisher until 
September 111 take, then, at once, the “ Orange-fly,” which 
during tlie whole of next month will be found a standard fly for 
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for both trout and grayling and will kill the live day long It is 
also a killing fly for dace Tie it on in the following way — 
Body y Orange floss silk tied on with black silk thread , Wings 
Dark part of the starling’s wing, or feather of a hen blackbird , 
legs, a very dark furnace hackle I most strongly recommend 
such a fly 

If you should be out any day between this and the 1st of Sep¬ 
tember, and it should be windy, and there should supervene a 
tolerably thick “ Scotch mist” forthwith mount the following 
” Cinnamon fly ” Here’s its dress —Body Fawn coloured 
floss silk, tied on with silk thread of the same colour , wings, 
feather of a yellow brown hen’s wing, rather darker than the 
landrail’s wing feather, legs, a ginger hackle I’ll be bound this 
fly—every demure looking—will prove an insinuating insect 

Of fine evenings, now, 1 recommend mouth flies, and if the 
nights be warm and fine they will kill from eve till morn I ad¬ 
vise, also, on dark warm days that Palmer hackles” should be 
used as general flies Grayling will take them with great gusto 
Use the three following —Red palmer, dressed with a peacock’s 
herl, and red cock’s hackle wrapped over it, to be tied with dark 
brown silk thread Brown palmer, dressed with mulberry co¬ 
loured worsted spun on brown silk thread, and a brown stained 
cock’s hackle wrapped over the whole of it Black palmer, tied 
on with a black ostrich herl nbbed with gold twist, and a red 
cock’s hackle wrapped over it I am of opinion that if all the 
above hackles were nbbed either with gold or silver twist, it would 
render them more attractive, particularly for grayling, who, like 
young love playthings that glitter 

I have now done, 1 fancy, with fly-flshing until September, and 
then I’ll finish altogether In my last 1 promised a passage on 
roach fishing, and now proceed to give it 

The roach is a species of carp, and is an extremely pretty little 
fish The autumnal mouths are the fittest to angle for it A 
good bottom fisher for roach had reached the perfection of his art, 
not because the roach is a very cunnmg or shy fish, hut because 
no fish bites more delicately—more gently. Hence the difficulty 
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of honking him Mi Blame sajs, “ In May they spaivn , occa 
sionally it is b )t]i eaiher and 1 itci , after they have spawned they 
continue out ct season some wetks, hardly recovering until the 
latter end of Jily vihich is not to be wondered at when we tonsi 
der the debilitating eflect of such a quantity of ova, the griiiis of 
which m a single fi&h have been reckoned, and were found to 
amount to 54,000 ” In roach fishing the finest possible tackle 
must be used—^cry fine and small hooks, gut os fine as hair the 
foot line must be hghtlj and neatly shotted, and a small qmll float 
must be used Ihe rod must be long and light, somewhat stifl, 
and not at all top hiavy or too pliant The rod ought to be from 
16 to 18 feet long, and made of the best bamboo cane, the top 
joint being ratbci short and stiff As to baits, take the following, 
lecomraended by Blame —“ As worm I aits, the marsh, the 
brand! ng, the blood, and the lod are all taken with eagerness by 
roach when thev are on the feed, but the worms should be well 
scoured to insure success Worms may be considered as the 
early spring bait In its more adiaiiccd periods, worms alternate 
with caddies, with lana*, and pupae, oi bobs and grabs of all sorts 
Salmon roa is a faionte bait at this season with some anglers, who 
find it taken fieely by roach, particularly in the still deeps of 
rners Gentles aie employed for the advanced summer and 
autumn mouth|, while passes of various kinds, particularly the 
stale bread paste for mild waters, and new bread paste for streams 
and currents ’ I can recommend two good baits for roach, viz , 
the common ant and common house fly They are to be used iii 
sinking and drawing, and the roach generally follows them to 
wards the surface of the water and then takes them In fishing 
for roach keep as far away from the water as you possible can 
lloach at this season of tfie year will take the artificial fly, parti- 
cidail} m sharp, shallow streams Small red hackles are the best 
flies, and n gentle on the barb and bend of the book will render 
them more attractive As a general bait paste made by knead¬ 
ing or rendering dough biead between the fingers is decidedly the 
best Koacb fishing being a great amusement with London 
anglers, 1 shall once more quote Mr Blame, and then commum 
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cite th<* contents ol a letter written, I believe bv the most ne 
cumplisbtd roach fis>lier of the metropob's Air Blame obser\e"»

stream may bring down Should the current flow very strong, 
remember to try for them towards the sides of the stream ” 

The following, being the copy of a letter, written (I guess) by 
Mr Mechi, the celebrated cutler, &,c , of Leadenhall street, to a 
gentleman of Nottingham, was kindly forwarded by the latter to 
the editor, m order that it may see life Mr Mechi being noted 
on the Lea as the best roach fisher that walks its banks, the re¬ 
marks bis letter contains cannot fail to be interesting Here’s the 
letter, reader, and read it well 

“ I have great pleasure in communicating to you all I know on 
the subject of roach fishing If I have been occasionally more 
successful than others in this kind of angling, it is not owing to 
any secret, but rather to observing a number of small matters, 
each, in some degree, having its influence Ihe roach, especially 
when well fed and frequently angled for, are very delicate gentle 
feeders, occasionally scarcely touching the bait, and relinquishing 
it the moment they feel it encumbered, with shot and line, how¬ 
ever fine , consequently, a coarse angler would not perceiv e nine 
dehcate bites out of ten The best dish of roach I ever took was 
on a very calm day, the water like a sheet of polished glass In 
this instance, although there was scarcely one eighth of an inch 
of the float out of the water, I hooked the largest fish merely by 
observing a bending or indentation of the water round that part of 
the float which was on the surface, and in no instance was the 
point of the float drawn below the surface, so delicate did they 
feed It must be evident, therefore, that, according to the stream 
or eddy, the float cannot he too tight, provided it suoinis true — 
2, 3, or 4 shots, No, 4 or 5, are preferable to more, although in 
streams of depth, rou would reqmre from 8 to 15 Your rod should 
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be very light and true—made of white cane and not “ whippy* — 
your line of sorrel or chesnut coloured single hair , yuut hook 
No 11, with a broad bend, rather short shank, the wire of it as 
fine as a needle As roach always feed on the bottom or ground, 
your bait must touch also— not drag therefore, always find, if 
you can, a part of the river where the bottom is equal and free from 
holes, no mud, but a nice white sand Now, supposing your tac¬ 
kle all right, your hand steady, your line q\afe strdight from the 
float to the point of your rod, no bend or loose line, you see a 
bite, instantly raise your hand and wrist (not the arm) about an 
inch or less (which will be a foot at the point of the rod), and 
your fish is hooked Do the same thing with a jerJc, and your fish 
is gone Why ^ Because the sudden action gives the point of the 
n downwaid motion, and before it goes up again the fish is 
gone When you can hold the point of your rod within an inch 
of the table, and cause it to rise suddenly without touching the 
table, you will have acquired the knack of striking correct!}, with¬ 
out which roach cannot be caught The mere tightening of the 
line will hook them, so that a bystander would not perceive the 
strike Much depends on the bait and the method of making it 
—never use new bread, ’tis too adhesive , bread one day old 
should be used—dip it once quickly in water, and then instantly 
squeeze out the water—work it in the -corner of a tpwel, or in your 
hands till it is thoroughly amalgamated and becomes short, so as 
to break readily, and not be stringy If too dry, moisten your 
hands occasionally in working it up I use a piece the size and 
«hape of a pea, al^oiigh when the roach are carele-^s, I have 
occasion illy used a piece not much bigger than a large pin’s 
head The other part of the hook being seen is not very mate¬ 
rial In fact, I never cover the shank, but place the poiht of 
the hook rather beyond the centre of the bait. Much depends 
on ground bait and the method of making it—^bread and bran 
make decidedly the best Use to a 4lb loaf of one day old bread 
at least from four or five quarts of bran—soak the bread m water, 
but do not net the bran Add the bran gradually to the wet 
bread, kneading it well, and when }ou find it too dry keep adding 
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•i lit Up watej, anil knead it again till the whole becomes a upiisp, 
hea^y, cohesive mass Then divide it into balls from the size of 
a walnut up to a small cricket ball, according to the strength oj 
the stream, and I generally put in each a small stone to keep it 
to the spot I fish upon With regard to perch, I never use a 
float, but, with three or fo ir hooks on bristles, and i gut line, 
and two or three large shot, I troll either with minnows or worms 
(the former are best), throwing out and drawing in, semchmg the 
bottom as near as I can, and taking care to have a dealing in case 
of meeting with a stump or weed In this way I haie taken a 
great many pike as well as perch and seldom lose a hook be 
cause you stiike almost the moment _yoa feel a " knock ’ and 
hook your jack in the lip There is much more sport in killing 
pike this way—they are so game, occasionally leaping out like 
salmon, and, uith strong gut and good Limerick hooks, there is 
no fear of getting it broke 

It will be seen by all that is written above concerning roach 
fishing, that it js essentiallv necessary for success that jour tac 
kle, all of it should be exceedingly light and fine, that you should 
have a quick eje, and a light, sensitive, and quick hand I ha\e 
no more to add upon the subject

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So perfectly right is the poet in tins, that if you can make 
your kennel a \isic every day, your hounds will be the better for 
it When I have been long absent from hnne, I have always 
pel cell ed a difference m their looks I shall now take notice of 
that part of the management of hounds in the kennel which con- 
cerus the huntsman, as well as the feeder Your huntsman must 
always attend the feeding of the hounds, which should be drafted, 
according to the condition the}^ are in In all tin packs, some 
hounds will feed better than others some there aie that will do 
with less meat and it requices a nice ej e, and great attention to 
keep them all m equal flesh —it is what distinguishes a good 
kennel huntsman and has its merit It is seldom that huntsmen 
give this particular all the attention it.deserves they feed their 
hounds in too great a hurry , and not often, I believe, take the 
trouble of casting their ej e over them before they begin and yet, 
to distinguish with any nicety (he order a pack of hounds are 
in, and the different degrees of it, is surely no easy task , and to 
be done well requires no small degree of circumspection You 
iiad better not expect your huntsman to he very exact, where 
precision is required, he will most probably Inil 

When I am present myself, I make several drafts When my 
huntsman feeds them, he calls them all over by their names, let 
tins: in each hound as he is called it has its use—-it uses them 
to their names, nnd teaches them to be obedient Were it not 
lor this, I should disapprove of it entirely, since it certainly re¬ 
quires more coolness and deliberation to distinguish with preci 
Sion which are best entitled to precedence than this method of 
feeding will admit of, and unless flesh be in great plenty, those 
that are called in last may not have a taste of it To prevent 
this inconvenience, such as are low in flesh had better be all draft 
cd off into a separate kennel by this means, the hounds that 
require fesh will all have a share of it If any be much poorer 

By thus separntini; from the rest each as are poor, you will proceed to 
the feeding of your hounds with more accuracy and less trouble and though 
they be at drafted off m the manuer above described it is still meant that

or sulphur, they generally are let in all together, and such as re 
fpiire fesh have it given to them afterwards Having a good 
kennel huntsman, it is not often that I take this trouble , yet I 
seldom go into my kennel, but I indulge myself in the pleasure 
of seeing food given to such hounds as appear to me to be in want 
of it I ha\e been told that, in one kennel in particular, the 
hounds are under such evcellent man igement, that they constant¬ 
ly are fed with the door of the feeding yard open and the rough 
nature of the foxhound is changed into so much politeness, that 
he wilts at the door till he is invited in, and what, perhaps, is 
not less extraordinary, he comes out again, whether he has satis¬ 
fied his hunger or not the moment he is desired—the effect of 
discipline However, as this is not absolutely necessary, and 
hounds may be good without it, and as I well know your other 
amusements will not permit you to attend to so much manceuvr 
ing I would by no means wish you to give such power to your 
huntsman The business would be injudiciously done, and most 
probably would not answer your expectations The hound 
would be tormented mal a pi opos , an animal so little deserving 
of it from our hands, that I should be sorry to disturb his hours 
of repose by unnecessary severity You will perceive it is a nice 
afbur, and I assure you I know no huntsman who is equal to it 
1 he gentleman who has carried this matter to its utmost perfection 
has attended to it regularly himself has constantly acted on 
fixed principles, from which he has never deviated and I believe 
has succeeded to the very utmost of his wishes All hounds 
(and more especially young ones), should be called over often in 
the kennel, * aud most huntsmen practise this lesson as they 
feed their hounds They flog them while they feed them , and. 

There is no better method of teaching a hound obedience when yon call

general a practice, in which there may be some utility I shall 
only observe, that it should be used with discretion, lest the

1 am not fond of bleeding hounds, unless they want it, though 
it has long been a custom in my kennel to physic them twice a 
, after they leave off hunting, and before they begin It is 
given in hot weather, and at an idle time It cools their bodies, 
and without doubt is of service to them If a hound be in want 
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of phjsic, I prefer giving it in balls * It is more easy to give in 
tins manner the quantity he may want, and you are more certain 
that he takes it In many kennels they also bleed them twice a 
year, and some people think that it prevents madness The 
anointing of hounds, or dressing them, as huntsmen call it, 
makes them fine in their coats It may be done twice a year, or 
oftener, if you find it necessary As I shall hereafter have 
occasion to write on the diseases of hoimds, and their cures, I 
will send you at the same a receipt for this purpose During the 
summer months, when my hounds do not hunt, they have seldom 
any flesh allowed them, and are kept low contraiy, I beheve, to 
the usual practice of most kennels, where mangey hounds in 
summer are but too often seen Huntsmen sometimes content 
themselves with checking this disorder, when, with less trouble 
perhaps, they might prevent it A regular course of whey and 
vegetables during the hot months, must, certainly, be wholesome, 
and is, without doubt, the cause that a mangey hound is an 
unusual sight in my kennel Every Monday and Friday my 
hounds go for whey till the hunting season begins , are kept out 
several hours, and are often made to swim through nvers dunng 
the hot weather After the last physic, and before they begin 
to hunt, they are exercised on the turnpike road to harden their 
feet, which are washed with strong brine as soon as they come in. 
Little straw is necessaiy during the summer, but when they 
hunt they cannot have too much, or have it changed too often 
In many kennels they don’t boil for the hounds m summer, but^ 
give them meal only, m mme it w always boiled, hut with this 
difference, that it is muted up tbm, instead of thick Many give 
spurge-laurel m summer, boiled Up in their meat, as 1 never use 
it, I cannot recommend it The physic I give is two pounds of 
sulphur, one pound of antimony, and a pint and a half of syrup 
of buckthorn, for about forty couple of hounds In the Winter 
season let your hounds be shut up warm at night If any hotinds

You little think, perhaps, how difficult it is to be a good kennel 
huntsman, nor can jou, as yet, know the nicety that js reepured 
to feed hounds properly You are not aware that some hounds 
wdl hunt best when fed lite , others wheh fed early that some 
should hart but little, that others cannot have too much how 
ever, if your huntsman observe the rules I have here la d down 
hib hounds will not do much amiss 

As fo kenne 1 ftimagcment* generally, many of the details must 
m ccssanly be influenced—indeed not uufrequently coerced—by 
the circumstances of situation, and thc‘ means withm compass of 
those haiingthe dnection of such establishments Thus, venti- 
latiou, the capability of being kept dry, drainage, and other ob\ i 
ou '»ppiianc ch of he dth, arc often beyond the command of one 
kcnucl huntsman, while another has ever} thing so arranged to 
lus hand, that it would seem his office were little moie than a 
sinecure 

Thu matter ot lodging, however, is by no means all-sufficient 
for the well being of a pack of hounds In many of the most 
perfectly constructed, situated, and cared-for kennels in the king- 
'm, I have found diseases epidemic, from winch the commom yt

sncl\ the mainly oi liouiidi) kept iccording to the most appio\+d 
modtni s} stems I do not pretend to point out the sole and 
absolute cause of this or anj of the unnatural ills with which tlie 
hound IS vexed, as the penalty of his exclus teness hut I put it to 
-my man of common sense, whether any Uiviinous dog, on 
legs or four, can hope to escape disoider who adopts a scheme of 
feeding that would bung instant apoplexy on an ilder nm of a 
cpnrter of a century’s seasoningT^e a subject m the vigour of 
health, and confine him to his bed for nineteen hours, without i 
mouthful of food, then take him abroad for some nine hours 
more, or thcrcubout'5, exposed to a keen and bracing an, Lnf.agc 
lum in a most exhilarating sport, then bring him home as i u e» 
ous as a starung wolf allow him, inxite him to stuff till it seems 
a miracle he dies not hurst in pieces on the spot mncattlns 
course of treatment for half a jear, and what do ^ou think would 
be the resultAnd this is literally the usage adopted with the 
foxhound, yet we hear wonder expit^sed wlien the efhits of 
indigestion (the source of nineteen tweutietli*5 of all the ills that 
flesh is heir to) show themsehes in the iictnnsof such a iillanoua* 
outrage on nature as this’ 

The following most sensible suggestions of a good practical 
kennel huntsman are worthy the stnous con*sidri ation of all 
masteis of foxhounds 

“ Uounds should never be allowed to eat to satiety Sir B 
Graham, who at one time himself performed tlie office of feeder, 
and whose authority on matters relating to ftedmg and kennel 
management was never doubted for a niomcnt, considered it as 
most injurious to condition to allow them to fill thcmsches at the 
troiJ^i It is the custom of some huntsmen during the hunting 
season to draw those hounds which look thin, and give them 
some meat in the afternoon I must confess it is a system I do 
pot admire a hound fed at three or four o’clock in an aftemoou 

Irom Vjner's " Notitu Vcnatiea ” 
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IS totally unfit to run a burst at eleven o’clock the next morning 
it IS a much better plan to make such as will not feed one day 
wait till the next, by that means they soon learn to feed at a 
proper hour as they ought to do When animals reject their 
food (depend upon it), there is a good reason for it, and nothing 
IS so good for the stomach, when disordered, as a little fasting 
Such was the system pursued by the great Napoleon, who prefer¬ 
red it to taking medicine, when unwell hen hounds, whose 
constitutions are delicate, become a little below the mark, the 
better plan is to let them miss one day’s hunting , by that means 
they will gam more vigour than by overloading their stomachs 
with food which will do them more good when it is on their backs 
than it will when it is inside their nbs If you wish your hounds 

to run well up, and at the same time to be stout m an ifternoon, 
keep them high in condition, always feed thick, proportioning 
the quantity to the work, and never later than nine o clock in the 
forenoon, even eight o’clock is better Some wiseacres fancy that 
a hound fed at three or four in the evening will be stouter at the 
end of the day, but it is ridiculous to suppose that a carnivorous 
animal, like a foxhound, can ever feel distress from want of food 
during thirty six hours, provided he is well fed at other regular 
and stated periods Mr Warde was a great advocate for a little 
afternoon feeding, and, when inspecting the pack for the follow¬ 
ing day’s work, w8uld frequently draw such as he considered too 
fast for the rest at three o’clock, and give them what he termed 
“ stopping balls,** composed of oatmeal and barley-flour mixed 
with flesh and rolled up, but Berkshire was a slow and cold scent¬ 
ing country, and the pace was not expected to be quite so good 
ns it IS upon grass Ilia huntsman William Neverd, was quite 
of a different opinion on the subject, and told me he thought 
they would have done much better if his master had giveihlhc 
others some * quicksilver balls’ instead 

** When hounds lose their appetites, and when they are in the 
habit of throwing off part of their meat immediately after feeding, 
it 18 a certain sign that the digestive organs are impaired, this 
frequently happens to puppies when recovering from the effects 
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of the distemper, and eren the older ones \vhose constitutions are 
none ot the strongest are at times atBicted with dyspepsia, it 
anses generally from too great an acidity m the contents of the 
stomach, to which all animals whose aliment is mixed with vege¬ 
table matter arc more or less liable The tendency in the stomach 
to produce acid may be obviated by avoiding acescent aliments, 
and substituting animal food, which is not so likely to excite 
undue fermentation, that is eiideiit, by turning those hounds 
out of the kennel which hai e become sickly and dyspeptic to feed 
on raw flesh, when they almost invariably m a few days become 
sleek and fat This plan, however, if for a long time, or very 
frequently pursued, is not the most likely means of either getting 
them into condition or keeping them so, even if they were m such 
condition, as it cannot be long continued without corruptmg the 
state of their blood and as vegetable food cannot be entirely 
dispensed with, the excess of the acescency may be, m a great 
measure, avoided, by mixing m each meal a small portion of 
common <fhalk, and admmistenng to the hounds thus affected, to 
each a pill containing eight grams of calomel and thirty of jalap, 
on every third morning for five or six mornings, and feeding them 
twice a day as long as they are taking the pills , if it is m the 
summer, and the weather is fine, they may go to moderate exer¬ 
cise with the rest , , 

“ From an undue fermentation and the digestion becoming 
morbid, an acid and phlegm like accumulation takes place on the 
coats of the stomach , and as Dr Whytt has justly observed, 
that, when much phlegm is collected in the stomach and intes¬ 
tines, their nerves are rendered less sensible of the stimulus of the 
aliments, their absorbent vessels are partly obstructed, and the 
gastric and intestinal lymph is more sparingly secreted, or at least 
becomes more viscid This observation was made with regard to 
the human frame, but it is well known that the organic structure 
in the stomach of dogs differs but httle from that of human 
beings, both being omnivorous animus, many diseases being com¬ 
mon to both, and having slmost the same symptoms in each, for 
instance, the jaundice, or yellows, inflammation of the bowels, and

DESCRIPTION 01 THE SEESSEE -fR itfi a pJafe ) 

I he Seessu partridge of Afghanistiu is so named from its 
call of See see If not the Rock or Barbarv partridge hgured m 
the Naturahat’s Library, it is nearly allied to it This group of 
Perdi\ IS distinguished by led or y^ellow bills and legs, and 
heautifulH marked and sliewy feathers covering the Hanks The 
chesnut patih and white spots oil the sides of the neck are not 
well developed on the Afghan bird, kmdly shewn to me by a 
friend, and the blat k stripe ov er the forehead and eye on our 
specimen is wanting m the figure in* the Iibrarw, it the drawing 
represents a male, which is not stated there is no mark ot 
either spur or knob on the male or female Seesce in all other 
respects it approaches very near the description given of the 
Rarbary bird, inhabiting rockv places covered with brushwood 
here and there, and feeds much on wild thvme They are found 
in coveys, and when sprung, rise with a startling noise like out 
bush quails 1 hey are between the size of a quail and a par¬ 
ti idge {sportsmen reckon them easy to kill, and bon vicants as¬ 
sert, With watery mouths, that they are delicious eating 

We will venture to give our bird a name and a place Perdtx 
Stessee, allied to Perdix Petrosa Vebao Pettosua Perdix df 
locoudela Gambia, Pujoua breasted parttiJffe, ike rock, or 
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Barbary partudye, tin red legytd patbvlge ftotn Baibanj 
all suppos(d to be one and the same bird T1 e present indefa¬ 
tigable curator of tht museum of the Ysutic* Society will, it is 
hoped, add one of his interesting notes to settle the question I 
a n told that the only other partridge found m Vfghaniatanis the 
common Chnkor, {Perdu Chuhor^ and not tin wood partridge or 
Peuhx gulanSi which our Bengalees will persist m calling 
clue kart ) 

Ihe hill of the fernah Stessee is of a da ker color being a deep 
red, shaded black so also the general plumagf is darker the hack 
and tail being rufous, barred with daik rufous, something like our 
common grey partridge it wants the black and white stieaks 
above and below the eye, and thus corre'Tponds with the bud fi¬ 
gured m the Naturalist’s library it is a \erv little less than the 
male When I saw these birds first, 1 took them for the young 
broods of the snow pheas int or Strath ( luckori, figuicd iii one 
of the numbers of Maga some three \ears ago

At the first st&rt the Stevraird c&lled the Horses bnckj as Tomwiy 
and his rider appeared to have a slight difierence of opinion, the 
one saying Go along,you Brute"’—and the other looking as if 
he would say—'** 111 be blowed if I do”—and considering he 
was as fat as a Bunneeah, it appeared more than probable he 
would be At the second word ** off” they all got well away 
together, except ** Tommy” who was amusing the spectators

7 JAMES SIMPKINS 
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SHOOTING LOCALITIES 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE BENGAL SPORTING MAGAZINE 

Sir,—These form a list of places that can be conveniently visit¬ 
ed by any person from Landour and Moussouree, between the 
months of March and June, when the country becomes favorable 
for travelling 

I shall first describe the nature of the shooting found in these 
stupendous mountains , secondly, what ammals chiefly occupy the 
sportsman’s attention , but before entenng on the subject, I shall 
take the liberty of offering a few bnef remarks to aspirants, 
resorting to the Ilimalyahs for Deer shooting, for which this 
range is so justly celebrated 

Most men, on their arrival from the plains, naturally look to 
the old Residents for a description of all the shooting places in 
the vicinity of their residence, if their appeal is made to a truo 
sportsman, the information will be frankly given , but should the 
new arrival have the misfortune to fall in with a certain class that 
consider a trudge over these hills as only loss of time, he wdl 
be quietly told there is no shooting, that all the game has dis¬ 
appeared How many do I know that have been led away by this 
common expression, and had to regret it afterwards, for with a 
certain degree of perseverance (he is no sportsman who does not 
possess this qualification) there is perhaps no shooting in the 
world to be compared to it, all the descriptions that have been 
given, and can be said about it, fall far short of what it really is. 
It must be seen, and undertaken with perseverance before any 
insight can be formed pf its nature However, to enable a sports¬ 
man to follow the sport with satisfaction to himself, 1 wouM 
recommend him, from my own experience, to use a double barrel 
rifle of 12 to the pound, a weapon that can be conveniently car¬ 
ried, and be at the same time destructive, for from the distance 
you are invariably obliged to fire, seldom under 150 yards, more 
animals are wounded than bagg’d by using a small cahbre, besides, 
in a hilly country, a large calibre is in many other respects pre- 
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ferable, none more so than should the sportsman be firing m any 
way that the wind blows, for instance, at an object across a river, 
or a deep dell, he will find a small ball driven many inches out oi 
its line of aim 

Ot the nature of hill shooting, I can only repeat what I have 
said on a former occasion in an early number, that it is the most 
manly of all our sports for a youngster, who never thinks about 
the dangers or risk of his life, or to a man, who likes to show 
what he can, and dare do, I know of none to be compared to 
it no, not even Tiger shooting, which, generally speaking, is 
lery tame work not that I mean to condemn it, for where one 
does really show fight, it becomes very exciting, but taking the 
animal s natural propensity “ cowardice” into consideration, it 
oftener sneaks away, throwing disgust all around,—whereas the 
excitement is always the same to a mountain shooter What with 
the exhihrating climate and variety of Deer, it is not only tanta 
lizmg, but hazardous m the extreme ,—hazardous, from the nature 
of the ground, together with the pace that is requisite m follow¬ 
ing up the Deer, for often the sportsman will find himself on a 
path barely broad enough to obtain a footing, and thit over and 
along a fearful cliff, of soifte hundred feet fall on either side, or 
over a roaring cataract, where you cannot make yourself audible 
to a person immediately following you Such is lull shooting, 

1 never knew an individual who, having followed it, did not 
prefer it to all other sport 

Regarding the animals that chiefly occupy the sportsman’s 
attention, are the Deer species, but amongst them all, I should 
give the preference to the Gooral as being the most fascinating, 
lor who that has followed the Chamois over its native ground, 
does not feel a thrill of pleasure when he finally bags him , the 
sensation cannot be understood but by those who have expe 
rienced it 

'fo insure success with the Gooral, you should be at your 
ground bv earliest dawn, with the least noise possible, for they 
are uncouiraonlv slv Once started, and you don’t see them again 
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for that morning In chosing your ground, select the most rugged 
mountain, taking a careful view with a telescope (a most essential 
article to all sportsmen, but especially to those in the hills) of 
the loftiest peaks, for on the top of one, you will invariably see 
a Gooral perched, acting as sentry to the herd, who are feeding 
about 100 yards below Approach him cautiously, for your future 
success with the herd, depends on bagging him If you kill him, 
the chances are that you will obtain a shot at the herd, but if 
vou only wound, the well known signal is given by a kind of 
hissing with gieat violence, and you have the satisfaction of 
seeing the whole herd scampering olF in every direction, some 
bounding from rock to rock, as if on level ground, whilst others 
are rusliing fearlessly and headlongly down perpendituhr descents 
The next Deer, (if it can be called such) is the Sunow, this 
amma, till the last few years was very little known , in t ict, how 
few out of the vast number of sportsmen, proceeding annually to 
the hills, have seen it, or eveu take the trouble to search for it 
and yet they are found mahout an hour’s walk, t believ c, from 
the station up to the snowy range 

No shooting in the hills requires greater caution , for from the 
nature of the ground they inhabit, darR and gloomy caverns iii 
the most precipitous rocks, where the sun is never or seldom seen, 
and all places being equally of access to them, travelling over the 
narrowest, most rugged, and difficult paths with the greatest ease, 
together with the ferocity of the animal—that one hasty fire 
brings the infuriated beast down on you, when you are either 
hurled over a fearful precipice, or receive the contents of at least 
five inches of as black, highly polished horns, as will sicken you 
of shooting for ever , for there is no retreating, your only chance 
IS to wait quietly with another ready gun, and take him when he 
IS within ten paces of you right through the head, for I have 
seen them go over ground, when only wounded through the 
body or at the shoulder (which, generally speaking, I have always 
found fatal) at a fearful pace, sprmging over precipices of some 
twenty or thirty feet, with great ease

The remaining Deer are the Junow, Kukur and the Musk 
Deer The former is a noble animal standing nearly five feet high, 
they are found throughout the hills, and are easily shot, having 
foot paths all over the country, up to the snowy range, whereas 
the Kukur I don’t remember ever to haie seen across the Bha- 
garattee , they are considerably smaller, and resemble the Hog 
Deer very much in their gait The Musk Deer is the smallest of 
all the Deer species, and seldom seen but during the winter 
months in the vicinity of Moussouree, it is affirmed that to ren 
der the animal eatable, and secure the drug, which is contained 
in a bag in the shape of an egg, near the navel on the right side, 
that it must be taken out whilst the animal has life, for when 
dead, the drug is absorbed through the whole body, and the 
animal becomes of no use m any way**-for this reason it is always 
hunted down and caught m nets 

I have now given the chief animals that are found m the vici¬ 
nity of Moussouree Of others, such as the wild Sheep and Goat, 
they are found about a day’s journey beyond the Uglawa I 
have seen as many as twenty five Goats grazing at Bareetant at 
once Tigers and Leopards are both found in the hills, but the 
former, I believe, are only jeen on the Dhoon side, whereas the lat¬ 
ter will be found up to the snowy range Hogs are in many places, 
plentiful Bears are also plentiful m the Budrage range, and the 
western side of Bunnoge Mountains , they occasionally pay the 
lower part of Moussooree, that is, about the boys’ school, a visit 
during the winter months When they are hard pressed for 
food, to such extremities are they then driven, that during the 
winter season of 1837, when the snow was very deep on the 
ground, a bear had in some way penetrated into the godowns of 
the young ladies’ seminary, which in those days overlooked that 
of the boys, and destroyed an immense number of their leather 
shoes, it was discovered the next morning by the fresh foot¬ 
marks of a bear on the snow idl round the building and down 
to the kud 
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Buita —A small village immediately under the hotel, on the 
Dhoon side the smaller kind of pheasant, Kullidge,” are very 
plentiful, with a few.chikores, with innumerable jungle fowl as 
you approach the Dhoon 

Botanical Kud —This kud skirts the Government Botan¬ 
ical Garden , it invariably held a Junow, certainly a Kukur, with 
the Kullidge pheasant, and forms an easy pleasant walk of a 
morning 

Kondee Lodge —A small village at the termination of the 
last kud, and at the base of one of the spires of Bannoge Moun¬ 
tain , the kud leading up to the lodge, which overhangs this 
village, always held a Kukur Crossing the stream by the village, 
you have good Junow shooting down to the main water fall, where 
the hills become more rugged, and forms favorable ground for 
the Sunow 

Hermitage Cottage —The cottage stands on the extre- 
tremity of a range leading from Camel’s back, overlooking the 
" Uglawa ” Early of a morning, I have seen Gooral on the peaks 
before approaching the cottage, and along the stream, there are 
capital beats for Junow This used to be my favorite walk break¬ 
fasting at the cottage by sunrise at 81 ) clock, (my tollowers had 
assembled by the ringing of the alarm bell, the only house in 
the hills, that I am aware of, that possessed so useful a thing,) 

I started, and continuing all day, and generally ending at sun¬ 
set, close to Lugrassee Ghaut, the distance being about 20 miles, 
all along the banks of a beautiful stream, and possessing capital 
beats for game, both large and small 

Bunnoge Mountain —The high road is a very circuitous 
route, before the summit of the hill, about 8000 feet high, can 
be reached whereas by ascending from the school kud, which I 
always did, it is considerably reduced The ascent, however, is 
very precipitous and difficult you are certain to see Goorul though 
From the top you have a noble view of the snowy mountains as 
lar as the eye can follow the range, catching every here and 
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there, the Jumna Tending through the hills, till it flows under 
its base 

On c\ery side of this mountain are magifificent kuds, abound 
mg with all kinds of deer, (Junow, Sunow, Gooral, Kakur,) 
especially those on the rirer side , early of a morning joii art 
sure to see a Gooral on the top the first tnp I took over this 
mountain, I remember wounding one with a rifle, which gaie 
me a chase for nearly the whole day before I bagg’d him , then, on 
another occasion, I dropt one dead with No C shot, not twenty 
paces oflF 

Mcsseerana Peaks —Twelve miles past the Landour IIos 
pital, there are capital beats out the whole way for deer and 
pheasants, but at the peaks you first jneet, (I don’t believe they 
ire nearer,) the golden Pheasants, whose beautiful plumage 
surpasses any bird m India, but to see it to advantage, it 
should he on the wing,—with the sun reflecting on its brilliant 
feathers Their flights, on the least alarm, are very rapid down to 
the nearest kud, the cock birds uttering a loud whistling note 
during the descent 

Both Sunow and Gooral are found on the rugged part of the 
mountain Of the latter 1 have seen as many as twenty in a day 
all beyond this was thick jungle, the resort alike of I eopards. 
Bears, Junow, Kukur, not to mention Partridge and Chikoro 
which showed thhmselves in ifumbers, but our object being large 
^ame, these were treated with contempt 

Gundaree —4 small village immediately over the Jumna, 
possessing some beautiful beats for Junow, and the men m 
this,and the surrounding villages very expert One by name Bulla, 
a zemindar, from the village of Batowla, (I believe,) was a very 
good hand, and one who possessed great influence with the 
others, they also owned some good dogs, which we found 
very useful m many instances, but in one particular beat by 
the bridge, a noble stag with a magnificent pair of horns, 
was desperately wounded by my friend on the right To 
follow him up through such a jungle was useless , it was suggest 
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ed by my native friend Bulla, to put the dogs ou liis track IIaT> 
mg seen something of this kind m the plains, it tras readily 
agreed to, when about ten pariahs, (but far finer dogs than you 
see down below, fine muscular frames, and very keen,) were 
brought up, and put on the track Away went one mute at full 
speed in the mean time, our friend was listening with the great¬ 
est anxiety, when all of a sudden a yelping was heard some two 
or three hundred yards m the jungle,—and we were dispatched 
immediately under the charge of a sharp, active fellow, who led 
us at a rapid pace, partly down hill, till we arrived on the 
banks of the Jumna, when we were suddenly stopped, and 
directed to conceal ourselves as well as we could, for that the 
Junow, which the dogs were pursuing, would endeavour to cross 
the stream for the opposite jungle about this spot We were 
not long left m suspense, in fact, had barely recovered breath, and 
wiped off the perspiration from our foreheads, when a yelping 
was heard at intervals, apparently at a distance , but all of a sud¬ 
den in front of us, about a hundred yards, you saw the noble 
stag, closely followed by the dogs, running along a narrow path¬ 
way Thus did they continue, till within a few yards of the Jumna, 
when crossing a small cultivated field, you heard a plunge into 
the stream Away we dashed to the spot, and there was the noble 
beast m the middle of the stream, with the whole pack round 
him barking at a furious rate Almost at the same instant that we 
ai rived, a party of men from a village on the opposite side, came 
down with a fresh supply of dogs To have shot him m this 
state would have been very easy, but the danger was that some of 
the dogs would suffer, as they were round him on every side, 
some at his legs, others at his throat still the noble stag would 
not yield au inch, but there he stood, defending himself against 
his enemies, both man (for many men had approached him) and 
beast, till at last finding darkness would soon overtake us, and 
being a long way from home, we directed the men to call off their 
dogs, which they did, and a ball penetrating the deer’s head, put 
an end to hi$ existence, at the same time fracturing the hind leg 
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of one of the dogs, which nobody perceived till he began yelp¬ 
ing across the sandy bed of the river, loader than he did follow 
iQg up the deer 

These form the principal places that can be visited in one 
day without any inconvenience, but should the sportsman s inch 
nation keep him nearer home, the various kuds m the vicinity 
of Landour and Moussouree all contain the smaller kind of 
pheasant and chickore, whilst the heights hold Gooral But 
they are so fearfully disturbed by the Europeans from the depot 
who are always out, that nothing escapes them , it is always a 
better plan, if sport is your object, to proceed at once some 
distance out I always preferred going^across the Uglawa or at 
least on its banks You vrere sure then to be out of their reach 

Jatoura —\fter continuing on the Mussaran road, till its 
junction with the Sangarea pass, leading down to the Dhoon, you 
then turn to the left, and keep along the edge of a hill for about 
7 miles, when you find yourself suddenly by the village, at the 
foot of which you encamp close to a running stream, beyond a 
few blacks and pheasants, there is hardly any thing of any note, 
the latter are very plentiful 

OuNTARA —Immediately after crossing the nver Uglawa, your 
road lies as if through a defile of about half a mile m breadth, 
with a beautiful woodcock stream m the centre The hills on 
both sides afford capital rifle practice at the Gooral You may also 
see bears, which we did, and had the good fortune to interrupt 
one before he reached his den This village stands at the foot of 
Tyne range, the ascent of which (for there are three roads,) 
requires a little consideration, for as all the principal beats he on 
the opposite side, your object is to get as close as possible to a 
spring in the vicinity of game shooting ground , for water is very 
scarce in many parts, for which reason, 1 would recommend the 
ascent by tins village, as being not only less difficult, but afford¬ 
ing good encamping ground, with a dehcious spring close at hand, 
whereas ascending by Poosaljee or Nuckteeba, the road is more 
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merged and precipitous \ou are aUo a long wav tiom nnv watei, 
wliicli your followers fi^el verv much after a hard day s vroik 
Before we ascend a day or two may be pleasantly passed at 
the foot, (there was a remaikable Deodar or Cedar tree close to 
our encamping ground, measuring at its base in circumference 19 
leet 2^ inches, ns to its original height there was no possibility 
of ascertaining as almost all the fine tret s had been more or less 
struck by lightning ) \fter the smaller kind of pheasant and 
black partridge, which are very plentiful round the villages, or it 
you wish for nobler game retrace your steps to the C edar Groie 
which you passed through on vour wav to this village, and the 
hill on the left hand side will afford vou as many shots as }ou 
like at the Goorul Two of us (on one occasion) retraced our 
steps, and alter a hard day s work managed to bag three Gooiiil 
and a Knkur, and we could not have had less than a dozen 
shots each, from rifles but nevertheless it was snpcib shooting 
over such ground, when join breath is knocked out of vou mu 
Goorul, I remember, was hittercd to atoms befou he would siir 
lender, tlicre washaidlj a spot on him not riddled ^^c some 
liowgot Inm so situated that for linlf an hmii then w-’s i 
constant file kept on linn sometimes lliiv aic vc»y tciia 
(lous of li(e An instinct, of which 1 was in cm witness, 
happened to another hi other sjioit^rnan in a ddrirtnt ouarter 
lie hid shot a gooiul through the biaio, wlncli litter was 
scattered about in every dnectioii, yttstil the annual skip 
pi d about for full five minutes before lift became extinct But 
I am digressing Before ascending send for Gungaram of tlie 
village of Icneah about Ihiee miles off in him (if he is still alive 
and well) vou will find a most useful and obliging man, with per 
feet knowledge of the whole country, and w“ll acquainted wuh the 
haunts of the different animds in fact, our success mthis tpiar 
ter must m a measure be attributed to him, fji in such a wild and 
rugged range (as Iits alo ig the Bhagaruttce,) one would be at a 
loss where to find game lie sees all round him nothing but bare 
rocks, perpendicular chffa, and thick wooded water courses, or 
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kuds, yet what noble sport there is if you have an able hand to 
point it out All the animals of the Himalayas appear to be con 
centrated m this range to describe any one beat better than ano¬ 
ther 13 impossible I found all alike , containing the Surrow, Ju 
now, Gooral, Wild Goat, Barking Deer, Musk Deer, Bears, Leo 
pards. Hogs, with the various kinds of Pheasants Looking over 
my book, I find that the head of game bagged by two of us in the 
five days that we were there, viz from the 26th of May to the 
30th, amounted to ten head, as follows I Surrow, 1 Junow, 5 
Goorals, 1 Bea»', and 2 Kakurs, independent of Pheasants and 
Partridges With the Tehe, or Wild Goat, we were very unfortu¬ 
nate , there were some wounded, but none bagged, they manage al 
ways to make good their retreat down irito the impenetrable jungles

yet fiilhCd lus piiinsval calling of subduing the earth and of 
asserting dominion over It, and hunting, while it does not lose its 
title to the name of a spoit is also entitled to that of a virtue 

Our object to day liowevei is not to descant on a questionable 
point, but to relate an uncommon deer hunt which took place one 
morning this week, and which shews that however timid the Cinga¬ 
lese considered as a rate may be, yet m the fisher caste at least there 
are men who ire daring enough, as abundantly appears, indeed, m 
the verj aspect of those sunburnt brigand looking fellows whom one 
sees laughing along the Petta with their oais aud sails on then 
shoulder and then tufted hooks in their haggard straw 

Larly on Tuesday morning two jungle deers, charmed, partly by 
the solitude of the enclosure (whose padlocked gate is seldom opened 
eithei for the dead or the living) partly by the gooroonances guinea- 
grass forgot to depart from a village church }ard near this till the 
dawn had discovered them to the viilagei s I he} were soon sur 
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rounded, and though one of them succeeded m forcing the lines’

he had swam about a mile often raising his entire neck above the 
water to look about him he evidently became anvious to regain the 
shore, and shaped his course for some rocks which were m connection 
with It But before he could reach they were covered by natives and 
there was nothing for him but to face the billows again This he did 
Without fear or reproach But beyond the rocks the sea rolled on 
shore in breakers more formidable than any he had as yet encoun¬ 
tered and this combined nilh his evhausted state, seemed to throw 
him on the mercy of his pursuers hey on their part as soon as 
they thought they had a chance, plunged m after him m a st) le of 
gallantry no one would believe who did not know the none and 
aquatic daring of the 1 isher caste when their blood is up But no 
sooner did the deer sec their heads rfmong the breakers than 
he turned his head to the horizon and went straight out like a 
steamer His case however was desperate In this effort he quite 
evhausted himself and wave after vva^elie was thrown hack again till 
at last he could no longer escape the grasp of the swimmers lie 
was speedily involved in mazes of coir, and walked up in triumph to 
the place where he was discovered m the morning Soon after lie 
was brought into Columbo to be sold as alive, but by the time he 
had reached Chatham street he was dead, and as we cannot ascer¬ 
tain that he received the slightest injury, we are disposed to asenbe 
his death merely to exhaustion It gives a painful idea of the cha¬ 
racter of man, that a timid creature of the forest should rather face 
the stormy ocean than run the risk of being m his hands , and exert 
Itself even to death to escape rather than submit to be his pet —Cey¬

MBMOIR OF THE lATL (HAS J APPERl LY, Lfea 
( NIMROD ’ )—[ff ah a Porhait ] 

This gentleman, long and favourably known m sporting circles 
h} the pseudonyme of Nirnrod, died in London, on Friday, the 
19th instant As a writer on the theory and practice of fox hunt 
ing Mr ApperUj ranked among the most eminent of those who 
have adopted that subject Less elegant in style than Beckford, 
and inferior to some modern authors in his treatment of the de 
tails of kennel management, as a general authority he was as justly 
popular as, in the majority of instances, he was correct The 
spring time of few men’s lives produces palateable fruit—less than 
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nnj tint of an author, whose harvest, under the most auspicious 
circumstances, is long in attaining maturity should it ever reach it 
ith the birth, parentage, and education of Nimrod therefore, we 
h IV e nothing to do, beyond stating that he was the son of a Welsh 
gentleman—a bit ol a martinet in his wa), as your Cambrian 
’squires were wont to be—and that the course of Greek and Latin 
prescribed for the youth of this country was in his case admmister- 
td according to the approved practice No doubt he little relish 
ed the knocking about he received at the time but in after years 
lie always spoke gratefully of those who, in his boyhood had evert¬ 
ed themselves to make him smart Young \pperlej, having 
gone through his schooling, straitway entered upon the routine 
that so many—pity ’tis ’tis true ’ ’—perform From Rugby he 

passed into the world—into free hvit>g, love, matrimony misun¬ 
derstandings, and malcontent To the latter he attributed his having 
turned author "In 1821 ” he says of himself, " circumstancis 
occuned that rendered my continuing to live with my family lenj 
jar ftom desuahlo^ and having made up my mind to occupy a 
houst and farm m some retired part of the country, I began to 
sjicculate as to how I should employ those hours which the more 
requiMte attention to the occupations of between two and three 
acres of land might fail to hll up I could both hunt and shoot, 

I was aware, inasmuch is I was about to set myself down lu a 
country ibounding with game, and with one pack of fov hounds 
close to my door, and two otheis within easy rc ach Still there are 
muiv lion farming as well as non hunting days in the year, and 
‘ how should I employ myself on such days ^ was a question that 
very naturally presented itself * I will write a book upon hunt¬ 
ing, said 1 to mv self, ‘ a book upon hunting, and other sports of 
which I had partaken up to the period of my forming the resolu 
tion ’ ” 

Ihc sports which he alludes to here he entered upon when he 
went to reside at Bilton in Warwickshire, and became a member 
of the Stratford upon \.von Chib Of that portion of his life he 
never spoke but in terms of unqualified gratification Independent 
of its luG;h social character, the members were all fox hunters to 
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the backbone, and laboured in the pursuit ot pleasure as none 
but true fo\ hunters jlo Nitnrod used to say he never worked 
so hard in his life as during his connexion with that societ} 
For several seasons, in addition to his stud of hunters at Strat 
ford, he had horses at Chapel House, in Oxfordshire, and at 
IMiddlcton Stoney, near Bicester, which enabled him to hunt not 
oulv with the Warwickshire but with the Duke of Beaufort and 
Sir Ihomas Mostyn llis constant experience of the systems 
pursued with various packs of hounds, and a keen observation ot 
their different peculiarities, no doubt 1 iid the foundation of that 
practical knowledge ol the craft he professed which distinguishes 
Ins writings Had he stuck to that, had he tonfined the opeia 
tions of his pen to the kennel, the stable, and the field, Mr 
Appcilty would have left behind him the most perfect treatises 
on theof the chase that had e\er appeared But he 
took his note book into the banquet hail and the drawing loorn, 
and the boon frank fov hunter bcearac iii too in my lustauecs tlu 
huckster ot small t ilk and retailer of st ile gossip 

It was in the jtar ld21, in consequence of his detenmii ition 
to write upon held practice, th it hi commenced his cirttr is a 
contributor to the “Old Spoiling iMiga/ine,’ iiiuhr tlic 
ture ot ‘ Nirnrod ’ In thit work appeared his well know i 
Hunting 1 01 rs his letters on the condition ot Hiufers, and on 
riding to hounds Indeed we should have aid his too well known 
tours, «.k.c &c , foi it was III this Ins misfortune, or his fault, 
that the public were bidden to Ins literiry feats, to eat of the 
same dishes, 1 C cooked in all sorts of fasbions And here pet 
jjarent/iesp, it raiy he observed tint tins custom is fast travel 
ling into licentiousness Itinaj be coirect to republish essays 
in a collected shape, but surely it is not fair to serve them forth 
under various aliavt ihus, “ loreigri Sporting, by Nimrod,” 
should not have made its reappearance as “Nimrod Abroad,” 
induting people to read under talse pretences But, returning to 
our muttons, tor a senes of jears Mr Apperley continued to 
write in the magarine aforesaid, to his own profit and that ot its 
owner, Mr riLtmaii, a periodical pr prictor, ot whom it is 
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recorded that he might serve as a model to all present and future 
magazine manufacturers We have said he continued to write m 
the “ Old Sporting Magazine,” or ought perhaps to have said, he 
never ceased, for the quantity fully equalled the quality In 
speakmg of his propensity that way he observes—“ No man dis 
liked pen and mk more than I did at one period of my life tew 
men’s pursuits were less associated with the desk, hut how stand 
matters now Why, I have the greatest pleasure in writing, and 
1 really believe hfe would he burdensome to me without it 

While contributing to the Old Sporting Magazine,” he had a 
stud of hunters kept from him, a vdia called Biau Repaire m 
Hampshire, and a monthly income that would have served a Ger¬ 
man prince Malgr6 all these appliances, however, embarrass

of John Mytton, Lsq , of Ilalston ’ That most eccentric and 
unfortunate man was long a staunch friend to Mr Apperley, and 
certainly the least graceful act of the author’s hfv. was the pub 
lication of that biography of his benefactor Rut “ we come to 
bury Nimrod’—at least to offer a smill parting memoir of the 
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writer—not the man As a sportsman, that is, a fox hunter, his 
early experience was.extensive, for previous to leaving England, 
he had hunted with eighty two packs of fox hounds, to say no 
thing of staggers and harriers No question he was a sound 
theoretical sportsman, and could write t6 hounds better than any 
of his contemporaries—as well probably as any of his predecessors 
but he could never ride to them He was timid and abroad’* 
in crossing a country, and burlesqued jockey ship when perpetrat¬ 
ing a race Incomparably his best production is “ The Turf, 
the Chase, and the Road,” which originally appeared in the

THE BOAT-HOUSE 

The Boat-house stands on the Nene, at the bottom of 
the home-close, and by the eastein boundary of the 
thicket It 18 6fty feet deep, twentj-five wide, and of 
the like height, substantially built of buck, covered m 
tvilh reeds, and opening to the river by a pair of oak- 
Slatb^iPdoors, pitched and painted It ts impoSHible to 
CoUiSeiWafitter structure for its purpose in every part 
TIte water is never less than four feet deep and seldom 
deeper, except ill flood-time or wintei, when the river is 
awoliett almost to flood as a natural consequence of the 
season It holds well our wherry, fuirnv, sea^boat, pniit, 
^d fisUiiig'^bflat, and is of such substantial construction and 
convenience, mid so well supplied with ropes and pullies, as 
th place two or thiee boats in the slings, as sninmer or 
iditter lhay lay them on the shelf in reference to fi-hing 
and gnnniiig The srde walls are amplv piovitled with 
liotiks, pegs, shelves, and rests for oaie, splits* pimpiiig- 
noles, boat-hooks, weed-knives, mast spars, Cordnge, nets, 
mes and Iwine Cupboirds, too, are fixed lU the Walls 
Ibr the reception of hooks and tackle , nor is the strong 
«Sfe wanting from GkuWe^ for the wine and brandy on 
emergiencies, A little weed may be found for a piiiLh, baft 
Is loo damp for idigarsin qilahtHy, and they o<»nSequeiit- 
^ifever nfUster iti force in tirypt or enpboard mticli 
tuS^anfeal part of my atoiy, whreh, if it hai 
one of a t^oOiand lMit4so»sd« by ttvef, pond, and 
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lake, has still giren the outline of one superior to most, 
and inferior to none Then there is a little for sitnation, 
and this is to be added There are fear rivers more 
meturesque than our's, and no doubt the site of the boat* 
house was chosen by one whose feelings and perceptions 
were stronirly moved by the beanties of hike and river, 
hiii ind valley, old oaks and spreading woods It seemt 
to me that the silent shade which surrounds,*-'the cqnopy 
of lofty willow a and oaks which overhangs,—and the gentlw 
wateis which flow beside our boat house, and more sacred, 
green, and placid tlian the shades, trees, and streams of 
all theworld beside Many a time have I thought of 
them in otiier lands, and longed with a heart that pined 
for home for a quiet hour Mere Frequently and for years 
hare I nniocked the d«>or at four in a summer’s morning, 
wliile iiauglit was to he heatd but the ripple of the riVer, 
nor smelt but the incense of the wald flower on Nature^ 
altars, and as often secured it by night, when all had 
retiied to rest, save the inghtnigale, and the loitering 
iislieiman, who, with me, had Hung his ground*bait m 
gull and pool for the moining^s angling for carp aifd 
bteam 

I had many a time felt the inconvenience arising from 
the want of seats in fishing excursions, especially la 
showery days ind heavy rains, and although the boat doe4 
well enough for a Itlalve^hlft, there Is no comfort m sucli a 
seat, for one wants a table as well as a chair, or its de-< 
puty and there is something fii from companionable lat 
leaving a paity ashore, and taking to the bdkt to ^ge 
Pos'«eB*.ed of this iJea, I constructed a platform in the 
boat hoiii»e at small expense and trouble, and capital tt^n 
Two pieces of wood*work, like table leaves, are aflS^xedti^ 
the walls by hinges, and three lengths of sfx by font ee|ri 
reafiv at hand to stretch fiom side to side fofr snpporferii, 
These being laid down and the leaves unfolded therh Vs a 
capital platform 111 five minutes The chans are Wijthm 
reich, and the tabfo legs, in the shape of trekseln, rian ttp 
fiorii the platform on hinges, and Che table itstthb 
form and in ike of a cottage dooi—fixes readily on t^a 
legs, ami idl is ready Many a good old sdiig and 
story have been snng snd told around that fostifo board 
Many a day have i tat iti carpetted^ Fafls, IvHMi 'widk 
were hung with costly pictures, and gfittering mirrors. 
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while rosewood and cedar were beneath me and around, 
hut in none with a loy of heart, and careless glaraai^ that 
crowned the hours in this humble house Wiio tao that 
has had his few wants supplied by thee, Tom Clary, 
would change thy hand fpr that of pow dered lackey, pert 
and piim, bedecHed with livery and lace, and scer^Wl[ 
Tom has a fi8h\ smeil^do nut laugh, gentle reader, not 
•nppose me an Esquimaux in tastes and senses—^'I'om, t 
Ba\, has a hohv smell with him, fur his years, and he 
numbers fifty three of tiiem, have been passed amid 
trammels how-nets, trimmers, boats and fish—and 
^moiig them he will die But then he has such an eye 
for the water 1 believe there is not a pike but Tom 
iknows ^le haunt—a carp but he kens his leap—a poachM* 
but he will have him, or any Jthing in the boat house 
from a reed hook to a cork that be cannot lay his hand 
OP 

My brother Harry tells a good story, how he and two of 
our cousins, with I'om Clary, and one of their school¬ 
fellows, lay in ambush in the boat-house, on the 2nd July, 
ISiiO, expectant of a party of poachers, who were in the 
habit ot setting night hues in an adjoimug loidship 
regularly 

Our party, cautious and vigilant, had strung hammocks 
high up in the roof of the boat house, while Tom kept 
a sharp look out at sonte distance, and had a mean^ of 
eommiiineatioii uitli them by a cord and small bell 
They were ajl fast asleep, Hairv ‘sa^s, viheii they awoke at 
once^iid knew beyond ail doubt that the poachers weie 
in the boat-hogse How they aioided lorn Oiar}, was 
never knoiYD Well, oiir paity gave a wiiispei oi two 
to each otheri and careless of the consequeiices to arms 
and lipibs, tumbled Lead foremost tioiii tiieir bed 
amongst the marauders, risking the water, nhicii they 
knew was not yery deep, and thinking oii)^ of the 
glorious a^ray at hand pQwn they bame at once, 
tour fine joiiiig fellows, as athletic and hn^rdy as 
two-and-twepty siimpiers or so and country exercises 
could make them, while their opponents mustered five 
ruffians and a lad Idatl the lattei keen at all aware of 
wha*., and who were coming, no doubt they would have 
de^lt them some dangeious blows while tliey had them at 
hut the sqddenness of the attack—the hour of 
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mght—the consciousness of wrong-*-and the booty they 
^ere incumbered with—stunned and stupified the poach¬ 
ers for the moment, and this was enough to give breath¬ 
ing tune to Harry and h»s party, who were soon up and 
at 'em The souffle was severe but siiort, two fellows 
escaped, and the rest were made pnsoners of wsr, and 
marched off to the hall One poor tyke bad been knocked 

off his pins by the descent of John M-and seiit head 

over heels into the water, on rising from the pive ele* 
ment he was seized and secured uith a broken finger, 
which somehow or otliei got foul of one of the bo^ts A 
second fared little bettei, he struck a blow or two, and in 
return was knocked doun bv Master Marry, inocb after 
the fasliion that old Milo practised of yore—for Hiwry 
stindssix feet and an mcii, and bad studied under Thomas 
Spring, E q,, and other fistic piofes^ois, and was stud 
to have come out with honour'* But there was one of 
the poacheis uho had stood as a kind of receiver general 
while the pilfering nas going on, m a corner, and he it 
was, who aimed by cliance with a trolling rod, in )oint8 of 
about eighteen inches each, bestowed three or four blows 
in rapid succession upon the bead of the school-fellow, 
who had come to pasis his holidays, poor lad, at the Hall, 
and fairly bioke his he id, before ioiii Clary, who came 
up at the critical nioiiieiit, could get to the lescne I'iiis 
fellow fought well, and yieldeil 4at, and then not until 
he was fatily oiit-numbeied and ovei powered, with htf 
fiiends fallen oi gone He had a stiung leason no doubt, 
for he had plenty of evidence of 1 uceny aboiit^ him, having 
filled Ins pockets with e\ery ftioveable within rea'ch of 
himself or coiiiiades, of a size adapted to the capacious 
receptacles of a poacher’s jacket 'I liey m irched them 
off to the H ill and theie stripped them of then plunder, 
and hianded tiiein—that is, they enteied their names, sizes, 
dresses, and tones, in a book, so th it they should know 
them again , and then, in consideration of the drubbing 
thev had given them, and the \ictoiy they had achieved

presumed that the continued respiiation of an atmosphere 
stioiifirly dinged with unmoiiia is mainly piodnctive of the 
disoideis by which tliey are commonly afflicted 7 'he 
ab-'Oiption of tins subtle poison lias long been the sul>)eet 
of ^cle^uhc research* and has eventually been crowned 
With 8ucces‘* 1 he antidote iiid the mode of application 
are thus described by Mr Reece, in a piper recently pre¬ 
sented to the Roval Agiiculiuial Society of England It 
seems that Mr Reece having been invited by Mi Evins, 
of Dean Hou>e, Euston, to mike some expeiiinents, iii 
Older to pmify his stables fiom ammonia itoccuired to 
him that gvp'.um (chrystallized sulphate of hrne), liatl been 
recoiiimeiided fur th it purpose, the stables were in the 
fii'tt iii'^t ilice tieely streun with that siltcoirselypow- 
deied, hut though the ammonii uas evolvt 1 during the

nic acid le iving the ammonia to form the precipitate car¬ 
bonate of lime, the sulphuiic acid passing to the ammonia, 
and it was pieviously ascertained that in an atmosphere 
so litgldy ch iiged with ammonia as to be destiuctive to 
animal or vegetable life, a very appreciable propoition wai 
taken up by wetted gypsum Experiments were then 
made wliioU were conclusive upon that point, ikOO grains, 
wetted with distilled water, were exposed in a close stable 
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for three ^ays, ptecsaationg having heen taken to avoid any 
error from evaporation, it trasagain weighed, no increase 
cotiM be perceived, nor was any ammonia evolved in the 
application of the u«aal tests, while, SOO grams wetted 
with diluted snlphnnc ncid, and evposed the same time, 
weie found to have gained 36 grains of ammonia The 
stables Were the,n strewn with the gypsum moistened with 
snlphnnc acid, and eva<iiined next moniiiig, everv por¬ 
tion was found to have absorbed sufficient ammnniiito 
evolve its peculiar pungent odoui, when hionght in contact 
with si iked lime , the stables also h id lost their close 
unhealthy smell In the words of the grooms, “ tliev ap¬ 
peared sweetened” As it was evident the gipsnm acted 
mcteiy inechatiicilly, aifoiditig a convenient absoiheiit 
surface for the acid, experiments ^were m ide, substituting 
sawdust for gypsum, which were attended with even mcire 
favourable rfesults I’lie mixture should be spre id on trays, 
because if strenn amongst the straw, it is likely to injure 
the feet of the horses If intended for nianuie it should 
be mixed with the str iw after removal from the stable 1 he 
acid powder should be changed every third dai One 
part of sawdust will be found to absorb readih tliiee tunes 
Its weight of acid solutions which inav be piepaied by 
inea<^nie, in the proportion of one part of the sniphniic acid 
to fifteen of water I his plan lias been adopted by his 
Grace the Duke of Richmond, by Earl Speiicei, and by 
other noblemen and gentlemen, distinguished by tiieir pat¬ 
ronage of eveiy discover} that has for its object the im¬ 
proved tieatnient of animals A« reg iid» iace'hor<«e8 and 
hunters, which aie so susceptible of diseases of the chest,

It would be extrcmdy ungricious in me, naj, it would be un¬ 
grateful if I were to close my passages abruptl}, aud i^ithout 
giving a word of advice, aud a kind tircwell to my many angling 
reading brethren However, I believe that in the eleven preced¬ 
ing passages, which I have sciibbled periodically throughout the 
receding summer, I have told all, if not all necessary to be 
known to m ike a sound piactical yuscotr/or o/irfc Notwith¬ 
standing this belief, it stiikesme th it still I should not have told 
all I know, or fiilhllcd the ohjtct—that of writing a full and true 
treatise ot t iking liver fish, wIulIi I oiiginallv proposed to myself, 
it I left off at the eleven li hour \ twelfth hour ran} complete 
the thing, parlicuhrly when it will be asoitof lewnit of all that 
I have alreidy written on .iiigling My memory must be very 
good to do that, for I fancy, and I say it without by any means 
intending to vaunt of the feat, that I have written more on the 
subject of angling than any man hvpig or dead, as the BelVa 
Life lor the lastsi\ }eais will prove, containing, I be hound, du¬ 
ring that tune, scattered o’er its splendid sporting sui face, that 
portion filled by my pen being amongst the least sR, no few#r, if 
collected, than three very large volumes, not to take into account 
a volume of 300 pages, written for a party residing in Derby¬ 
shire, whom I shall not name, because by hav ing broken a pro¬ 
mise gratuitously made at the beginning of the year, and which, 
if he knows how to fish he might easily, and ouglit^^have with 
alacrity fulfilled, he does not deserve it I have then, at the 
least,^ritten four volumes on the same sporting subject, aud no 
man has done so much in the same line All the advice scattered 
through them it would be impossible for a half crazed brain, like 
mine, to recollect, or if I did I could not condense it into a single 
passage, particularly as I should dread least “ dum laboror h ev%* 
Me obscurus flam 
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When I see at this season of the year-mellow, rich, and ripe, 
and teeming with luscious beauty like the lady, I tliiuk it was 
Lady Adeline ritzfulke, who tried to play the ghost, and did so 
until he laid his finger on her full blown figure (she was a sort 
of Miss Chester), with Byron’s captivating Jtan—when I see at 
this period of brown autumn (having described it once before m 
tlie Lfe in the truest hues my brain could furnish, I shall ne er 
attempt in again,—when I see, I say, eien the very fish shops 
hung with the feather legged grouse, and the horseshoe breasted 
partridge—when I see grooms and tiny tigers, so small that the 
hares they carry sweep with their long ears the flag-stones of the 
paiernent, carrying so many presents of game—when I hear of 
Loid Forester having gone to assemble a shooting party at the 
Duke of Rutland s pretty box near Haddon IIull—of the Hon 
Fox Maule slaughteiing upwards of 60 brace m a few hours 
in Perthshire—of the shooting parties of princes and peeis, 
and commoners having departed for a multitude of manors 
dispersed all over the three kingdoms—when 1 see countless 
braces of pointers, setters, and retrievers, being led in leash along 
our streets—when 1 see starting from every point leading to the 
country from the metropolis those dangerous solitary sportsmen 
clad in gray no napped hltts, and jackets of the same hue in well 
appointed gigs, with small, fleet, and hard pointers, crouched at 
tlieir feet—when 1 see all this, I say, my occupation is gone 
The 'sporting woild have forsaken the banks of brooks, and are 
acattered with Dimascus or twisted barrel in tlie bend of their 
left arms, the handy work of the Mantons, Purdys, Eggs, Lan¬ 
casters, Moores, Jacksons, &c , over heath, turnip field, and stub¬ 
ble But then on xefleetion, I recollect that even they may be 
tempted, after their ante meridian toils with dog and gun, to re¬ 
sume the stiller sport of the angle, and that also there are hun¬ 
dreds who read the Zt/e, who are “ contemplative men,^ and 
who never indulge in any out of door recreation that may tend to 
disturb their meditative mood For these alone 1 write now 
Nearly all river fiish are now m full season, except trout and 
salmon, which are going out since they are preparing for lying 
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and therefore it is nlmost a pity to kill them, because eren thr 
death of one destro3'3 so many hundred, I might have said thou» 
sand, little ones “ at one fell swoop ** As I hare not ns yet 
treated of salmon fishTng, not being sufficiently practised m it 
to write of it to my satisf iction, I must defer doing so until next 
season, when I shall liave, unless Death hook me in the gills la 
the interim, and close my jaws for e\er, some further practice, 
that will enable me to treat the subject in a sound manner *TiS 
a stiauge fict that many of the flies that were on the water in tht 
spiiiig months re appear again in September and October, so that 
the flics I rec imaiended then will suit now, especially the differ¬ 
ently dveddnn hackles In cleardajsand in clear water, and it 
IS not u ifieq ipiuly clearer than on the biightest days of spiing, 
let voui flies he sm ill midges, with yellow, purple, and red bo¬ 
dies 1 he Wien tail and grouse iiackle, with purple bodies and 
the fimous fuiince hackle, always a good general fly, will be of 
use on mild and cloudy days It is iievt to futile to fish at this 
period befoie ll a ra , and after 3pm Some few fish may 
perchance he caught ot very warm autumn evenings with artificial 
gnats It will continually hnp[)eu that the rneis will be now 
flooded, and when they begin to char, a rather smallish, well- 
scorned dewwoim s the only bait A worm, called by soma 
“ the blue head, ’ and by others *‘the lady worm* is always at 
the dealing of floods, whether during spiingoi nutymn, the best 
of all worms, particularly for tioiit, and many a salmon too has 
been taken by this very worm In fishing viith it for trout let 
your bait trip along the bottom of the stream, as a general rule, 
about a ^ard and ahilf from the bank Salmon roe will kill well 
at present Some of the largest trout dining the floods will bo 
found m tlie narrowest brooks now, nay, in mere ditches, dry in 
summer, up which they are commencing their course to deposit 
their spawn 

Ihere is no fish in finer season at present, and it will continuo 
to be so during all the winter months, than the delicate and grace 
ful grayling And here let me throw out what I fancy to be an 
ongmal bint for the benefit of artists Most painters, m pictures 
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of dend game, say a group of deer, grouse, pheasants, partridges, 
moor and wild fowl, introduce trout punted m its plumpest pro¬ 
portions and brilliiiitest colours ’Tis an anachronism, for when 
these game are in their highest season, and''the fittest subject for 
the painter’s pencil, the trout is quite the reierse, being lo g, lean, 
aud lanky, and dim of hue The inaccuracy I lefer to is as 
glaring in Landseer’s celebrated picture, “ A Scene m Bolton 
Abbej in the Olden 'lime,* in which trout, hnlliintly punted, 
are introduced with all sor^s nearly of piime winter game, as is 
the introduction, by Wilkie, of an oybter woman v illi her tub into 
his “ Chelsea Pensioners rt uling tlie Girctte alter the hittlc of 
Waterloo” llie time the littci fuicied scene tal es place must 
be the latter end of June, when no oyster woman s st ill was eier 
seen anv where about London If any fi>!i be introrluecd into 
such a picture as that of Laodbeer &, let it he the gri\liiig which 
IS an extremely beautiful one, and then the whole composition will 
be in just keeping lining said that the gra\liiig is now 
in prime season, and, moreover, ills the best iiver fish in season, 

1 adv se all anglers to pursue it with unceising actnity In 
my first and second passage this Spiiiig, I wiotc very fully on the 
be«t modes of taking this fish, and the baits recommended then 
Will kill now, VIZ , duii-liAckles, smill red wonns straw baits, and 
salmon roe Ihere is not a day from this to Cliiisfinas that 
grajhng will not take from noon to tliree hours alter, with the 
sun shining and the water cleir, neatly ilresscd dun had les, on 
the smallest hooks If jou are fishufg m clear, still deep witer, 
let your gut line be exceedingly fine, and sink youi flies a jbuple 
of inches beneath the surface, giving them the slightest motion 
in life by drawing your line a little zig zag ways towards you, and 
they will he seized by some of the largest of these fish Pish 
carefully the somewhat sharply gliding tails of rapid streams, 
ever the favourite haunt of grayling Cotton says he caught the 
largest grnjling, and the best in season be ever saw in December , 
«nd Sir Humphrey Davy writes that he caught this fish all through 
the winter months at about noon, the water being clear, and the sun 
hot enough to bring out clusters of httle dark flies, scarcely bigger 
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than motes The artificial flies Sir IIumphrev*(who was a great 
grayling fibber) used with most success were dark bodied, tiny 
duns Prepared salmon roe will be found a sure bait for grayling 
for full a month to c«me, and, indeed, for all the salmoniil<e and 
carp specus dau, roach, perch, and chub Tor ft ir I should 
elsewhere foi^ct to do so, kt me mention here th it a fa\ouri(e bait^ 
and I believe of modern mtrodncLion,for perch, are long thin pieces 
of the flesh of Its own s[)icies I recollect very well catching m the 
Mtclitcmnean the scapeuh with slifis of tlie saidme or ai ehovy 
(fresh, of coni'll), or any othei snull fish that cimc to hand 
I should not he at all suipiiscd tint litile slips of small river fish 
cut ibont the thickness or i h ither shoe 1 ice, so that they could

slu uld be ill it large, loiigb, blown red liickle, tlink iiblitd vvith 
gold twist, siiijijiostd to be an iinitition, on a large scale of the

moderately deep, and frequent holes, by the side of, or near to, 
gentle streams, where there is an eddy , the hollows under banks , 
among weeds and roots of trees, piles of bridges, or m ditches, 
and the back streams that have communication with the larger 
river In ponds which are fed by a brook or a rivulet, perch thrive 
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rery fast, their Haunts are then chief!) deep holes, between weeds 
or stumps of trees, or on gravelly scowers ” The most general 
bait for the perch is the worm—small livtlv red ones, and tho 
best of all worms is the brandling, being otie‘of the longest livers 
and the most lively Two should be put outlie hook it the same 
time, and the bait should not be allowed to lie still at the bottom 
of the water Perch vmU likewise take gentles, caddies, grubs, 
and catterpillars In deep and somewliat sharp streams, the two 
best baits for perch are the minnow and salmon roe In docks, 
and the mouths of rivers touched by the tide, the best baits for 
perch are fresh shrimps U hey may be used eitlier nine or dead, 
but they are more killing when alive and of moderate size I am 
decidedly of opinion that the pleasantest way, and the most 
successful withal, for angling for perch of tlie largest size, is 
roving and spinning with the minnow Pass a modeinte sized 
hook, point upwards,ihroiigh the lips of a bright minnow, allowing 
It to spin about at mid water, and )oiir bait will most surely be 
seized by perch, if any come within sight of it In fishing 
this way for perch you are likely to cUch jick, particularly 
lu the backwaters, and if you could contrive to mud 
the waters before you, either by wadiug or* throwing m 
large sods of fresh earth so much the better It is as 

toiiishing how fish rush up towards muddied or troubled water 
They imagine a fresh is coming down, and their instinct or 
experience tells them that the first rush of a fresh or Hood is 
loaded with worms, larvm, and other fat food In the \^est 
India Docks and Surrey Canal a great many fine perch are Lemg 
taken ever^ day now, the best bait being the shrimp , a gieat 
many fine roach having been likewise taken, simple paste being 
the most killing bait, as it always is for this fish My readers 
will remember that about two months ag o I wiote a long article 
on roach fishing, inserting therein some admirable instructions, 
wntten by Mr Mechi, the celebrated cutler of Leadenball streeti 
and reputed to be the first roach fisher m the metropolis, and if 
he be be is the best in the kingdom, for London anglers are the mos^ 
expert we have, and this was the opinion also of that great angleri 
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and renowned wrjtcr, poet, and general sportsmaA, the late Clinsto- 
pher North So great is the success at roach fishing of Mr 
Mechi m the Esisex streams and Hertfordshire ones that he is 
supposed by many tdiave a magic paste, as he has magic razors, 
magic razor stops, and razor pastes He has sliow n, however, 
that his magic paste is simple bread piste, and tint the only 
magic he possess is i quick eye and a ready and fine hand He 
fislies with the finest tackle, without a float, and feels a fish and 
Btiikes at the slightest vibration of the rod and line That’s his 
magic secret, and 'tis the truest one With respect to biearn and 
tench, which 1 have not as yet mentioned, the best baits fur them 
are red worms, how to use which my readers know aow, other¬ 
wise I have wiitten to very little puiposc 

As regards jack or pike, it is still a mooted point whether the 
autumn or the spring months be the fitter for angling for them 
It IS my opinion that the best months tor pike fishing are Octo¬ 
ber and November 'Ihefish are then in the finest condition, 
and their haunts more easily fished, since the fligs and weeds 
amongst which they delight to prowl are then decayed to their 
roots and consequently the bait hook, and line can be flung in 
among them with little fear of entanglement I have said before 
that roving with the gudgeon, spitimng*witli it, fishing at the snap, 
and with gor_,e hook, are the commonest and best modes of 
angling for jack * In ponds and the deep pools of rivers, when 
they are ruffled by a stiff breeze at Plus season of the jeai', pike 
will take ailifitid frogs, mice, and flies, winch are only to be 
had at the fishing tackle makers’ shops Such baits are to be 
skimmed by slow and lengtliened jerks, along the surface of the 
ruffled waters I have heard many eje witnesses of his prowess 
proclaim Mr Fluke, formerly a law stationer of Carey street, 
Lincoln’s Inn, to be the best—we’ll say one of the best pike- 
fishers m London A fiiend of liis Ins promised me an intro¬ 
duction to him, which 1 certainly shall avail myself of, and we’ll 
soon fish the Lea, his favourite quarters, together, and what h*

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HOW TO KEEP UP A GOOD BREED OF DOGS FOR 

THE GUN 

BY A M OF CAMBftlDGE 

A good breed can only be kept up by judicious crossing, for, 
as eveiy sportsman knows what is technically called “ breeding 
in and in ’ iinariably degenerates, and, of course, it is of ^irime 
importance to select for a cross the best animal that can be pro¬ 
cured But particular attention must also be paid to the temper, 
and disposiiion, and make of the respcctiie dogs to be bred from 
If the dog or bitch is of a shy temper, or tirnid, the cross must 
be of an opposite disposition, and vice ve}s{i if headstrong In 
like manner, if clumsy or sluggish, the cross must be the very 
reierse In short, whatever is faulty in the one, it must be the 
endeavour to correct by judicious ciossing with the other, and 
thus, I believe, it is m any one’s power to cross even an inferior 
breed, tn tme, into a firat rate one 

But there are several points to be attended to, especially m 
breeding dogs for the gun, winch can only be discovered by ex¬ 
perience In the first place, a good bitch does not always throw 
good puppies Moie time than enoug]j is often wasted with a 
favouute, in the vim hope that her piogeny will turn out like 
herself, and, with anotlui cros-i, that the breed may be improved 
I know well what a boic it is to leai l^jLter after httei^ only to be 
destroyed the next shooting season, I would, therefore, advise 
any sportsman, if he has occii cneful in the selection of his 
cross, not to breed from a bitch a second time, however good she 
may be herself, whose puppies have disappointed him, but if 
lucky enough to have one which has proved a good breeder, to 
keep to her, and to hei sort 

Too much attention is generally paid to speed Even inbreed¬ 
ing foxhounds, I cannot go m with the old saw, that— 

-no'^e and pace 

Are the twin sisters of ttie chase ” 

Beyond a certain speed the scenting powers can never be in 
full operation, hence, rather than from any deficiency of nose.

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in most packs, the constant checks, and incessant demands on 
the si ill of the huntsman But with dogs, whose duty it is not 
to chase, but to find game, it stands to reason lint too much 
speed IS anything hut an advantage Hunt, in this case, must 
be the object of the breeder , a very diftereut thing fiom, though 
often confounded with, ^pced Going along at an easy pace with 
out ^prattle, peeking all the likely ground, cautiously pausing 
round the hillocks, with nostrils m full cxcicisc snifluig the 
breeze ,—that s the dog for me,—breed fiom it 

I need scarcely rent md the sportsman that it is essential to 
know the pedigree of a dog before breeding fiom it I would 
here, howevei, make a distinction between ill hicsdinff and 
heeding A dog may be a mongrel^ though not ill bred lu 
deed, all our best biceds were originally mongrels As an inva¬ 
riable rule, I should say, the breed of the smooth pointei should 
be kept pure, for I know of no other breed that is crossed to 
adiautage with it As a general rule, I should be inclined to 
make the same remaik of the setter, for it is only m this way 
that the breed can become more defined, which, at present, it 
scarcely is The spaniel, tenier, and water dog may all be crossed 
indiscriminately, to great advantage, lor dilftrcut purposes For 
instance, if you cross a spaniel with a terrier you ha\ e a capital 
covert dog, when you require more perseverance on the track than 
most spanieh have, as m driving ribbits out of thick furze or 
whin, when they are apt to dodge round and round without 
breaking away The cross between the water dog and teriier, 
and you may add a dash of the spaniel, will make the best possi¬ 
ble ictiievci lot vjinqcd game Ilaiis are generally too heavy 
for them It lo gener 11_^ supposed that the best whelps are bred 
from a young dog, out of an old bitch It may be so, but one of 
the he iltliiest htteis I ever reared was got by a dog tenor 
eleven years old, and out of a bitch three years old, thus just 
revtrsfng the common opmion It is also thought that the 
young ot a staid old couple are more tractable, or have less flash 
in them than the progeny of more youthful blood It imght be 
M well to keep this m new in breeding retrievers, but, for my 
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part, if a dog is arrived at full maturity, and is perfectly sound in 
constitution, I give myself little concern about the np.e

animals, when domesticated together, do form strong attachments, 
which, in a wild state, thev would not have done Ihcse attach¬

several jears Iheie seems no periodical season for them as with

the fcctus and, what lu more e\traoi din ary, tl e bull, if suffued 
to approach ntar enotifli to ibceitim the fict, will not attempt to 
coier her, though she mist be still in scaso i 

If, thcrefoic, it is quite sulticient to hive a bitch warded a few 
times, wh} run the nsk ot having a degenerate progeny by shut 
ting hci up with a dog lor a wc^k 

A litter of puppies should dwais betaken off a young bitch 
even if ^ou me in to drown them all the fiist litter is seldom so 
good, and 1 Inveknown a sojt bitcirto impiovc amazingly in her 
hunt after being bred from, and it is sure to lemov e any bad 
humours that may be about hei, and to improve her g-^neial 
health A teriicr, also, that seemed to he dch^ient m pluck, 
Vill often become as savage as you could wish after being hied 
from

has just the opposite effect fiom that whidi was intended, for she 
disoidcis hei stomach b) overeating, and then runs to evciy 
sort of nastiiKssto satisfy the moibul craving cieated thereby 
luplace of which, she should be fed twice a diy, and gtt only 
as much as is good for her, but ceitamly no meat should be left 
beside lier 

The practice of spaying bitches IS, I believe, confined to the 
chase, so I will leave masfeis of hounds to determine what are 
the advantages to be derived from doing so But as regards 
dogs for the gun, the effect of mutilating them by any such 
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absurd operation is undoubtedly to lessen tljcii hunt, and to make 
them more hzy and sluggish If you do not wish to perpetuate 
a breed, it is a very simple matter to shut the bitch up for ten 
(h) s, and, if in the sftooting season, you need not be deprived 
of hei use for a single diy If you have not another bitch to 
limit with her, she may be coupled to a dog, with shott couples, 
and taken to and fiom the shooting ground with peifict safety, 
and whe i hauling, the dog, if a keen hunter, will never tiouble 
or molest hei

■When a flat presents himself at a dog fnicicr’s, he exhibits his 
kennel with an air of abundant self complacency aul satis! iction, 
cautious, however, not to particularize till he gets his cue from his 
visitor If he perceives symptoms of a piedilection for nii) pai 
ticular animal, sometiuug like the following dalogue will, pioba 
bly, take place 

Dog fanner —“ lie’s a first rater, he is—bunt sk da}S m the 
week, and be as fresh the last day as* the fiist ” * 

Flat —“ Is he quite steady ^ 

Dog fancier —111 wairant he’ll never put up a bud ” 

The attention of the flat is then, pcihaps, attracted by some 
sombre looking brute “What soil is that tellow 'i' ’ 

Dog fancier —“ He’s a rare one, thait to till the gag He’s 
not jest the tiavel of that other, but there’s none to beat him for 
picking up single birds ” 

“ But,” says the flat, “ what sort of a cur is that lu the cor 
ner, looking as if he was ashamed of himself 
“ I thought, sir, you could not fancy him much, sir,” fe the 
quiet answer 
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** What breed do you call him ^ lie’s an extraordinary look> 
mg beast is he good for anything 

** I thinks so sir, but I dm e say, sir, you would not like him, 
sir, for he’s a rum un to look at, sir, but he’s the dog (with a 
wink) what mikes my breid though ” 

Ah I your poiching beist 

The parley is then brought to i conclusion by the dog fancier 
sajing, “ But don’t tilist me, sir, see them out, sir, by them, 
sir, and then theie cm be no deception, sir ’ 

A day is fixed , the dogs are tried where there is no chance of 
finding game, or are led up to a well known covey, ind the per¬ 
formance concludes by the dog fancier firing a pistol over them to 
show how idmirably they fill at shot 

Now let us, first, consider how the kennels of the dog fanciers 
are supplied For the most put they are composed of drafts 
from gentlemen’s studs, which they purchase for i trifle, or get 
for nothing, by making interest with the keeper Supposing, 
lioweier, they should stint one of their mangy bitches to a fi)sU 
dog, or get hold of i supeinumenry pup of clnncter, by 
bribing some uiitiustworlhv keeper, or his undeilings—how is he 
reaied'^ lie lle^e^ tistct. milk, of com sc, from the time he is 
taken from thcraothei, but is fed on the most unwholesome food 
for a whelp, viz , strong horseflesh In place of having liberty 
to run about, kcis confined in some narrow lane , aud, at best, 
cannot have the advantage which a puppy reared in the country 
has, of contracting habits of keenness foi game from its eaihest 
jears The consequence is, that, even if they had the means of 
getting the best breeds, they would be both ill thriven, and have 
little or no hunt m them Besides, how are they trained f I have 
no doubt whatever as to the capabilities of most dog fanciers to 
break * dogs, but I never saw one yet, and, indeed, but few 
keepers, who had the least notion of training them properly 
So much for the dog fancier I believe a purchaser will not be 
much better provided, to whatever market he goes Certainly few 
sportsmen will sell a first rate dog Depend upon it, then, that 
whatever sporting dogs are exposed for sale, they are far from the 
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best, indeed, for the most part, they aice the very brutes thit 
would eventually find their way to the dog fancier’s prison, if 
not pawned upon some dupe beforehand Some sportsmen will, 
perhaps, dissent from this assertion, and appeal to their own e\ 
penence to show that there i^ no such difficulty lu purchasing a 
first rate dog If they have been so lucky, theirs is an exception, 
and “ evceptio probat regulam ” A proof of it is, when the 
kennel of any noted sportsman is brought to tin hammer, 
from the decease of the owner, or any othci cause, the immense 
prices these dogs generally fetch Ihe late Duke of Gordons 
sold, ill London, for twenty, thirty, forty, and some of them, 
I belie\e, as much as seventy pounds each The late Mr Doffs, 
of innes, sold after the duke’s, for more money 

Now, if first rate dogs could be porch ised at pleasure, the com 
petition for them would not be so j^ieac when brought ir to the 
m irket Hie duke’s breed of stttcis is, cert unly, the best I have 
shot over IMr Duff s was a small, lively kind, wliitu iec|uired 
a good deal of woik and one of las keepei^, who has accompa¬ 
nied me for three or four seasons, infoirns m'*, tliat the dogs I 
h IVc been bhooting over are supeiioi to any IMr Duff had On 
tl e whole, I conclude that the animals which you meet with for 
sale arc almost luvariahly inffrior 1 believe, als'^, tha* it is m 
aiij one’s power, by proper attention and judicious crossing, to 
produce a first rate breed at all ov ents, I would *indertake, be 
fore i couple of such liave been purchased, to rcai a kennel full 
The preceding remarks apply entirely to dogs for the gun , and 
I alwajs observe that those who know most about them are least 
ajit to be swayed by their appearance the flat hunts by the C) e * 
In buying other animals, such as sheep or cattle, the case is very 
different With these you have only to be au fait to the diffe-

in ramming vour knuckles into tbeir nbs, to ascertain their con¬ 
dition, &c And you ma> form a lery correct opinion of the 
■weight of a bullock from his> appearxnce Also, in purchasing a 
horse for ordinary use, a on are mucli less likely to he deceived if 
3 on go the proper wa> to nork ricist 3 ourself in the appear¬ 
ance of the animal—try him if he suits y on, pay a pound to 
some good farrier, who mil tell yon if he is tolerably sound, and 
gi\e you an idea of his age, &c But in choosing a dog, the qua 
hfications are so very yaiious—nose, temper, traycl, hretding, , 
most of which cannot be ascertained till you hnAc had ample op 
portumties of tr3ingthe dog—that I am-coiiMiiced any one trust 
ing to his judgment without such a trial, would, nine times out of 
ten, be egregiously taken in The first point, for instance, which 
a judge ot a dog (pointer we shall say) ■will look to, is his breed¬ 
ing He rcquiics but a glance to form an opinion Ihe cars 
should hang down properlj, and not be in the least pricked up 
like a sheep dog’s Pendulous cars are, indeed a distinguishing 
mark of all proper hunting dogs The tail should ha\e no curiish 
curl 111 It Ihe hmd kgs should not have an angled ippe iraiite, 
and especially they should not have what are called “dew tlnvis,” 
or small toes ittiched similar to those which all dogs hay e on 
the first joint of the fore leg Thej'- are trouldcsome 111 hunting, 
from being apt»to catch on anv tlnna:, and on that account, as \ cll 
as to conceal the defects of breeding they are gcnerall} cut off at 
an early age Ihe hair of the t^il being strong and coarse (espe- 
cj 1II3 if there is a tuft or any long hairs at the end of Jl), is an 
indiciUion of a dash of the “ rough” in the bleeding The feet 
should be round, not long and tapci in the tots, like agre3hound’s 
Now, if there is any material defect in the breeding, a good judge 
Will at once detect it, but, then, the difFcult3 is, that there may 
be no appearance of ill breeding, and yet the dog may be not 
yvcll bred after all, which will, probablj, show itself in its progeny 
lake, also, the next point yivhich a judge will look to-—the anato 
rny It is generally thought if a dog is deep in the brisket, or 
ribs, vrith a tolerablj broad chest, the small of the back pretty

between the ears, with a fall iti below the e^^es, as if it had been 
patted or squeezed The nose n sufficient length, with or without 
much chop The bone on the top of the head should be very 
piomimnt Now, though I have often found dogs with this de 
script Kin of head with good noses, vet, in point of fact, the con- 
lormation of the head h is nothing at all to do with the scent, but 
mil) indieitcb that such dogs have descended fiom others of like 
mal e, which were famous for their sense of snell This is not, 
as may appear, a chsstinetion without a dilTerence, for if a capaci¬ 
ous, or any particular make of head, was « caui,e of scent, as er- 
roneoii Ij supposed then we should iiuariablj find dogs of this 
particular shipe with acute noses But this is fir from being the 
cast, or we should not hear the remaik so common with sports¬ 
men, that such a dog " ought to be good, for he^ hat. a capital 
head ” The fact is, that the sense of smell, like all the* other 
senses, depends entirely upon the evquisiteness of the nerves 
which cause any paiticulir sensation The membrane which is 
tlie seat of smell is supplied, as every one knows, with certain 
nerves, called the olfactory nerves, and small particles of matter, 
supposed, with apparent truth, to be the essential oils, which 
exhale and float in the air, coming in contact with these nerves m 
the passage up the nose, cause that particular sensation called 
smelling The grosser the particles, of etjurse the stronger is the 
sense of smell Thus, n body in decomposition, though in fact 
it has no stronger smell than when quite fresh, yet it is more 
strongly felt, because the particles, being grosser, press more on 
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the nerves of the nose If, therefore, the membrane of the nose 
IS sufficientlj moist, the acuteness of the sense of smell in any 
animal depends entirely on the position of the nerves, as they 
happen to be mou or less cvternal, i e , ue near the surface of 
the skin, because the inteiventiou of any particles must he more 
stroni;]y hit in the one case than in the other It would be just 
as absurd to sav, that, because a min with large ears happened to 
have 1 fine ear for music, and his posterity inherited both these 
properties from liirn, that every man with large ears mui>t have a 
hneear for music, or ra*her, perhaps, because an epicure (for the 
palate is very similar to the olfactory nerves) happens to have a 
small head and a large paunch, that;, every small headed man 
with a capacious stomach must have the sense of taste in an 
eminent degree 

I am afraid that there is no waj, except by actual experiment, 
of determining, with any accuracy, the sense of smell in a dog, 
unless some very clevei fellow, of dog liiujuig propensities, can 
invent a method for discovering the jiosiiioii ot the olfactory 
nerves If you give a dog a fur tnd, joii must come to a light 
conclusion as to his qualiheatioiis It leist \]1 dogs have good 
and bad dajs and tlicic ire good nud bad scenting days You 
must, thcicfore, see him oat in all sortj of days, and competing 
with other dogs, before you eaii judge of him properly, and 
always expect him to turn out worse than he appears on trial, 
m other words, that you have seen the best ot him —Sporting 
liaiew

fir In a minute, heids of antlered dtci s\ (pt across the rides, 
hares spiung from their foims, an 1 hundiedo of 1 ibbits skipped 
to then bur ov s, scooped dcfph in many i bank and sandy iiuok 
But not a hound took notice of these dem/rus of tlie wild

giojmd,” obsened Sir Godfic} “ Ila k'—a lialbio ' Yes, by

Mahiatta horsemen 

Dharujar, Mirc/i 20 ih —Immediately on our return to Dhar- 
war, we despotcheJ stouts to scour the country and gam iiitclh 
gence of the two bears that attacked our horses on the march 
from Belgaum , ind this rnormug a messenger arrited with the 
gratifying intelligence that two bears of imusual size had been 
maiked down on the side of a rocky hiU about fiiieen miles from 
hence 

My brother and I, accompanied by Dr Macpliee, immediately 
started on horseback, and fortunately reached the ground before 
the game had been disturbed They were lying asiwep in a snug 
corner under cover of a projecting rock, and might botlihait 
bee 1 desp itched without trouble had it not been for the imprudence 
of the Doctor, who fired a charge of *‘giit shot” into one of them 
before they were properly surrounded The wounded bear started 
up with a loud roar, and made off at an awkward gallop, while 
his companion, putting her head between her legs, rolled over 
the edge of the rook, plunged into thick cover, and although 
pursued by the whole partj, except myself, succeeded m making 
her escape 

I gave chase to the wounded bear, and from knowing tha 
country well, managed to head him by cutting across a shoulder 
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of the hill The moment 1 showed myselt the animal lose upon 
his hind legs with a savage growl and prepared to do battle , but 
he had hardly expanded his broad chesS when he dropped at my 
feet with a bullet through his heart He uttered one roar, the 
blood gushed in torrents from his mouth, and sinking to the 
ground with his head between his fore paws, as if composing 
himself to sleep, he expired without a struggle 

We now commenced a tedious chase after the bear that had 
escaped, and with infinite trouble succeeded in tracking her, 
through dense underwood, to another hill about a mile from the 
one on which she had been started 

Here we lost all traces of her amongst the rocks, but the 
nature of the ground afforded some clue to our further search 
The hill was composed of a rugged pile of enormous stones, 
intermixed with brushwood and on the side to which we had 
carried the trail, presented a perpendicular face of scarped rock 
from thirty to forty feet high, along the top of winch ran a ledge 
about two feet wide, which the natives informed us led to some 
deep fissures likely to afford shelter to the hunted beai

Mew beyond a projecting point of rock that concealed the remain¬

But the words were hardly uttered when Mods Meg exploded 
with her usual canuonlike report, making the Doctor stagger

Soon after the above adventure, my brother and I, accompanied 
by the Doctor and a young civilian, m ide another excursion to 
the western coast, where we bed good sport as usual But as my 
readers have had more than a fair proportion of sporting adven 
tures lately, I shall confine my extracts from the notes taken on 
this occasion to the description of a suttie, or self immolation of 
a Hindoo widow, which we happened to witness 

1 he suttie took place at a village a few miles from our camp, and 
horrible as it may sound to stand by and see a fellow creature— a 
woman—burnt to death, yet my brother, and the young civilian. 
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being the only magistrates m the neighbourhood, considered it their 
duty to attend tlie ceremony, in hopes of dissuading the infatuated 
victim from her purpose, or failing of this, at least to rescue her 
in the e^eiit of lier springing oif the pile , for if no Europeans were 
present, the hrutal Brahmins would, under such circumstances, 
thiust her back into the flames, and instances have occurred where 
the woman s life has been saved by the interposition of a magis¬ 
trate, even after the fatal pile has been lighted 

Whtn we ariived at the spot, we found a number of Brahmins 
erecting the funeral pile close to the sea , and it excited feelings 
of unutterable disgust, to see the relations of the unfortunate 
widow liughing and jesting as they arranged the horrid 
apparatus Ihey appeared to look forward with pleasure to 
the approaching tingedy, and no one seemed to bestow a thought 
on the fearful suffeiings which the victim of superstition must 
endure ere tlie saenhee was completed 

The pile was composed of logs of wood interspersed with layers 
of dry straw, sugar canes, and other combustibles , tins was co 
vered with a mat, audio render it still more inflammable, was 
saturated with or claiificd butter 1 he height of the eiec 
tion might be about four feet, the breadth being just sufhcieut to 
admit of two bodies laying side by side , and above it was a plat¬ 
form of dried wood, so constructed as to fall upon the bodies, as 
soon ns the Are consumed the slight props by which it was sup¬ 
ported 

After about two hours spent in building the pile, a confused dm 
of trumpets and tomtoms announced the arrival of the widow, 
pieccded by the corpse of her husband, and followed by a crowd of 
friends and relations Slie was a beautiful joung creature not 
muie tha i eighteen or niiieteeii }ears of age, and my blood ran 
cold as I saw her led forth like a lamb to the slaughter 

Much as I had heard of the courage displayed by Indian wo¬ 
men in the act of s^lf immolaLun, 1 did not believe it possible that 
one so )oui)g, and of so delicate a frame as the present victim, 
could behold the dreadful apparatus prepared fur her destruction 
without a shudder But no traceaeither of sorrow or of fear were 
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Tisible on her placid countenance She seemed to hart taken leave 
of this world for ever, and to have fixed her every thought on the 
prospect of meeting her husband in eternity 

Her pale, interesting features gave the^most perfect idea of 
resignation And her firm step and self possessed manner satisfied 
us that no exciting or stupifying drugs had been administered to 
prepare her for the awful ceremony 

We had come determined to save the poor creature if possible, 
and were more than ever anxious to do so now that we had seen 
her 

While the corpse was being prepared for the funeral pile, we 
insisted on being allowed an interview with the intended victim, 
made use of every argument we couUJ think of to dissuade her 
from her purpose We offered to make her a handsome allow¬ 
ance for life, and to protect her fiom the malice of the priests if 
she only consented to live But all was of no avail Uhe accurs¬ 
ed Brahmins had done their work too well 

If a widow refuses to sacrifice herself, those crafty hypocrites, 
those ministers of the devil, expel her from her caste with curses 
and Ignominy , she is looked upon as a degraded being , she cannot 
marry again , she becomes an outcast, shunned and despised by 
all, and even her nearest i'elatives dare not countenance her In 
the temples women are duly exhorted to tins act of self immola¬ 
tion, by promises of eternal happiness, and threatened with po 
verty, scorn, and infamy, if they allow the natural love of life to 
prevail 

Is It then to be wondered at that poor, ignorant creatures, thus 
urged and threatened by a crafty priesthood, prefer death, even a 
firey death on the funeral pile, to life purchased at such a priced 
The poor girl appeared grateful for the interest we took m her, 
and a tear-—the first we had seen her shed—trembled on her long 
silken eyelashes as she thanked us , but her resolution remained 
unshaken She presented each of us with a cocoa nut, which sh® 
begged us to keep for her sake , and waving her hand with the air 
of an inspired being, she motioned us to withdraw 
1 0 my dying dav I shall never forget that scene 
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As we tnrned to depart I saw a devdish smile of tnumpli steal 
over the countenance of the ofEciating priest 

The corpse having been stripped, and washed in the sea, was 
stretched naked as it was upon the ground in front of the funeral 
pile , and the widow, seating herself at the head, prepared to take 
leave of her relations It was very affecting to see her aged 
mother throw herself at her daughter’s feet, kiss them, and bid 
her farewell 

The poor girl’s firmness could not withstand this tnal—she 
wept bitterly—but it was only for a moment Waving her hand 
as if wishing to be left to her own thoughts, she appeared to 
forget every thing upon earth, and with her face raised to heaven 
called incessantly on her Gods Her attitude was that of intense 
devotion , and except when disturbed by persons kissing her feet, 
or making her touch cocoanuts, which are then esteemed holy, 
she never moved a limb 

During this time the priests chanted passages from their sacred 
books, promising eternal happiness to their poor victim if she 
kept up her courage and completed the sacrifice When they 
had finished, the corpse was laid upon the funeral pile, and the 
widow, unassisted, walked three times ^round it Having com¬ 
pleted the third round, her little brother knelt at her feet and 
kissed them, while her father poured oil upon her head, and 
the unfeeling monsters who surrounded her, maay of them 
women, raised a joyful shout, mingled with peals of laughter, as 
if exulting at the near approach of the last awful ceremony It 
was fearful to behold such hardness of heart, particularly among 
women 

The young widow’s earthly career was now drawing rapidly to 
a close A few moments more, and she would be suffering the 
most horrible of deaths 3ut her eye quailed not, nor did her 
hps quiver She ascended the fatal pile as if jit had been her 
bridal bed, and stretching herself by the side of the loathLSome 
corpse, already in an advanced stage of decay, she clasped it m 
her arms, and rested her beautiful bead on the breast, whidi was 
literally a weltering masj of eorruptioii. 
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It was fearful to behold the living and the dead thus united, 
to contrast the rounded limbs and graceful figure of that fair girl 
with the bloated, grinning corpse which she held in her embrace^ 
My heart sickened at the sight, and a feeling of deadly faintness 
came over me , but 1 had strength to see the tiagedy completed 
I was close to the pile, and watched the poor victim’s coun¬ 
tenance narrowly, it was pale as death, but perfectly placid 
She never moved a muscle, and appeared more like a marble 
amage than a living being Even on the brink of eternity, with 
the prospect of so fearful a death before her eyes, the fortitude 
inspired by a blind and devoted superstition, supported her 
through the trial 

When all the preparations were co^ppleted, a horrid yell was 
raised, and a number of men rushed, with lighted torches, to¬ 
wards the pile, shouting, dancing, and screaming like demons In 
an instant, the whole was m fiames Heaps of burning straw 
fell on the two bodies The death shriek of the wi etched 
victim was drowned amidst the roar of a thousand voices 
The fiickenng fiames ruse high above the pile All was one 
glowing mass of fire, and the poor creature’s sufferings were 
ended Once I saw her struggle, but it was only for a moment, 
and dreadful though her agony must have been, it could not have 
lasted above a few seconds The wind was high, and the dry 
wood burnffwith such furv, that m a few minutes, more 
than half of the pile was consumed, and no one would have 
guessed that two human bodies were smouldering m the midst 
of it 

As we turned to leave the accursed spot, the worthy doctor, who 
had hitherto remained a silent but deeply affected spectator of the 
dreadful ceremonv, found it impossible any longer to restrain 
his indignation, and striding up to the principal Brahmin, he 
gave vent to his outraged feeling, by damning him to his heart’s 
content in choice Malabar, of all known languages, the one most 
Abounding m powerful anathemas 
The haughty Brahmins, accustomed to lord it over the timid 
Hindoo, stood perfectly aghast at bemg thus bearded in pre

seace of his disciples, by an unbelieving kaifer He was ^'some. 
thing more than wrath,” and would doubtless have roasted poor 
Macphee alive had he possessed the power to do so As it was, 
he had to brook the insult as best he might, while the doctor, 
spitting on the ground in token of his utter disgust, thrust his 
hands deep into his pockets, and walked away evidently mach re¬ 
lieved by this outpouring of his wrath • 

Since the time 1 write of, the Indian government have, on the 
principle of ** better late than never,” succeeded in putting a stop 
to these barbarous sacrifices But I look upon it as a lasting dis¬ 
grace to the British nation, that such diabohcal cruelty should 
have been so long tolerated 

It used to be said, that it might endanger the country to interfere 
with the superstitious observances of the natives A feeble excuse 
for still more feeble policy Did we not, many vears before, when 
our hold upon the country was much less firm than at the time I 
write of, put a stop to the unnatural practice of sacrificing female 
children ^ And what dangerous consequences ensued None 
whatever, the mass of the people blessed us for our interference 
Why then were sutties tolerated Who were the instigators and 
perpetrators of those heathenish rites A very small proportion of 
the population None but high caste Brahmins burnt their widows , 
and had we then, as we have now, declared any one guilty of 
murder who assisted at such a ceremony, or, by theats or^ pro¬ 
mises, instigated others to do so, we should not only have acted a 
manly and a Christian part, but have saved thousands of victims 
from a miserable death , and, as the result proves, without m the 
slightest degree dimimshing our influence m the country 

On our way back from the coast, we made a detour to the 

northward, and at Menritch met Lord C-, the Governor of 

Bombay, who was making a progress through the southern Ma- 
hratta country, to visit the native chiefs 

To those who delight m barbarous pageantry, this would have 
been a fine opportunity for indulging their propedsity The 
whole country appeared to keep holiday , and durbars and pro 
cessions were of daily and hourly occurrence 
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The Rajah of Kolapoor, almost the last prmce of the once 
powerful Mahratta race, and the only one whose court still floiir> 
ishes m the true semibarbarous style, who was one of many whom 
we visited He is a little black, vulgar looking man , and his 
court, like that of most Indian princes, exhibits a curious mixture 
of magnificence and tawdry finery He received us most graci 
ously,«and did his best to amuse us with nautches, reviews, and 
bunting parties 

I have, in a previous chapter, described the method of running 
down the antelope with hunting leopards, which is the rajah’s fa¬ 
vourite sport, but one not at all suited to my taste The reviews 
were more interesting, and 1 was much pleased with the gallant 
bearing of the Mahratta horsemen 

They are fine looking men, well mounted on tall, active, native 
horses, and armed with a sword, and a lance about twelve feet 
long In the use of this latter weapon, they are unrivalled, and 
in their exercises perform feats which, to those who have not wit¬ 
nessed them, must sound almost incredible , that of picking up a 
tent peg on the point of a lance, stiuck me as one of the most 
extraordinary A tent peg, as thick as a man’s arm, and upwards 
of two feet long, is driven firmly into the ground, till only a few 
inches remain above the surface, and a man exerting his utmost 
strength, ci^inot pull it up The horseman rides past this at 
speed, and striking it with the point of the lanee, jirks it out of 
the ground, and carries it off 

By what peculiar knack a man is enabled to do this with t 
slender bamboo spear, I never coaid understand, but it appears 
to be done without any effort on the part of the horseman, and 
almost invariably it the first attempt —Neio Monthly for Oct 
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Cape Town, September, 1843 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE CAPE TOWN MAIL 

Sir,'—Local politics are naturally the leading source of a Dewa< 
paper existence in a colony , but though honourable members 
are no doubt avrfully interested m the astounding bursts of ora 
tory you sometimes print for them in your reports of Parliament, 
though fast goers wot ride to pot m chaises” will chuckle at the 
prospect of a white wash bill,—and “ frontier grievances” may 
melt the hearts of philanthropic gulls,—yet, as there are among 
your readers many who would not quarrel with a sporting 
theme,—what say you to making room for a diary, (in the rough 
as It lis,) of our doings, with a pack of fox hounds that have 
hunted of late in this neighbourhood 7 

A few public spirited residents who possessed hounds, having 
handsomely given the services of their canine property for the 
seasons, and a few lovers of the chase, having opened their purse 
strings towards the maintenance of the animals, a respectable 
pack was at once embodied, kennelled and designated the " Uni¬ 
on Hounds ” 

Six weeks of good hunting weather had elapsed before the 
project was thought ot, and action of necessity nn so closely 
second to suggestion, that in five days the hunt was in opera¬ 
tion, commencing on , ' . 

Friday, 2d June —Got together m a hurry , all as much 
strangers to their huntsman as to each other Made their debut 
at Fig Kraal, where a more rebellious lot was never seen Old 
hounds tearing away with every tainted whiff that reached their 
nostrils, from the trail of a hottentot down to a mungoose 
Young’uns indulging in every extravagance of puppyish gambol, 
sundry of them cutting their sticks homewards the moment their 
necks were out of the couples 

Fortune at length brought us on the drag of a fox m 
Tiger VaUey—a challenge from " Monitor” brought the others 
to himma sheer spirit of curiosity to know what be was taking 


. 'I 
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about, instinct ^eedily awoke them to a sense of duty, and they 
all settled to the work they were formed for—right merrily,— 
sticking to it for an hour and a half, when, from want of condition 
they fairly were beaten off, and a stout fox ** lives to run ano¬ 
ther day ” 

Tuesday Oth —Already improving in muscle and heart, the 
hounds showed great promise this morning Hit off a scent near 
Butcher’s Kraal and closed on it warm , the fox at first seemed 
inclined to take the pace, was too strong to him, and rounding to 
the plain again he had recourse to his scrapers in a straight line for 
the Observatory Finding the Astronomer from home, Tyger 
Berg was his only hope, and board ship he went, m the bold 
resolve of once more crossing the plain and inch by inch, gain¬ 
ing on him, the hounds broke their fast, on fox number one, of 
1843, on the face of the mountain after fifty five mmutes without 
a check 

Both huntsman and whip paid their footing to the soil, the 
former’s horse performing a somerset in a quick sand, and the 
latter coming by a wicked header in a mole pie —Soft fall¬ 
ing and no damage done, beyond the flattening of Solomon’s 
beaver 

Saturday, 10th —Drew T’lger Valley, where the coverts are so 
strong and the deer so numerous, that the hounds became un¬ 
manageable ^ Corporal punishments were administered to no pur¬ 
pose • Up jumped duyker u])on duyker, taking the dogs to the 
devil, and a precious job it was getting them together again 

Tuesday 13th —Manmngberg’s—Blank —No scent 

Saturday 17th—Met at Mannmgberg’s in a heavy fall of hail, 
hound crouching in the bush for shelter from the pelting storm , 
council of war was deliberating on retreat, when a gleam of sun¬ 
shine on the snow capp’d hill dispelled all hesitation Threw off 
to the left of the Sandvliet road, drawing for the Ruise River The 
pack, outspread in a busy search,” feathered up to a covert 
where Councillor, in tuneful song, proclaimed a fox on foot , 
Driver seconded the challenge, and the shrill King Fisher con¬ 
firmed the fact of Sir Reynard having “ gone away” at a catch- 
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me who can sort of pace, as was practically demonstrated to the 
Field ’—“ Breast high,” down wind in a crow fight line, 
nothing “ possessed of the gift of going” could live with them 

Crossing the Eersf River road, the leading hounds over shot 
the scent, and for a moment were at fault , but “ brief was the 
breathing time ,” the fail hounds came on with it, and all again 
chimed in, keeping the game alive through a thicket w th an 
open plain a head, where out, popped the panting varmint 
Tally ho’ “They view him’” “They have him ’” Whoo 
—whoop ’ after twenty five minutes, with a select trio, to wit 
ness the finish ’ 

Tuesday, 20th —^Threw off at Fig Kraal, drawing to the right 
of the Stellenbosch road, passing the Roiknolls Three crows 
suggested the presence of carrion, and it was so Twenty yards 
beyond a dead bullock, the hounds touched the warm effluvia of 
a fox leading them a ring or two, he at length made head way 
towards half way house Gaining on him, he was viewed re¬ 
peatedly, and beginning to sink, he took to dodging, now was 
the critical moment to “ hold hard,” but alas no sooner had 
the “ pace slackened to a pause” than a cockney spirit of eques 
trian rivalry possessed the field,—belter skelter, the dogs were 

overridden and scent over run—and as the desperadoes cut in,_ 

foxy cut out, his drag getting cold while the pack was at fault 

Peace and order being restored, two casts discovered the scent

which was once more settled to a decent pace, heading for Stel 
lenbosch hill over a rayther heavy country In getting forward to 
his leading hounds, the huntsman suddenly vanished in a bot¬ 
tomless abyss of dirty water, emerging therefrom habited m a 
suit of black, and dragging after him a sable steed which was once 
adrapple grey ’ Next went “ tail over head” a mercurial “ Qmhie* 
on kissing terms with a sod and thus the sport was seasoned 
with purls through the morning Crossing Kuils River, the fox 
was viewed, quite lively again, and with a flourish of his brush, 
went his wav rejoicing, as the scent failed, and most of the field 
were planted, with the pleasant prospect of twenty miles between 
them and the stables of their jaded steeds ’ 
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Friday, 23d —*Meeliing put off on account of bad weather, Sa¬ 
turday, meeting again postponed 

Monday 26th —Manning berg’s —Blank— Country under wa- 
ter, and no scent 

Thursday, 29th—Threw off at Jackall’s Fountain “ King 
Fisher’s turn to day to unkennel a varmint, and, skirlin at him, 
was sopn joined by the body of the pack, m a spurt over a bow¬ 
ling green for half an hour, driving the game to earth He was 
bolted sharp, and given a chance to save his bacon, but had it 
not in him, and in helpless, hopeless, brokenness of heart, yielded 
to his fate of a tear and worry 

July Ist —Manningberg’s—This, though a bloodless, was a 
killing day to man and beast 

Found near the llock earth, pointing southerly, down wind, 
to the beach at False Bay, and hauling up on the larboard tack 
the sly one coasted it over a choking series of acclivities, in alti¬ 
tude and quick succession resembling the mountain billows off 
the Cape in a gale of wind , over one—another showed front 
bigger than the last, and ditto repeated for more than an hour, 
with the hounds m full cry— 

It try*t the mettle o’ their steeds. 

And faith k gar’t them whaizle 

Viewed on the plain near Masisenbergh, and crossing a bit of 
white sand, cpme to fault Lifted the hounds forward by the 
spoor to the court beyond, “where, after a few whimpers, in ac¬ 
knowledgment of the drag, the fun appeared to be over for the 
day, when all of a sudden, the whole pack simultaneously opened 
on something like a fresh fox Off at score, taking all the infer¬ 
nal wavy country m his line , he made a push for the Rock earth, 
but was forced over it The huntsman and whip had this second 
affair all to themselves, the whole of the Field having had it 
pumped out of them in the first run 

After some three hours of it, Solomon’s nag began to trot, 
and finding him shutting up, the sturdy whip jumped off, threw 
away hat, coat, and all encumbrances, and rM) up stoutly on foot 
with the tail hounds The huntsman also dismounted, when 
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the hounds \^cro reduced to a walk, and joined Solomon in a bit 
of pedest,riinihim but the hounds were now dead beat, and scent 
burnt up bv a scorchin^ sun

The fisherineii floating down the stream on their ludely- 
constiucted rafts, supported by hollow gonid**, also fre¬ 
quently atti acted out attention, and furnished us moreovei 
with the means of adding a little variety to our repasts, 
whilst some of the finny tenants ot the mighty stre im in 
flavor and delicacy would not have disgraced the boaid 
of a city feast 

On the bioad surfice of the river floated innumeiable 
craft of every size, shape, and dimen'^ion, whose talllitinc 
sails, when the body ot the lessel wis still conce ilcd by 
the winding banks of the liver, z)ft ippeired like the 
elevated wings of some fibulous and enoimous bud slowly 
prep 11 uig to take flight as they skimmed along the sei 
of lerdure which w IS alone perceptible undei then sswell- 
ing and gigantic foims 

On the cieiiing of the fouitli day our eyes were feasted 
with perhaps one of the noblest sights in aiature, as we 
beheld the deep led sun in a flood of molten hie slowly 
setting behind those most stupendous monuments of tormer 
power, giandeui, and oppiession, the eteiiial, the time- 
lionored Pyiamids, whose summits the declining liirainny 
still gilded long iftcr it had dis ijipeaied fiom oui kt u iiid 
dipped into the boundless s uidy oce in beyond buch a 
sight to be duly appreciated muht be witnessed, and iny 
ittemjpt at dtescnption wopld be a nieie waste of uoids 
suffice it to «ay, that next inoining we 1 inded at Houlacf, 
and mounting the ready saddled donkeys we found it the 
landing-pI ice, soon trotted into El Musr, Kahirah el Kibii, 
the Great Cauo, “ pai excellence’^ the City of the Eist 
and truly Oriental and oiiginal it did appeal even to oiii 
gaze, now long accustomed to the gorgeous sights and 
splendid misery of the Levant After visiting Stamboul, 
bmyrna, Bey rout, and Alexandria, the traveller is asto-

Ihe only thing which met our view bearing an inipiess 
of the West that lecalled oui Euiopean ideas was a laige 
white board stretching across one of the nairow sheets, on 
which Avpie legibly inscribed in pondeious iloman charac- 
teis “ Waghoins Oiiental Hotel ” nor were we soiry to 
find ourselves once nioie located amidst English comforts, 
with which the afoicsaid caiavanserai was most abundant¬ 
ly piovided, and, after all our rough camp iigning amongst 
Bedouin Arabs and the wild Mountains ot S)ria, it must 
he confessed that at first we did not find ourselves perfect¬ 
ly at home when seated once moi*e like Christians at a 
good dinner, with knives, folks, plates, and glasses, and 
all appuitenances iiid means to boot Nor amidst the 
many other to us now novel luxuries ind attractions must 
be omitted that of a sight ofoui own fiii countrywomen, 
in the shape ot a couple of smart and pietty English cham¬ 
bermaids, who, together with a spruce waitei, composed 
pait of the establishment 

Once fiirly located, m) first move was to take measuies 
to gam intelligence respecting the exiled Emirs and 
Sheikhs* For this purpose I despatched a messenger to 
Thebes, and, whilst awaiting his return, lacked neither 
occupation nor amusement

Aftei feriving across the Nile at the Island of Rhodah, 
wo linded at Glii/ch, the scene of the defeat of the M i- 
melukes by the hronch, and leaving the gieat Pyiamids 
on mil light kept for a considerable distance in a southerly 
diitction along the fertile helt of cultivation inteivening 
between tbe River and the Desert, which latter we at l^st 
enteied close to tbe ciumbling though still gigantic masses 
c died the Pyramids of Dashour Scarcely had we quitted 
the iicli pastuifts of tbe plain, and embarked on the ocein, 
of baiienness before ns—^an ocean so boundless tb it even 
imagination IS lost in its magnitude—when qinttlv steal¬ 
ing towaids one of the Pyiamids, we beheld, amidst the 
broken smdy undulations, that most grateful of sights to 
tbeeje of a sport'^man—a*fine largo fov 

Immediately after laving on tlic dogs, I made towards 
the Pyramids, which, constiacted for Monaichs, weie now 
the abode of tlie ‘‘ ] ickall and bj.iEna,” and w^ieie it was 
more thin piol)ible oui filend lev nard bad also his liar- 
rack loom lie made a hold and dashing effoit to gam 
Ins quaiters, hut 1 succeeded in heading him, and, on turn¬ 
ing, he tried for the Fyiamids of Siccarah, dcioss a fine 
open space of hard gr IVelly sand, the dogs well laid on, 
and kept to thou woik by the little Doctor and mvself, 
who cheered them merrily foiw^ard At fiist one of the 
English dogs took the leid m gallant style, and the odds 
appeared mueh in favor of Rritish blood, hut as the run 
w IS prolonged, he began, under the Inoilmg sun, whose 
heat was doubly increased by the glare of the surrounding 
sands, to shew evident symptoms of distress, and the 
^vbyssiDian, who had latterly come up, apd been hanging 
close on his flank, now got a-head, the other two dogs 
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beings nowhere, and eo completely done as to be thrown 
out and completely m the leai of the hoises 
The ground, which had hitherto been toleiably good, 
hard sand and gravel, now got lathei unpleasant —m 
amidst bteep falls, the e\c ivated found itions of what had 
probably at some remote period been the noble stiuctnres 
of the Great Memphis, we would suddenly gallop on the 
lery l^rink of the deep shafts or wellsle iding to the mnmrny- 
pits below, whilat in mam pliccs* after with difheulty in 
our headlong coursi. stttring c;le ii of those dangerous 
pitfalls, the giouiid sounded g>o thin and hollow undei 
our hoises’ hoofs as to lead to the apprehension of its 
giving w.iy beneath their w/ight,and precipitating us with¬ 
out further introduction arnidMt those goodly assemblies 
below, whose members for so many centimes liave cpiietly 
lam emh timed and sleeping iii tlieii mephitic garments 
Luckily for the nerves of its votaiies, the chase, like the 
battle field, gives little time for reflection, which were it 
indulged in, would in many cases no doubt gie itly detiaet 
from the pleasures of a victory, or the satisfaction of cap¬ 
turing a brush • 

Moiahzing is alw'ays in after piece to action, nor had we 
time thus to indulge, till following the dogs over a swelling 
bank of sand, which for a moment had hid them fiom oui 
sight, we r ittled it a leaifiil pace down the steep side of 
the opposite declivity, and then caught a glimpse of the 
two greyhounds as they 1 ly panting at the eiiti ince of a 
recently-opened mumin\-pit,m which levnardhad evidently 
taken refuse, with the bad taste of thus piefeiring the 
converse of the dead to the society of the living ' 

For gome time pieviously I had observed th it the little 
Doctor’s hoise appeared, in the e\citement of the chase, 
to cany his ridei lather fister than was agieeable to the

raised by hib fall, he lay iieaily lost fiom view, and all but 
smotheied * 

Considering this a toleiable finale to the day's sport after 
succeeding in getting him agiiii mounted, we ]ogged back 
to a small \ill ige amid'»t a grove ot noble date-trees, on 
pait ot the site of wh it at one tune stood probably the city 
of the Pii iraohs We here found our saices ind com- 
missaii it, and u ere soon comfortably established in the 
best mud hut the pi ice iftoided—to wit, the house of the 
Sheikh El Bulhid, who, it appeals, was an old autiquaiiaii 
icqu lint nice ot the Doctoi* 

We lieie spent two oi tluec days very pleasantly, and 
though 111 a region which in ill ages has been famed as the 
ciadle of mousteis, wheic it is said, that 

“ O er the dry sand the fell hysena prowls, 

The leopard hisses, and the panlher growls ’ 

still we were not tited to encountei any such foes, and our 
evploits weie coufnied to a few gallops after foxes and 
lickala which we genei illy found ih the neighbourhood of 
the Pyramids., to fnghtenmg the haies we tuined out of 
the mimosi thickets boideiiiig the Desert, and to occasi¬ 
onally bre ithmg, though without eftect, horti dogs and 
hoisesattei the gazelles we sometimes met with iii our 
inoie distant excursiions into the Deseit, and which in- 
viiiihly went off as on the wings ot the wind, and, disap¬ 
pearing amidst its boundless sands, loft us to retrace our 
steps in weariness ind disappointment 

feo passed oui moinmgs and evenings, and the interven¬ 
ing honis weie spent in exploring the tombs, mummy-pits, 
and excavations m the neighbouihood , but these light 
pages being ill-adapted to the depths of antiquarian re- 
seaich, a desciiptioa will elsewhere be given of our labors 
in that line

Blood letting is stienuously advoc ited by a great num¬ 
ber of veter,’narians and piactionersof Imrn in iiiediune as a 
preveiitne measuie ig mist the netting in ofpiim ti v infliin- 
xnation, or its reciiiience when it has been once hucccssfully 
subdued Jt is possible tli it the lo^s of blood rnin, in some 
intuices, prevent the accession of iiifliiiimation , but, tiken 
111 the light ofgeneril pi ictice, it is lepiebeiisible Wbeie 
bleeding is ind recourse to as a piecantioii against the ac¬ 
cession of iiiflunmatoiy action it is geneially in conse¬ 
quence ofseiieiis accidents A boise, ulnleont with hounds, 
01 lunning a steeple chase, gets a seveief ill or stake , the 
owner bleeds him immediateiv, n ithout coii'>ideiing that as 
yet there is no acde*4sion of inflainmatioii The coii'-equence 
of which IS, that if the accidental legion he of that serious 
natiiie winch will decidedly induce inflainmatioii as a re- 
par itive procesc, the blood which was diQwii fiom the 
aiiiixial immediately on the occurience of the accident has 
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no other effect hut thit of dimininhingf the .vital powers^ 
and rencleimg- his svs^em more sulnect from its weakened 
state, to the effects of sympathetic iiretation, or ^eneralljr 
jncrensed vasculni action^ constitiitincf inflammation 

In all cases of cohcnssion hleedm^, befcpe some reac¬ 
tion takes place, is most in]udicions, especially if the paifc 
affected he the hrain The printipil also relates to fi ic- 
tuies, and indeed all blanches of contimiitv If however, 
theie IS an accession of inflsmmation siifficientlv gseat to 
piodnce vascular action uith augmented tolerance, then 
bleeding IS indicated , but di-tinctions ought to be made 
bet ween ca^e*. of general infl imnntion and those ulieie,

Fiom time iminemoii il it lias been the hihit of those 
connected with horses to advise the pi*ictice of penodical 
blood lei ting at cef t un sea'^ons of the ^eii, and ibo under 
celt nil cii cnni'-t iiices, as a me ins ol^ either ensuring a con- 
tiniuince of lu ilth to the animal, prepaiing hiiji foi train¬ 
ing oi as in indispensible precfUtion btlore eithei^iurn- 
ing him to glass oi taking him into the stable Such a 
system IS neither admissible hy anv known piinciple nor 
b} am recognised medic tl piactice ielating to the animal 
ecoiiomv Uiifoi tuiiatelv the in]uiioiis consequences 
of bleeding lioi^es peiiodically is but a remote effect 
Fiom the sjhtem being iiiuied to it bv li ibit, periodical 
blood letting becomes at last indi'^peiisable as jl sauatoiy 
me isuie 

This f ict lias been the means of giving the advocates of 
periodic li blood letlmg a rather stioiig aigumeiit in its 
favour If an animal, accustomed to have a quantity of 
blood taken from him twice or three times a year at cer¬ 
tain periods, is, from some accidental circamstance^ ne<>- 
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lected to be bled at the u«!ual time, plethora will be the 
consequence, nature having^ provided for the repetition of 
the blood-letting, which, not being peiformed, the animal 
becomes indisposed '1 he groom attributes the indispom, 
tion to the fact ofliis not being permiUed to bleed when 
lie deemed it advisable to do so , and therefore states his 
opinion rather conseqnentiillv to the mister, uho, pei- 
haps, has been the meins of not allowing his horse to be 
bled, but who now reidily gives Ins sinction to the ope¬ 
ration 'I’he animal is then bled, ind recovers, the groonn 
demanding, withtlu most self-s itished air iniairiri ibh , if 
/te w IS not rijrht, ind the ma^tei wiong The 1 itter as¬ 
sents, thinks he has got in aniizing tieisnre iii the slupe 
of a most intelligent gioom, and the periodic il bleedings 
go on IS nsii il 

There are few grooms who do not boast of putting their 
masters’ hoises tbiongli their “ three doses of pliisic,’^ and 
bleeding them besides, and all ‘ without the advice of any 
damned vet 

The absurdity of taking away the nutrient fluid from an 
animal to put linn in condition for haid woik, oi to pre¬ 
pare him tor gi ass oi for the stable, must ipptai obvious 
to eveiv man of enligbtmed mind u bo gives the m ittei 
anytlnng like considciation and reflection It is quite time 
enough to extract bljood when it is absolutely nece-suv to 
do so fioin the piesence of iiifl npmatoiy disc ise J aking 
it away fiom the si stein under othei cncnrastinces is 
worse than useless Altliougli, geneiallv speaking, it may 
not produce any other immediate consequence th in debi¬ 
lity, fiom winch the ami 111 1 ipidly lecovers, let, when 
blood letting becomes leilly indicated by the accession of 
infl immation, the effects of the meisuie, as a (uiative 
means, are gieatly diminished by Its having been so fie- 
quently had recourse to when the same annii il was iii a

the required number to call another (general Meeting to deter 
mine upon what shall be done with the fresh hoi nds expected

The Secretary brought to the notice of the Meeting that three

lelei ited by hcaiing some shots filed a good way behind 
ns , and tins, to the gicat indignation of the Captain, who 
coiitimicdto multi 1 dire denunciations against the poach 
Cl —Wc found W^toading his guns undu the shidc of 
a tue • * ^ 

“ A tigei *—a tiger ’—he has just gone into that piece of 
glass on the bight of the nvei ' Wc followed the direc¬ 
tion, bweeping eveiy bush m oiijp way, and so beautifully 
did we hern him m, that he Wiis at last driven to i cornei 
not larger than i bilh ird table Cow aid to tlie list, he w'aa 
no sooner hit by A , than he rose again, aud^iushed thin^ 
the bush, wheic finding B facing him, he chaiged in di^* 
pan , hut was knocked over in the attempt by the latter. 

We returned from whence wo had come back, and beat 
up the b^nt, but were not successful R saw, and fired at 
one, he how ever escaped we therefore crossed the nver. 
On the sands we saw foot marks of seveial tigers , hut it 
growing late, wt resolved on beating homeward to camp , 
shooting at everything, such as deer, peafowl, and jungle 
(otks A pretty sharp firing now commenced, iihen 
siuldtnl j, Tally ho” i\ as heard to the right a tigress rose 
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bcfort, C , \\hirh he bmiifrlit ap, and W fiiinlied —the 
latlei at hib old tucks of tlounu^ 

We had «5carcclv foimcd hn< as^ain, when out rushed a 
pluck} little fellow fioni a bant bush, and sent sc\ci d of 
the elephants to the ni^htibout ^le houever suecttded 
indri\me; linn out, noluilh'.t indmg Ins attc inpts to chaigt^ 
he slunh off \^itlionl being hit, but is ue suspected liii, 
mIh reabouts, a tiose line u is formed, and a steady move 
in.ide through the busbes The elephants S(emt d to have 
lost all die id, and went boldly foruard The tiger lav so 
close, that the fnst intimition wt hid of his pre*-cnee, 
was seeing him pitching into a pad elepliant’s proboscis 
The othci eh ph nits seemed to me to lx looking on with 
astonishment at his impudence, foi not one moved back 
the little fellow was doomed to receive tbe w'holc ball cry, 
as he attempted to escape, and he leally trotted oil it sin h 
ante, that ouf elephants were doing then utmost sp'^id, 
and it being dusk, wc could not affoid to let him gel my 
distance He was it last beaten out of his 1 ist lesouu i 
with his eve gla/cd, and«mouth opjn, he came stiggeiing 
towards rtie, when A and myself hied Hip, hip, hurrah ' 
hurrah ' hurrah f resounded tlnough the woods, and de¬ 
lighted at the day’s aport, wc tuiricd our elephants’ heads 
towards the ciicanipment 

Capitil IS the sport of the diy previous was , the shrill 
cry of the peafowl m the woods , the chirruping partridge 
in the bush , tbe croah of the raven on the tree , and the 
wild whistle of the vulture, who sat satiated with her 
mighty feast, l^id scarce wained the camp that Amoia had 
spread her golden mantle over the east, than the inmates 
of the tents might have been heard, anticipating with 
something like enthusuism, more glorious sport fui tJic 
^coiEhing day 
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So confident were we jill, that out elephants weie 
staunch, from the courage they sluVed on the pre\ urns 
evening, that only one of us, R , hazarded changing oui 
howdah elephants 5 and nothing was talked of, but the 
hope that a charge might be made good, as we wanted to 
see a regular flare-up 

Pieeeded by two Nepaiilesc^on foot, away w§ wtnfc, 
winding along a deep thicket, for about a mile, and then 
crossing a wiatddn, which had every appeuaiice ot ha\ing 
been, at no distant period, in a state of eultivatiou, C and 
myself were listlessly leaning over our howdahs^ talking 
on the subject, when I observed the advanced party fot til¬ 
ing into line, m a nariow wood, where the ground ivas co¬ 
vered with low grass , and both of us oidered our ma¬ 
houts to t ike up our usual position on the left Siaicc had 
we spoken, when a thundering roar, repeated, md repeat¬ 
ed again, met* oui ears , and the next hipnient the ele¬ 
phants were fl\ ing in a body through the woods C s iml 
m> own, nn, not aWay m the diiection they came, but 
straiglit after the other elephants ^ Crash ’ crash ' went the 
branches, mj howdah,* which had been repaired during 
the night, again suffered, and as I diew lu one gun, and 
tried to diop the others, free of the suirouudiftg andTerrl- 
fied elephants, I heard a shot, and on tuiniiig lound, saw 
R ’s howdah smashed, with a bullet hole through it The 
uproar and confusion continued for several minutes , gra¬ 
dually the howdah elephants were urged up , but still un¬ 
der the influence of the scaring they had, they were very 
unsteady, and foui of the gents got upon tiees, to try a 
shot from thence I managed to get my elepliant extricat¬ 
ed from the crowd, and to approach A, whose elephant 
was the only staunch one in the field, from there I uiged 
her into the grass, where the tigress charged from, much

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io iitj surprise, she being alienated from the restj seemed 
to go in quite boldlj 

The other geiitb resumed their howdahs, and having oi- 
dered the pad elephants, who were invuiiably the cause of 
the mischief, to keep an ay ne moved forward ourselves, 
only a few yards in advance The tigress was seen by B 
and W , who must have hit her, for she rose on her lund 
legs, and while in that position, turned round, glared at us, 
and roared It was an attempt to charge us fieri ely and 
boldly as at first, but her rearing bad cost her a shower of 
bullets, aimed from every liowdah, and she fell I then 
heard that two had charged out at once, on A , W and B , 
while C and myself were at a distance from the scene 

We went after the lost one,’’ beating down both sides 
ol a nullah A great historian* has given it as his opinion, 

that the Orientals were taught the iit of moving in large 
bodies in war, their mode of hunting I dare say he is 
right, for nothing is more trying to the patience of a griff, 
nothing which lequircs, as an amusement, so much disci¬ 
pline, as beating a nullah which boasts of ^^spuis ” Halt 
there , we must beat round a spur is heard from the other

Wc had re( eivtcfthc "artfuldodge.’’ fioni our "friend,” 
for not a bush escaped us, until wt found ourselves in a 
lultnated pi un, with a small village m the distance No¬ 
thing wais now left us, but to turu'round towards thanorth, 
and crossing tht rivtr, beat d 1 irgc jamooii forest that 
J IV on the other side 

My experience in the jungle wis onh ro be equalled by 
my excp®'snt knovvingntss, and as the elephants had to go 
down a higli and ptrpendiculai bank, I was cunning 
enough to suppose that, by allowung aZHhe ol her elephants 
to go bt foio rm, it would soon bt tioddcn into a nice slope 
which would be hm and t aay both foi the elephant and 
mjrself,—riij stiictc^*m]unctions to the diivei, theieforc, 
were, to keep bitk until the very last I calnjly sat, watch¬ 
ing each eUphant as he sliddown, bj stiaighttning his 
foi clegs, ind then, diawing his hind knees afUrhim slow- 
U, hut sin cl), I chuckled at the idea ol my own astute 
Titss Om Ol two still lemained when lo' a hundred 
thousand rockets it her tail, could not have midehei 
stall oft mort suddenly and more lecklcssl y, ffnn my^ 
pliant did , md 1 soon found mvsclf, as I thought, g#ing 
licadlong down a steep put of the bank, my brute nevrly 
falling upon another wdiith stood bclow^ and by the impe¬ 
tus of hei head, on the stem of mother who I suppose 
thought Nick was behind him, sent evciy elephant off, tail 
md snout up —wo readied the middle of the stream eie 
tluy (onld be checked Youthful rcider, even on the 
best elephant while m the jungle, take warning andnevei 
be the last in ciossiug a stream or in maiching thiough a 
thick forest, or voii may thance to gel )C)ur neck broken 
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\\c ipproadied a fidcl of high grass, which skated 
the ) okt of ticc jiingk, a lad, w ho was heiding cattle, said 
that his buffalois hid been scaitd a little time piev ously, 
by theattidv of a giddui ^ (tigei) we const qiieiitly 
loinicd liiiL—

W and mysdf weie on the left, aid iflcr traversing 
the glass for about a mile, both of us siiddciilj^ found our¬ 
selves in an open, clear since, near the b inks of a streim- 
Ict The Ciptnu, it Siting had called out foi us to tinn 
our left shouldeis font ud, pieparatory to tattling a tree 
forest on the light, whether it was tint oui eyes weie so 
dazzled by the biiglit s ind that we could not htar^or the 
tt iiiptation of a magnificent aiitlei v^lnch passed dose un¬ 
der W , will l,eave the reader to judge etitairi it is W 
bred at the said deer, and 1—T—1 think I did the same,— 
I confess to being led away (our ordeis wtre strict, to hre 
at nothing hut gi md games) The deer was hit, and \V 
said to me, Let us get aftei it, .there he is in the thoin 
bushes ” I hesitated “ Oh man they are coming this way' 
erjmnd, I sec tin m ho continued, pretending to peer 
through^ icies of thtek wood jungle,—I thought of 

Sam Weller’s evidence, and tallowed him We entered 
the bushes, keeping oui elephants close to one another, 
they suddenly began to speak” md tremble , the thorn 
hush before us shook violently our guns weie halt up to 
our shoulders, the shaking ceased, and as we were still 
uiging OUI iwimals on, a shout from the mahouts, who weie 
behind, announced a tiger having rushed past,—the brute 
must have crawled between the two elephants 

The firing at the deer had brought up the ust of the

We beat back through a pait of the jungle ne had just 
left, and guided by the herdman, who had watclu d Irom 
the tries thewaj tlu tiger took, we enteud the tice 
jungle but seaiee hid we beat it half through, uhen we 
dibeoveied that the jungle was on fiie^to on* right, so 
made a hasty*ietieat, as, had we w iited till the eleph ints 
abeeilained the fact, they wtie suie to ln\( taken us out 
hv the shot test cut 

The lem under of the day wa^i devoted to sin lU shoot¬ 
ing, ind of (ouise W was in his glory, as one of the 
paitv said, ^ lit would shoot a tame pig, big with >ounq

After bruiUfcist, one di\ in the month of December, 
184?, thite of us, II W and self, slatted on mtc]]ij;ence 
of a herd of saambui h ivinsr taken up their abode m 
some jungle, about six miles fiom cantonments On arrn- 
inp; at the villigc, fincimfif all the coolies in attendance, 
and tventhmir m re idimss for bfilimjjllu )um^le, no 
time was lost in i^ettim; ourscKcs posted foi the havoc 
In about an houi, the coolies weie advancing shoilly 
afteiutrds, the well known signal was given of game 
having staited, and a rush w is heurd along the line 
Knowing fronj Experience whal it was 1 qmctly commu¬ 
nicated to VV (with whom I was stmding, this being his 
first appearance in the jungles,) what he might expect, 
and to he on the al'^rt, as tin deer would bic ik close to 
him foi an opposite pingle, I, at*the simc time, moved 
out into the open, between the jungles, aiioss which it 
‘*bec!mi^\-AilSm that the deer would go nor wis 1 disap- 
pointtd,*ior liarelv had I takin up my new position, 
when my attention was roused by the report of W’s gun, 
and out dash’d a noble Stag, 60 yards on my right, withhia 
head w'ell thrown baek, and bearing a noble appearance 
I would not at first satisfactorily cover him, a number 
of mggris having coveicd the plain iftci W’s shot, that 
for a time I *was obliged to rcmiin a quiet spectator, 
though my finger was resting with nervous impatience on 
the triggei Finding I should lose the deer by waiting, as 
lie hail nearly approached the jungle, and was distant fiom 
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me 100 yards, I at all risks,fired, and had the satisf ictiou 
to hear mv first shot tell when given m a little higher 
elevation, my second took him in the spine, and down 
he came Whdst* re-loadiiig, d young buck, with a full 
grown female, broke cover seizing a fiesh gun fiom my 
scrvint, I fired , but the distnice wib too great, even to 
hope fot a lucky shot so diieetwig some of the cqohes to 
follow them up, I went bick to the fillen stig, where I 
lound W busy in getting the anini d dissected, and se¬ 
curing the mu row bones which, by-the-bje, aie not to be 
despised wht ii fresh m the mean time, we regaled our 
selves with a cold chicken pie and s dhid, which done, 
we began to move in the daeetioii that the saumhur had 
gone, when a man emerged from the jungles, and runumg 
up, gave us the welcome intelligence of having traced 
the saumhur into a«<i^all pati h, about thiee miles oft, out 
of which they.w’ould not stir foi the day Aij hour brought 
118 to the spot, and the work of operation soon commenc¬ 
ed , for the jungle being of no length, wt wxie not long 
left in suspense the fem ile bioke close to W , who hav¬ 
ing he ird its approach* some time previously, almost as 
Boon the coolies had entered, wis deceived by the quiet 
m inntr in which she had been advancing, step ' ifJT*' 
til it he paid no attention, supposing fTTcT be a*peafowl, 
till the animal bounded past bun, when, taking a hasty 
fire, he missed, and down she came at a tremendous pace, 
clearing every thing m its speed, wilhm thiity paces of 
me—(no one can form any idea of the rush of a herd 
or even a solitary saumhur, nothing appears to stop them 
how their skin stands it, is astonishing ) Covering her first 
at the shoulders, and then advancing my gun a yard, I 
fired my left barrel, but, to my astonishment, there was no 
inteiruption in her speed,—on she went, apparently uii- 
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s( ithetl, leiMiig niL in the gicatmt s4a1e ot evcitement, as 
I tiait not move, to see the lesult of my shot, foi the coo¬ 
lies were fist ipproiching, so i« louliiig with all speeel, I 
resumed m\ post—}e11 could not help conjecturing tlic 
impossibihtv of missing such i 1 \rge iniin il so close to me 
But I hive set n it elonc, anel should think nothing ot it 
in i person me xperie need in jungle shooting, let him be 
ev'ei such a crick-sliot vvitli bill oi otherwise, toi it li'is 
been my lot, often to go out with people who considcied 
themselves fiist-i'itc hinels at a target, or a standing ob¬ 
ject, make i most pitiful hgiire when they hive hometlung 
more noble to hie at jn the jungles But I am digies‘'ing 
As soon as the havoc was teiminatcel, I advanced with 
mj servant to the spot, and pereeiving blood in tin tliiee- 
tioiithat the suiinbui had gone, directed a sciieh fuithei 
in, when about fifty short paces, was found dead, 
the ball having‘passed thiough tlie heart, ,aiul out at the 
opposite shoulder H iving a few hours of d lylight left, we 
retraced our steps for the pin pose of exploiing the )uugh, 
out of which a man had bet n earned iway by a tigti that 
very morning, and it possible, to achieve the animal’s des¬ 
truction On arriving at the spot, the jungle was found so 
aCiHi^^that to jeach tlu body about J(X) jards in, 
we had uut Wcay Even this w is running a great 

risk, for any attack would have pi i( td us in great dangei, 
fm in no wav, though vve had guns in our bauds, could 
we have used them So having satisfied ourselvt s of the 
man’s death, we departed, right well disgusted with the 
stene wt had witnessed, without having it in our powei to 
avenge the poor fellow’s death, which would have afford¬ 
ed us the greatest satisfaction, even if it had lost us a 
night’s lest but the thing was impossible lu such a jun¬ 
gle void of ail) large tiees, or protection of au) kmd 
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Thf saW j)aity started i* few clays alteiuards, on fiesh 
intelligence of saimibiii, but in a different dnettion, incl 
quite another kind of countij, being and mcU 

wooded it had al^o this gieat advantage, being some dis¬ 
tance fiom cantonments, it M ould not be poached over 
it was also 'cry fuorablc for Inibonung lirgc gnni,, 
nor had-vie to legret the distant e, being about 30 miles, 
as the lesult will show, though 1 have not the slightest 
doubt a better ac(ouni would ha\i been given, bad oui 
operations commenced at diybieik, instead of noon, foi 
the animals at th it hour, in the ficshness of the morning, 
are found in the outskirts of the he ivy jungle, ind easily 
beaten out, whereas in the noon, they retiie to the thick, 
impenetrable ]ungks but in this instance, it could not he 
avoided, it happened to be some festival, and the men 
could ne\er be coll^eSed before 10 o’clock Our first beat 
wis along the*baae of the hills, with a higli ^hal held in- 
ten ening it, and some low impenetiable jungle Along tins 
field we were stationed, as the deei would make for the 
jungle in our leai , at one time ij appeared doubtful, aa 
the Loolies from both flanks had come out of the jungle, 
and the only thing started was a baiting deei, which wa^j 
allowed to pass However, from the centre hr th^ IuK^ 
(when about twenty paces from the verge of the*jungle,) 
one deafening shout was raised, which was lesponded 
to by all Out dashed a female saumbm, about /O yards 
on my right • The bunging up of my gun was the work 
of an instant, and though only the head was visible, I had 
1 he satisfaction to see her take a clean summerset in the 
air, the b ill having passed through the brain A stag at 
the same tunc retreated along the line, and thus broke 
through the hiatus Having seen the fallen deer on a 
hackery for transmission to our ♦tents, we took up the

the leader stag ciuicken his pace, and also roused L from 
his lethalg\, bunging him on Ins legs I never saw a 
moie favoiable oppoitumty slip foi bagging two such 
noble animals it is seldom you can bring them withm 
range of a double ban el, and if you do, it is generally 
in thick jungle, where you are obliged to content yourself 
wath a snap shot but here was an open spot, offering you 
all the advantages for using both barrels ’ I never felt 
ho riisecl, as it would hav e been a good w md-up to oui 
spOit, the moie so, as we wcie told, puiious to oui stait- 
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mg fioinVcantonnient^t, thij many parties hid gone out 
before us, and novel shot any thm^ Immeduttly after¬ 
wards, 1 obscived 11 witching the motion of one, whom 
antlers were Msible, overtopping the jungle , but nothing 
Mould induce him to bicak fiom Ins stronghold Aftei 
this, wc well icaimnundcd to try some dik jungle, apart 
fiom tlij* hdls.,—certainly not a,very promising‘place for 
suimbur, but likilj enough for spotted deer, or even 
hogs howiici, being 111 i country unknown to us, v\e 
were in a me asm e obliged to place oiii selves under the 
guid nice of those who knew it, noi had we reason to re- 
gut it, ioi 111 about liilf an lioui, my attention was roused 
by sometliiiig moving m the jungles With the greatcsl 
caution, after ten mirnites’ watching, a half-grown saumbui 
put her head out, looking suspiciously ni cverj dirictiou , 
and having sat islied’terself that no one was visible, for 
i large ant luil compleUlv screened me, sfhe took courage, 
and was advancing steadily towards me, when ■something 
in mv liar attracted her notice, and oh she staited m 
an oblique diuition I fired, and missed, which T attri- 
buttd to tht hciiy jungle th it I was obliged to firo 
thiough H it the same time opened his battP’ on a 
fine stag, which fell to his hist shot , but 
covering himself, attempt! d a cliaigt, iv/ien amSthci ball 
through his head, ended his caiecr The sun liaving sunk 
below the hoi i/on, oui steps w'ere bent homew^ards foi 
the da^ Tin following moining found the same party

expecting eury sttp to stumble on the iinnitd is 
tMdeuth gieit cxtitions musi hue been nude to iicovir 
inuiself, e\tiv turn we appioichcd m ii At last, when 
w e began to desp 111 tin. (oolics suddenly came upon him, 
quite exhausted from loss ot blood, and lie w is easily dis-

Breakfast perfoimed, a stout stick in my hand, and all

The hound', aie on the mountain bu«’>, with Attr Con- 
J 101 , in heating foi their g imc The echoes—those bon¬ 
ders of Killttine^’—’i\e bick in tvcjsce ten thousand tones 
the huntsman s cheei in answer to the opening boiiiias, 
F)i''t one, and then inothci, iiid then all The qtiaiiy is 
unharboiired, and the scent gious hot 

For my own part, by the ad%ice of one well skilled in 
mountain hunting, 1 had in silem e tlimbed until 1 leach¬ 
ed a spot, whence I commanded not only a general Mew 
of all the mountxi!\i ind the lake^ but aKo of the bog 
lielnnd towaids the Uppi i Lake a point to which the 
stag w ill generalh make, should he succied m bieikmg 
tbroui/h the hue of hunters placed to mteicept liira in liis 
flight 111 that diiection <c Here stood, lI^tenlng to the 
many echoes of the mount im music, and idmiiing the 
picturesque decay of Mucross 

A rustling fell upon my ear—aOirackling of diy sticks 
—a brushing as of sonjidfavreat body thiougli the branches 
I turned my head, and Ihcie—upon a pinnacle of lock, 
distant scarce twenty yards, stood a majestic stag 

') heie, indeed, stood the^LoKD ot utf Lakfs —Ins 
head erect—his nostrils spiead—his e^e flashing the fiie 
of \\i itli—be looked upon the lake The scene wis one 
of infinite beauty, and 1 sketched it on the spot, hidden

being, as I havehefoie observed, the d^edof greatest gloiy, 
ind one which constitutes the successful boat the hcio of 
the day o 

But'diie IS the shouting during all the time that I have 
been di tamed lu this desciiptiou and now beveral of the 
boats, impatient of delay, dash hastily forward in pui-^uit 
This attack seems to d(»cide the victim—he plunges at 
once into the Jake, hut, from the greater impetuosity of 
his other foes, lie gives h a course a sidelong sheei to- 
wiirdsour boat, and so placed us^foieinost in the fust lank, 
with a considerable afiyaiitage in the stait ovci our com¬

DISEASE IN DOGS PEjl^ULIAR TO THE TENAS-

Sir,—I am a lover of dogs, anjJ keep many I like to 
see them taken care of, and nursed during sickness With 
that view I now address you, to give you an account of a 
disease I never met elsewhere than in Burmahy (Tenasse- 
rim Provinces,) which should it meet with your approba¬ 
tion, I hope you will allow to appear in the* next No of 
your valuable Magazine

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In the Tenassenrn provinces, doi^s in general anti grev- 
hounds in particular, are subject to maggots —as yet I have 
never seen or heard of any uiittcn account of, or enquiry 
into the cau«!e, or treatment of the disease 
A dog Will be apparently in perfect health and condi¬ 
tion one day, without the least appearance of mange or 
irruption of any kind, on tlir next day you will f nd a 
small red spot, not unlike surfeit in appeal ance Should no 
notice be taken of this, in the course of one night you 
will find a hole eaten into the animal as big as the tip of 
your little finger ind about an inch deep, quite full ot 
maggots, at first very minute, but in the course of a day, 
they grow to an immense siite, similar to those found on 
animals some dajs after death They do not appear to 
Cause the dog the least pain, but if left to themselves, in 
a few days they destroy him 1 have seen the whole stern 
of a dog eaten avyay by these “ animals,^ but it was not 
until they had worked their way to his inside that he died 
During the first two yeais of my stay in these provinces, 
I lost many dogs, (Grej hounds) by tliem, but at last I 
succeeded in effecting a cure and saved the lives of seve¬ 
ral, who are now as well, and, as strong as if they had 
never had a day^s illness, and I think it but fair to let iiiy 
brother sportsmen know the remedy I am not a disciple 
of CEseulapius, yet I h*ave long studied “ Blame’s caning 
Pathology,” a work which every sportsman and lover of 
dogs ought to possess I would advise you as soon as you 
perceive the red spot, to wash it well (having previously 
cut off the hair from it and the surrounding parts, so as 
to expose it well to view,) with gin strongly impregnated 
with camphor, or should the hole m the animal be the 
first thing you notice, inject it with a syringe, piercing it 
strongly m, after one or two m]ections, you will find the 
maggots, (evidently teetotallers,) highly disgusted that 
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spirits should be thus forced on them, kicking and crawl¬ 
ing .*bout ho that you can easily extranet them with small 
scissors or twea/ers , ,m this manner you may kijl 50 or 
60 The injection sh'ould be reptated e\eiy tvt^o or three 
hours, and the maggots extracted at the same time, thus^ 
by pel severance you will soon destroy the colony When 
you find aftej^ repeated injections for 2 or 3 days no signs 
of maggots, vou may proceed to heal the wound, ta^g 
care not to allow tlfr surface to close up until the bot¬ 
tom of the sores is completely healed In order to effect 
this, I would recommend the following —

Pound, mix and put into <t small chatty over a fire, where 
let it remain until the drugs boil up to the top, let them 
do this 2 or 3 times, and jou will find the wound 
stone,^^ at the bottom You must break the chatty to get 
it out, put It away in a well coiked bottle, and it will keep 
for ever But to return to Mie cure Put a piece of the 
stone the size of an egg,mj;o a bottle of watei, after having

IN HORSES

Very few jiersons aie at all aware of tlie tieatment n 
younj? \alu*vble hoi'^e has undergone for months be^re ho 
gets first into the dealei’s lAnds • In the first pi ice, such 
a horse haslievei done one d iv’seven moderate n;ork since 
Aie <lay he wa*^ foaled * The bieeder would not iisk his 
doing it It matters not to him be he good or good for 
nothing , he mereh wants him to look well by the time 
he means to offer him loi sale , and provided his con¬ 
stitution ind stimina aie good enough J;o enable Inm to be 
biought4;o this, it i-^ ill he requiiea or cues about He 
has tried him sufficiently to asceitun that he rides plea¬ 
santly at the end of five miles , he is m no wav inteiested 
in what he might do at the efid of twenty, nor will he 
iisk knocking his legs 'ubou^ oi cutting his ancles by try¬ 
ing Why ahonld he ^ When he sells him, he does not 
guaianty to sell you a good home he gives a* warranty 
that he IS a cei tain age, that he is sound, and free fiopa 
vice and piovided he proves to he so, he has conscien¬ 
tiously fulfilled his compict with the piiichaser ^ 

Now for some months before any ot the great fans, the 
horses the breeder intends sinding there aie being pre- 
paied fw the purpose , th i^ by taking no more eAerciso 
than is ibsolutely necessary to keep them in health, and 
are literally put up to fatten, like any othei beast for mai- 
ket, placed in an even and warm tei^perature in the stable 
to keep then coats fine , and by the time they are wanted 
for sale aie made in eveVy uajTiipe for the pnipose They 
come out fit, blooming, beautiful in then skins, and of 
couise III the highest spirits, but as uiiRt foi an^ incapable 
ot a day^s woik as the pampered child of a ladv of fashion, 
and as sensible of even the slightest variation of the 
atmo<>phere as any exotic fiom the hothouse In this 
state they aie «old to the dealer, who is forced to nurse 
them like children, and to get them home in safety, in 
which, however, and paiticulaily in bid weather, he does 
not always succeed Supposing they do airive safely at 
hi8 stables, as he is quite aware how they have been treat- 
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ed, he is forced (ftir a time at lea<it) to keep them m the 
same forced and artificial state He khows well enough 
that by so doing lieas laying the foundation foi ill "sorts 
of diseases , but what lo he to do^ He dares not change 
the system except bv ^low degrees,\and this in a great 
measure he does it beiceepsany of them long enough, 
but probably some of them are sold in two or three days 
after jfcheir aiiival Now, let me ask, what on earth is an , 
animal in this state fit fo^ beyond being shewn in a deiler^s 
yard ^ Why literally nothing, till, figuratively speaking, 
he has been taken to pieces and put together again " 

Of all the intern il diseases to which the llor^e is liable 
and moie particularly t it horses, infiamnmtion of the lungs 
IS by far the most prevalent, the most sudden in its com- 
raencenrent, the nifist rapid in its pi ogress, and the most 
fatal 111 its effects It is to this disease that hordes in the 
state and condition I have mentioned are, more than any 
other, piiticnlailv li ible Once attacked by it, unless 
in mediately and ludiciously attended to two or three days 
bring on the ciisis, which under*suCli circumstances mostly 
ends in death yet do and probably wnll most persons 
persevere dll putting suchboises to work without prepira- 
ti,on for it Hy so doing, they are ui))ust to themsilves, 
animal, and the dealer from whom he has been purchased, 
whom most cases, how aver, comes in for all the bl ime, 
whereas it rests solely with the impatience, ignoram e (m 
this particular), or obstin icv of the purchaser No hoist 
in the'artificial state I have d^cribed should be put to 
even moderate woik undei about the six weeks I have 
mentioifed before Duiing this time he should get it least 
two, generally tillee, ^oses of physic, iiid prnpei exercise, 
which, after the first three weeks, should be daily but 
gradually increased He sliould also by the same giadual 
means be^ got to bear a stible of proper tempeiature, 
and get accustomed to change of weathei During this 
time his foo^t should aKo be changed, and in lieu of the 
constant hot mashes, hot gruel, hot potatoes, and God 
knows what other trash he was fattened on, good oats and 
an occasional cooling mash should be substituted Bv 
the end of the six weeks a laige portion of the gross and 
unhealthy fat with which he was loaded will have been 
got off, and he may be put tt) moderate work with safety—

ation of each horse hfs piactised eye and constant habit 
enable him to purchase half a bundled hoiscs, so a«tj taking 
them together, they pay him , but he could not stand 
higgling for a few pounds m the puce of each horse, oi 
even give himself time to investigate eveiy minor ciicuiin 
St ince lelitive to eitli he buvs on a broad scale, and, 
taking them together as i lot, buys them well, ind toii- 
sequently some turn out better, sorat. a little woise than 
he at first sight thought them to he Still this ofT-h ind 
mode of buying pajs him , for if he devoted a couple of 
houis to the getting my one particular hoise five pounds 
cheaper, by thi> delay he would only gain the five pounds 
in him, and lose fiftv by missing five othei hordes that lie 
would have puithased in these two liourh I know of no 
man who generally gives so httl6 trouble in buying a hoise, 
or as a stianger is so desiiahle a man to olifei a horse to is 
one of thn class of dealers he sees your liorse out, if 
he does not like him, he makes up his mind at once—he 
would not buy him at iny piici, but gener ill\ civilly tells 
you he is a \eiy cle\ei horse, though too hig 01 too little 
foi his purpose in f ict, m ikes some excuse foi not pui- 
cha-sing him so as not to offtnd you If, on the contriry, 
lie thinks him idapted to his 'puipose, hi iiiqunes tho 
puce, and if he finds it f 11 exceeds his ideas of his value 
he states at ollce that it is f u bey ond what he c in afford to 
give, thanks you fin tin sight ot him, wishes you a bettei 
customer, and thinks no more about him Oil the other 
hand, if he finds you ask something like his estimation of 
his value, he tells you what as a dealer he c 111 afford to
